BUCCANEERS  DOWN  SCRAPPY  DEAF 
BOYS  18 — 0 

A  gradual  wearing  down  process  which  had  its 
climax  in  the  fourth  period  gave  the  Daytona  Beach 
High  School  its  second  victory  of  the  season,  October 
6th,  the  Buccaneers  turning  back  the  St.  Augustine 
Deaf  School  18-0,  was  as  colorful  a  game  as  the  Sec¬ 
ond  Street  gridiron  has  witnessed  in  many  campaigns, 
not  until  the  final  minute  of  play  were  the  deaf  hoys 
willing  to  admit  defeat  and  then  only  because  their 
battered  regulars  were  forced  to  stav  in  the  game  and 
battle  away  when  no  substitutes  were  available. 

The  visitors  in  fact  forced  the  Buccaneers  to  their 
own  three  yard  line  in  the  third  period  and  it  was  only 
stellar  work  l>\  the  Daytona  Beach  line  that  stopped 
the  Deaf  boys  hut  a  few  feet  from  the  goal.  After  los¬ 
ing  the  loss,  the  deaf  hoys  kicked  off  hut  recovered  the 
hall  a  few  plays  later  when  the  Buccaneers  were 
unable  to  gain  through  the  visiting  forward  wall. 

Here  the  I).  &  B.  started  a  brillant  drive  on  the  Day¬ 


tona  Beach  tackles  and  marched  45  yards  down  the 
field  before  they  w  ere  halted.  The  hall  changed  hands 
during  t he  first  period  and  the  quarter  closed  with 
the  hall  in  Daytona  Beach  possession  on  the  25  yard 
line. 

[Shortly  after  the  second  period  opened,  Grost  Fleet, 
Buccaneer  halfback  swept  around  left  end  for  22 
yards  and  a  touchdown.  It  was  a  pretty  run  with  ex¬ 
cellent  interference  by  Grost’s  mates.  The  trial  for 
goal  failed  when  the  pass  from  Center  was  fumbled 
and  recovered  by  the  deaf  hoys. 

It  was  Hughes,  big  fullback,  who  dashed  off  tackle 
and  through  guard  for  continued  gains,  the  Buccaners 
began  a  march  down  the  field  which  was  ended  on  the 
20 yard  line  when  the  visiting  line  braced  and  the  deaf 
boys  took  the  ball  on  downs.  Play  see-sawed  for  the 
remainder  of  the  period,  the  half  ending  w  ith  the  deaf 
boys,  having  the  hall  on  their  own  5  yard  line. 

It  was  in  the  third  period  that  the  visitors  went 
through  the  Daytona  line  at  will,  finally  working  their 
way  to  the  15  yard  line,  Virsida,  the  deaf  hoys’  half 
hack,  who  starred  throughout  the  play,  dashed  off 
tackle  three  successive  times  and  advanced  the  ball  to 
the  three  yard  marker,  with  three  downs  remaining  to 
make  the  necessary  three  yards  to  the  end  line.  The 
visitors  continued  to  attempt  plunging  the  Buccaneer 
left  side  hut  were  halted  just  as  many  times. 

Battered  from  start  to  finish  and  with  no  substitutes 
available,  due  to  injuries,  the  deaf  boys  cracked  in  the 
fourth  period.  After  advancing  the  hall  to  the  five 
yard  mainly,  by  Hughes’  efforts,  the  fullback,  was 
given  the  hall  and  plunged  over  for  the  second  touch¬ 
down.  His  place  kick  for  the  extra  point  was  wild. 

Virsida,  the  Spanish  youth,  who  starred  for  the 
deaf  boys  last  season,  led  yesterday’s  assault  and  gave 
as  pretty  an  exhibition  of  running  as  local  fans  have 
seen  in  many  years  of  football,  lie  dashed  olf  tackle, 
through  guard  and  around  end  behind  perfect  inter¬ 
ference  and  made  90  per  cent  of  the  gains  registered 
by  his  team. 

Hoagland  left  end  of  the  I).  &  B.  also  starred,  as 
well  as  Kalal.  flashy  halfback.

T’HL  opening  date  of  the  Florida  School  for  the  Deaf 
and  the  Blind  for  the  1928-1929  session  was 
Wednesday,  September  19th.  On  this  date  the  forty- 
fifth  session  of  the  school  began. 

Although  certain  parts  of  Florida  were  visited  by 
a  tropical  storm  the  day  before  our  pupils  were 
scheduled  to  arrive  in  St.  Augustine,  all  trains  came 
through  and  our  special  cars  arrived  on  the  day  set. 

When  all  things  are  considered  we  opened  with  a 
large  attendance.  Those  who  were  unable  to  he  here 
on  the  opening  date  have  been  coming  in  and  only  a 
few  remain  to  come.  About  forty  new  pupils  entered 
this  fall  and  nearly  every  bed  is  occupied. 

There  seems  to  exist  a  fine  spirit  of  co-operation 
between  teachers,  officers  and  parents  and  we  are 
looking  forward  to  a  pleasant  year’s  work  which  we 
hope  will  prove  beneficial  to  all  who  are  attending 
the  school. 

During  the  summer  months,  those  left  at  the  school 
were  busy  making  preparations  to  receive  the  pupils 
in  the  fall.  The  plumbing  in  all  the  buildings  had  to 
be  gone  over  carefully,  faucets  had  to  be  repaired  and 
in  many  cases  new  pipes  had  to  be  put  in.  Repairs  ol 
various  kinds  had  to  be  made  in  all  the  buildings. 

W  hen  school  opened  up,  the  boys  in  the  Broom 
Shop,  the  Carpentry  Shop  and  the  I’rinting  Office 
found  themselves  housed  in  more  spacious  quarters. 
This  was  made  possible  by  moving  some  of  the  boys, 


near  tbe  close  of  last  session,  to  the  New  Boys’  Dormi¬ 
tory. 

The  Printing  Office  was  moved  from  its  cramped 
location,  in  two  small  rooms,  to  the  large  room  for¬ 
merly  occupied  by  tbe  Carpentry  Shop.  This  office  was 
kept  on  the  ground  floor  because  of  the  new  large 
Miehle  press  which  was  ordered  just  before  July  1st. 
This  Miehle  No.  3  Press  seems  perfect  in  every  way 
and  the  boys  in  the  Printing  Department  have  every 
reason  to  feel  proud  of  it. 

The  Carpentry  Shop  was  moved  to  the  room  above 
the  Printing  Office  where  they  will  have  plenty  of 
room  and  where  they  are  just  about  to  get  settled. 

The  Broom  Shop  was  given  extra  space  by  moving 
part  of  tbe  equipment  into  one  of  the  large  dormi¬ 
tories  that  was  occupied  by  some  of  the  boys  last 
year. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  the  Contractor  was 
busy  on  tbe  first  unit  of  the  Girls’  Dormitory.  About 
one  week  before  school  was  opened  the  building  was 
turned  over  to  us  and  all  of  the  dormitory  furniture 
was  moved  into  it  from  the  Main  Building  or  school 
building.  This  fitted  our  o  14er  girls  out  with  a  nice 
new  home  which  is  beautiful  and  complete  in  every 
detail  and  at  the  same  time  gave  space  in  the  school 
building  for  much  needed  school-rooms  and  study 
halls.  The  congestion  was  also  relieved  to  some  extent 
in  the  school-rooms  of  the  Blind  Department  by  mov¬ 
ing  the  Braille  books  form  these  room  into  a  library 
room,  for  the  blind  which  the  girls  had  vacated  when 
they  moved  into  the  new  building. 

Those  in  charge  had  hoped  to  begin  enlarging 
the  dining-room  and  the  auditorium  last  May  but 
funds  were  not  available  for  that  purpose  and  the 
work  w  ill  have  to  be  postphoned  for  at  least  another 
year. 

Our  new  high  pressure  boiler  to  furnish  steam  for 
cooking,  hot  water  and  dish  washing  has  been  put  in¬ 
to  operation  and  is  proving  successful. 

As  is  usually  the  case  there  were  a  number  of 
changes  in  our  teaching  stall. 

Mr.  W.  Laurens  Walker. Jr.,  who  was  associated 
with  the  school  as  Assistant  to  the  President  and  later 
as  Acting  President  resigned  to  become  Assistant 
Superintendent  of  the  South  Carolina  School  where 
his  father  is  Superintendent  and  where  his  grand¬ 
father  and  great-grand-father  were  Superintendents. 
Mr.  Walker  is  very  capable  and  well  fitted  for  the 
position  and  would  be  a  great  help  to  any  Superin¬ 
tendent. 

Mrs.  A.  II.  Walker,  who  served  the  school  not  only 
as  Matron  but  also  as  Mother  to  the  many  children 
who  attended  the  school,  resigned  to  enjoy  a  well 
deserved  vacation.  We  are  glad  to  say  that  she  still 
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OUR  NEW  PRESIDENT 


Mr.  Alfred  L.  Brown,  M.  A. 

J-JAVING  known  Mr.  Alfred  L.  Brown,  our  new 
president,  for  nearly  twenty  years,  I  am  taking  the 
liberty  of  introducing  him  to  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind 
of  Florida,  to  the  parents  of  our  school  children,  and 
and  to  all  others  who  are  interested  in  our  school. 

Mr.  A.  L.  Brown  was  appointed  by  the  State  Board 
of  Control  to  succeed  Dr.  A.  H.  Walker  who  passed 
away  last  November,  and  took  charge  July  first.  Mr. 
Brown  was  not  an  applicant  for  this  position  but  be¬ 
ing  peculiarly  equipped  to  do  the  greatest  service  to 
both  the  deaf  and  the  blind  children  his  name  was 
brought  before  the  Board  and  was  wisely  selected. 

Mr.  Brown,  after  completing  his  high  school 
course  in  Hendrix  Academy  at  Conway,  Arkansas, 
attended  Westminster  College  at  Fulton,  Missouri, 
where  he  first  became  interested  in  the  deaf.  There 
he  met  the  deaf  students  attending  the  Missouri 
School  for  the  Deaf,  also  located  in  Fulton,  and 
learned  to  talk  with  them  by  spelling  on  bis  fingers 
and  by  signing;  thus,  becoming  interested  in  them 
and  in  their  education. 

In  1909  after  graduating  from  Westminster,  In- 
entered  the  Normal  Department  of  Gallaudet  College. 
Washington,  D.  C.,  to  receive  his  training  for  teach¬ 
ing  the  Deaf.  It  was  in  this  college  where  the  writer 
was  taking  his  B.  A.  course  that  he  first  made  the  ac¬ 
quaintance  of  Mr.  Brown. 

After  completing  his  course  in  Gallaudet  College 


he  was  appointed  head  teacher  of  the  Mississippi 
School  for  the  Deaf  but  the  following  year  he  had  t<> 
leave  owing  to  a  spell  of  typhoid  fever  and  did  not 
teach  for  one  year. 

In  1912  he  accepted  a  position  as  a  teacher  in  th>- 
Colorado  School  for  the  Deaf  at  (.(dorado  Springs, 
Colorado,  where  he  soon  was  made  head  teacher  of 
the  advanced  department.  Later  he  became  \  ice  I’rin 
cipal  of  the  whole  school. 

The  Colorado  School  is  a  dual  school  where  both 
the  deaf  and  the  blind  are  taught  in  the  same  school. 
There  Mr.  Brown  mingled  with  the  blind  and  being 
interested  in  all  things  along  the  educational  line,  lie 
became  interested  in  the  blind,  even  going  to  the  ex 
tent  of  learning  to  read  the  Braille  svstem  of  readim- 
and  writing  raised  letters  now  used  b\  the  Blind  ever) 
where. 

Mr.  Brown  is  a  Mason  and  a  Shriner.  Also  a 
Kiwanian.  having  served  as  secretary  of  the  Kiwanis 
Club  of  Colorado  Springs,  having  been  one  of  its 
vice  presidents,  and  also  a  member  of  its  Kxecutive 
Committee. 

Although  Mr.  Brown  has  been  here  with  u>  hut 
a  short  time  all  those  connected  with  our  school  have 
learned  to  love  him.  loyally  supporting  him.  and  are 
giving  him  their  fullest  cooperation.  The  children  all 
have  learned  to  love  him  and  they  may  be  seen  any 
day  awaiting  for  his  appearance  that  they  may  sur¬ 
round  him  and  look  upon  his  smiling  face  and  hear 
his  kind  words. 

May  the  Florida  Sunshine  keep  him.  his  wife  and 
little  daughter.  Persis,  in  good  health  that  they  may 
live  long  and  happily  among  us  and  that  under  their 
care  our  children  may  groyv  up  into  go<  d  citizens,  a 
credit  to  our  school  and  a  joy  to  all  who  kn<>y\  them.

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General  Information 

'X’HIS  is  a  school  supported  by  the  State  of  Florida  for  edu- 
eating  children  within  the  state  whose  defective  sight  or 
or  hearing  makes  it  impossible  or  difficult  for  them  to  receive 
instruction  in  the  public  schools.  To  be  eligible  a  child  must 
be  too  deaf  or  blind  to  be  educated  in  the  common  schools, 
of  sound  mind  and  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty  one. 

Any  person  desiring  to  enter  a  pupil  at  the  school  should 
write  the  president  of  the  school,  stating: 

(1)  Name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  pupil. 

(2 1  Name  and  address  of  parents  or  guardians. 

This  is  a  school,  not  an  asylum,  or  home,  or  hospital  or 
reformatory. 

It  is  strictly  and  solely  a  school.  Its  purpose  is  educational, 
to  give  literary  and  industrial  training  to  deaf  and  blind 
children.  Only  educahle  children  of  school  age  will  he  admitted 
and  retained.  Those  attending  school  here  should  not  be  called 
“inmates.”  “patients,”  or  subjects  of  charity.  Its  aim  is  to  so 
train  and  teach  its  pupils  that  they  may  he  able  to  take  their 
place  among  the  busv  ranks  of  their  more  fortunate  brothers 
and  lead  useful  and  independnt  lives. 


Proper  Time  for  Admission 

The  best  time  to  enter  a  child  is  at  the  opening  of  the  school, 
the  middle  of  September.  The  school  term  is  eight  months  and 
it  i-  necessary  to  make  each  day's  work  count  in  order  that  th 
school  maintain  its  high  standard  of  efficiency.  Each  punil 
should,  therefore,  he  present  to  begin  work  promptly  at  the 
opening  of  each  session  and  remain  without  interruption  the 
entire  school  session. 


or  blind  child  to  keep  tile  child  out  of  school  when  the  sta'e 
has  made  such  liberal  provision  for  their  education. 

No  child  of  weak  intelligence,  no  child  of  vicious  or  bad 
habits,  and  no  child  suffering  from  incurable  disease  will 
be  admitted  into  the  school. 


The  Course  of  Study 

The  course  of  •  study  embraces  the  branches  usually 
taught  in  the  elementary  and  grammar  schools,  with  a 
number  of  high  school  studies  subject  to  such  changes  as 
the  peculiar  wants  of  the  deaf  or  blind  child  require.  The 
school  strives  to  keep  abreast  of  the  progressive  spirit  of 
the  age  and  nothing  is  left  out  of  the  course  of  study  that 
will  be  of  benefit  to  the  pupil.. 

Every  deaf  child  is  given  an  opportunity  as  far  as  possible 
to  learn  speech  and  lip-reading.  Every  possible  effort  is 
made  to  encourage  and  promote  speech. 

Those  in  the  department  for  the  deaf  who  desire  a  higher 
education  are  prepared  for  admission  to  Gallaudet  College, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

Industrial  training  is  also  given  in  several  branches,  such 
as  printing,  carpentry,  cabinet-making,  painting,  domestic 
science,  broom-making,  piano-tuning,  rug-weaving,  etc. 


Proper  School  Age 

Parents  should  endeavor  to  enter  their  children  while 
they  are  young.  It  is  advisible  to  enter  a  child  at  six  years 
of  age. 

To  parents  who  are  unable  to  pay,  tuition  and  all  other 
expenses  are  without  charge,  expect  clothing  and  the  first 
traveling  expenses.  Clothing  must  be  provided  by  parents 
or  friends.  The  first  traveling  expenses,  not  paid  by  the  parents, 
are  provided  bv  the  county  commissionrs  of  the  countv  from 
which  the  pupil  comes.  Afterwards  this  expense  is  met  by  the 
by  the  state. 


Location  of  the  School 

The  school  is  located  one  mile  north  of  the  “City  Gates.” 
From  the  rear  of  the  buildings  a  beautiful  view  of  the  ocean 
may  be  obtained. 

With  the  beautiful  location  and  balmy  fresh  air  from  the. 
sea  and  the  pure  artesian  water  from  our  own  well,  the 
health  and  happiness  of  the  children  are  assured.

Objects  of  the  School 

The  stale  in  providing  this  school  for  its  deaf  and  blin  1 
children  acts  with  the  same  motive  that  caused  her  to  estab¬ 
lish  her  public  schools,  that  it«  a  desire  to  fit  these  children 
to  become  good  and  useful  citizens.  It  is  found  more  ex¬ 
pedient  and  more  economical  to  gather  all  her  deaf  and 
blind  children  into  one  place  than  to  establish  separate 
schools  for  them  throughout  the  state. 

It  is  unexcu«al>le  for  any  parent  or  gttnrdian  of  anv  tie  'f 


Letter  day  comes  twice  a  month,  at  which  time  a  letter 
is  _sent  to  each  parent. 

There  is  no  protracted  Christmas  vacation  as  the  term  is 
only  eight  months,  and  parents  are  earnestly  resquested  not 
to  ask  for  their  children  to  visit  home  during  the  session. 

School  always  begins  about  the  middle  of  September 
and  close  about  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  puplis  all 
go  home  for  the  summer  vacation. 

The  government  of  the  school  is  that  of  a  well-regulated 
familv,  and  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  health,  manners, 
comforts  and  habits  of  the  pupils. 

All  letters  and  packages  should  be  sent  in  care  of  the 
president  of  the  school. 

Any  person  sending  the  address  of  a  deaf  or  blind  child 
not  in  school,  will  be  doing  a  real  service  to  a  class  whose 
lives  need  in  a  peculiar  degree  the  blessing  and  light  of  an 
education.

Every  fall,  the  Harmon  Foundation  of  New  York 
City  makes  awards  of  gold  medals  and  cash  prizes 
to  exemplary  blind  folk  throughout  the  country.  This 
fall  there  are  fifty-two  such  prizes  to  go  to  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  schools  for  the  blind  throughout  the  country. 
We  have  nominated  two  of  our  girls  and  two  of  the 
boys  as  contestants  for  these  awards,  and  we  trust 
they  will  come  out  winners.  Those  nominated  were, 
Marg  ie  Vallejo,  Marie  Dean,  Aubrey  Martin,  and 
Major  Anderson.  The  awards  are  given  not  primarily 
for  scholarship,  but  for  various  phases  of  improve¬ 
ment  and  excellence  in  school  life  in  general — per¬ 
sonal  appearance,  posture,  cheerfulness,  co-operation, 
ability  to  move  about,  and  several  other  points.

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THE  MANUAL  TRAINING  DEPARTMENT 
Edmund  F.  Bumann,  Instructor 

At  the  opening  of  school,  we  found  that  our  manual 
training  shop  had  been  moved  to  a  nice  large  room  on 
the  second  floor  of  the  Industrial  Building.  This  room 
was  used  for  a  boys’  dormitory  last  year. 

There  were  two  good  sized  rooms  adjoining  the 
shop.  One  of  these  we  use  for  storing  lumber  and  the 
other  we  use  for  storing  hardware  and  certain  tools. 

Quite  a  number  of  new  tools  have  been  bought  for 
our  shop  such  as  planes,  saws,  clamps,  etc. 

Some  of  our  tool  racks  or  lockers  have  been  put  in 
place  but  the  others  have  not  because  we  are  waiting 
for  some  lumber,  which  was  ordered,  to  complete  the 
hacks  for  them. 

The  work  benches  will  be  fixed  to  the  floor  after 
we  get  our  tool  lockers  placed  in  convenient  places. 
The  tops  of  the  benches  have  been  planed  and  are 
nice  and  smooth  now. 

One  of  our  first  jobs  after  school  opened  was  to 
assemble  the  metal  lockers  for  the  New  Girls’  Dormi¬ 
tory.  There  were  eighty  lockers  and  the  boys  did  a 
nice  job  on  them.  The  base  blocks  for  them  which 
our  boys  made  last  year  were  put  on  10  protect  the 
nice  plastic  tile  floors  in  the  girls’  building. 

The  next  job  that  was  turned  over  to  us  was  the 
making  of  six  tables  for  the  girls  study  hall.  These 
tables  are  to  he  made  of  number  one  yellow  pine. 
These  tables  are  to  have  four  drawers  each  for  books, 
tablets,  etc.  The  tables  are  to  he  8  feet  Tinches  by  3 
feet  4  inches.  We  made  them  this  size  so  we  could 
use  them  in  the  dining  room  if  it  ever  became  neces¬ 
sary. 

A  new  roof  had  to  be  put  on  our  cow  barn.  Our 
president  wanted  the  hoys  to  get  some  practical  ex¬ 
perience  so  the  hoys  in  the  shop  helped  to  re-roof  the 
barn.  First  we  took  off  the  old  paper  roofing  and  re¬ 
moved  the  sheeting  underneath  that  had  decayed. 
After  we  replaced  the  old  sheeting  with  new,  we  start¬ 
ed  to  put  on  the  4  in  1  shingles.  The  boys  had  never 
done  any  of  this  kind  of  work  before  and  seemed 
greatly  interested.  They  were  glad  to  get  the  practical 
experience.  We  hope  to  be  called  out  again  for  other 
practical  repair  jobs. 

All  of  the  hoys  have  been  doing  pretty  good  work. 
L.  E.  Jennings  has  been  doing  fine  work.  He  is  always 
careful  and  accurate  in  his  work.  He  uses  both  his 
head  and  his  hands. 

Leroy  Echols  knows  how  to  make  good  joints.  He 
is  careful  with  his  work.  He  made  the  joints  for  the 
study  hall  tables.  He  will  put  the  lag  bolts  in  later. 

Homer  Drew  does  not  try  to  work  fast  hut  is  sure 
that  he  is  right  before  he  proceeds. 

There  are  four  new  boys  in  the  shop  this  year.  They 
are:  Rogie  Kalal,  Curtis  Hague,  Melvin  Terrel,  and 
Everitt  Johns,  and  they  are  starting  out  well. 


THE  WORK  SHOP  FOR  THE  BLIND 

I  tiOMAS  M.  Gibiis.  Instructor 

I  he  blind  boys  have  as  usual  manifested  the  great¬ 
est  of  interest  in  the  industrial  training  courses  gi\.  n 
in  our  school,  t  may  state  here  that  so  far  as  I  know 
the  interest  has  never  lagged.  It  is  evident  that  lack 
of  interest  is  generally  due  to  the  incapability  of  the 
instructor. 

I  he  hoys  in  the  broom  making  department  are 
doing  splendid  work,  in  lac;  they  have  far  surpa—ed 
the  expectations  of  the  instructor.  When  school  opened 
in  September,  we  had  orders  for  brooms  amounting  to 
approximately  twenty-five  dozen  and  1  fullv  expected 
that  it  would  take  us  till  the  (irst  of  December  to  fill 
these  orders,  hut  this  was  not  true,  for  they  had  been 
filled  by  the  fifth  of  November.  When  you  take  into 
consideration  the  time  that  we  have  to  devote  to  this 
work  you  must  admit  it  is  getting  results.  We  have  on¬ 
ly  six  hours  a  week  to  give  to  this  particular  phase  of 
our  course  of  training.  There  are  certain  boys,  who 
perhaps  deserve  personal  mention  for  their  faithful 
and  competent  work.  These  boys  are  S.  Hitch,  A.  Nas- 
lallah,  P.  Pullara,  A.  Shepherd,  C.  Lamphear  and 
Frank  Singletary. 

The  broom  industry  of  our  school  is  gradual  1\ 
becoming  modern  and  the  idea  that  1  wish  to  convex 
by  that  statement  is  that  we  are  equipping  the  shop 
with  machinery.  Mr.  Brown  has  made  it  possible  for 
us  to  have  a  power  seeder  this  term.  This  seeder  is  a 
wonderful  help  to  the  broom  making  department. 

Art  brush  making  has  become  an  established  line  in 
our  industrial  course.  We  first  put  it  in  to  the  course 
on  an  experimental  basis  and  it  is  now  one  of  the 
leading  features  of  our  vocational  training.  We  are 
going  to  supply  the  leading  Woman's  GxcTianges 
throughout  the  north  and  east  this  winter  with  these 
attractive  brushes.  To  date  we  have  manufactured 
about  two  hundred  whisk  and  seventy-five  hearth 
brushes.  There  are  certain  hoys  doing  splendid  work 
along  this  line  and  they  are  as  follows:  A.  Sheperd, 
C.  Jones,  F.  Singletary,  A.  Crews,  W.  Nasrallah  and 
Hayden  Smith. 

The  small  hoys  are  doing  dandy  work  along  the 
lines  of  door  mat  weaving  and  chair  caning.  They 
have  completed  three  door-mats,  twenty-six  by  thirty- 
six  and  now  are  well  under  wav  on  a  mat.  which  will 
measure  forty  by  sixlv  when  completed.  I  hese  y  oung¬ 
sters  have  made  about  two  dozen  foot  stools  this  au¬ 
tumn,  which  are  very  attractive  as  well  as  useful.  I  he-e 
are  for  sale  in  ease  a  parent  desires  one. 

As  a  whole,  I  wish  to  say  that  all  lines  of  work  are 
advancing  with  colossal  strides  and  beyond  a  doubt 
the  turn  out  for  the  year  will  he  a  record  breaking 
one.

General  Information 

'T’his  is  a  school  supported  by  the  stale  of  Florida  for  cducat- 
A  mg  an  children  within  the  slate  whose  detective  sight  or 
nearing  manes  it  impossible  or  difficult  for  them  to  receive  in¬ 
struction  in  the  public  schools.  To  be  eligible,  a  child  must 
be  too  deal  or  too  blind  to  be  educated  in  tlie  common  schools, 
ol  sound  mind  and  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty  one. 

Any  person  desiring  to  enter  a  pupil  at  the  school  should 
write  the  president  ol  the  school,  stating: 

til  Name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  pupil. 

(2l  Name  and  address  of  parents  or  guardians. 

This  is  a  school,  not  an  asylum,  or  hospital  or  reformatory. 

It  is  strictly  and  solely  a  school.  Its  purpose  is  educational, 
to  give  literary  and  industrial  training  to  deaf  and  blind  child¬ 
ren.  Only  educable  children  of  school  age  will  be  admitted 
and  retained.  Those  attending  school  here  should  not  be  called 
“inmates.”  and  “patients,”  or  subjects  of  charity.  Its  aim  is  to 
so  train  and  teach  its  pupils  that  they  may  be  able  to  take 
their  place  among  the  busy  ranks  of  their  more  fortunate 
brothers  and  lead  useful  and  independent  lives. 


It  is  unexcusjble  for  any  parent  or  guardian  of  any 
healthy  deaf  or  blind  child  to  keep  the  child  out  of  school 
when  the  state  has  made  such  liberal  provision  for  then 
education.  t 

No  child  of  weak  intelligence,  no  child  of  vicious  or  bad 
habits,  and  no  child  suffering  from  incurable  disease  will 
be  admitted  into  the  school. 


Proper  Time  for  Admission 

Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  except  during  vacation.  The 
best  time  to  enter  a  child  is  at  the  opening  of  the  school,  the 
middle  of  September.  The  school  term  is  eight  months  and  it 
is  necessary  to  make  each  day’s  work  count  in  order  that  the 
school  maintain  its  high  standard  of  efficiency.  Each  pupil 
should,  therefore,  be  present  to  begin  work  promptly  at  the 
opening  of  each  session  and  remain  without  interruption  the 
entire  school  term. 


Proper  School  Acf. 

Parents  should  endeavor  to  enter  their  children  while  they 
are  young.  It  is  advisiblc  to  enter  a  child  at  six  years  of  age. 

To  parents  who  are  unable  to  pay,  tuition  and  all  other 
expenses  are  without  charge,  except  clothing  and  the  first 
traveling  expenses.  Clothing  mu«t  lie  provided  by  parents  or 
friends.  The  first  travaling  expenses,  not  paid  by  the  parents, 
are  provided  bv  the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  from 
which  the  pupil  comes.  Afterwards  this  expense  is  met  by  ihe 
state. 

Objects  or  the  School 

The  state  is  providing  this  school  for  its  deaf  and  blind 
children  acts  with  the  same  motive  that  caused  her  to  estab¬ 
lish  her  public  schools,  that  is,  a  desire  to  fit  ihese  children 
to  become  good  and  useful  citizens,  ft  is  found  more  expedient 
and  more  economical  to  gather  all  her  deaf  and  blind  children 
into  one  place  than  to  establish  separate  schools  for  them 
throughout  the  state. 
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The  Course  of  Study 

The  course  of  study  embraces  the  branches  usually  taught 
in  the  elementary  and  grammer  schools,  with  a  number  of 
high  school  studies  subject  to  such  change  as  the  peculiir 
wants  ol  the  deaf  or  blind  child  require.  The  school  strives 
to  keep  abreast  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age  and 
nothing  is  felt  out  the  course  of  study  that  will  be  ol  benefit 
to  the  pupil. 

Every  deal  child  is  given  an  opportunity  as  far  as  possible 
to  learn  speech  and  lip-reading.  Every  possible  effort  is 
made  to  encourage  and  promote  speech. 

Those  in  the  department  for  the  deaf  who  desire  a  higher 
education  are  prepared  for  admission  to  Gallaudet  College, 
Washington,  D.  C.

Location  of  the  School 

The  school  is  located  one  mile  north  of  the  “City  Cates.'’ 
From  tlie  rear  of  the  buildings  a  beautifull  view  of  the  ocean 
may  be  obtained. 

With  the  beautifull  location  and  balmy  fresh  air  from  the 
sea  and  tlie  pure  artesian  water  from  our  own  well,  the 
health  and  happiness  of  the  children  are  assured. 


Miscellaneous 

Letter  day  comes  twice  a  month,  at  which  time  a  letter 
is  sent  to  each  parent. 

There  is  no  protracted  Christmas  vacation  as  the  term  is 
onl>  eight  months,  and  parents  are  earnestly  requested  not 
to  ask  for  their  children  to  visit  home  during  the  session. 

School  always  begins  ubout  the  middle  of  September, 
and  closes  about  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  pupils  all 
go  home  for  the  summer  vacation. 

The  government  of  the  school  is  that  of  a  well-regulated 
family,  und  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  health,  manners, 
comforts  and  habits  of  the  pupils. 

All  letters  and  packages  should  be  sent  in  care  of  the 
president  of  the  school.

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A  TRIP  TO  THE  PRINTING  DEPARTMENT 
Reported  by  Mr.  Parks’  Class 

On  Wednesday,  December  the  5th,  our  class  went 
to  the  printing  office  and  the  instructor,  Mr.  Julius 
Myers,  explained  the  different  machines  in  the  shop. 

When  we  entered  the  shop,  we  found  that  it  was 
a  large  one.  It  was  formerly  the  Carpenter  Shop, 
hut  was  changed  this  year.  The  old  printing  office  was 
very  small  and  crowded,  but  now'  we  have  a  comfort¬ 
able  room.  A  composing  department  is  in  one  corner, 
the  binding  department  in  another  and  the  machines 
occupy  the  other  two  corners. 

There  are  thirteen  boys  in  the  shop  this  year.  The 
old  boys  are  as  follows: — Glenn  Stephens,  Antonio 
Virsida,  Robert  Hoagland,  Dan  Long,  J.  I).  Cumbie, 
Warren  Wilson,  Charles  McNeilly,  Edwin  Bledsoe, 
Malcolm  Webb,  and  Sherwood  Hicks. 

The  new  boys  are: — Raymond  Bess,  Clyde  James 
and  Robert  Polk.  These  three  boys  are  learning  how 
to  set  type,  also  the  different  kinds  of  type,  and  the 
faces  of  the  type  in  the  Composing  Department.  Eve¬ 
ry  month  they  must  clean  the  cases. 

Edwin  Bledsoe,  Malcolm  Webb,  and  Sherwood 
Hicks  are  learning  how  to  set  up  different  kinds  of 
jobs,  such  as  letterheads,  billheads,  etc. 

J.  D.  Cumbie,  and  Dan  Long  are  learning  to  be 
pressmen. 

Charles  McNeilly,  and  Warren  Wilson  are  new 
boys  on  the  linotype  machines  this  year.  Robert 
Hoagland,  Antonio  Virsida,  and  Glenn  Stephens  also 
operate  the  linotype  machines. 

There  is  a  big  improvement  in  the  equipment  over 
last  year. 

This  year  there  are  four  machines,  two  linotypes, 
a  new  number  3  Mehile  Press  and  a  jobber.  The 
jobber  press  is  old,  but  we  keep  it  so  clean,  that 
you  can  hardly  tell  it  from  a  new  one.  The  Mehile 
Press  is  new.  It  is  very  large,  weighing  about  twelve 
tons.  We  find  that  it  is  much  better  than  the  old 
press  of  last  year.  We  take  very  good  care  of  it.  and 
it  should  last  for  a  number  of  years.  The  two  lino¬ 
type  machines  are  the  most  popular.  The  boys  all 
like  to  work  with  them. 

Stock  and  supplies  are  kept  in  a  small  room  ad¬ 
joining  the  printing  office.  Here  is  also  a  sink  sup¬ 
plied  with  both,  hot  and  cold  water. 

We  have  completed  several  jobs  this  year  besides 
getting  out  the  Herald.  They  are  the  year  books, 
1000  receipt  blanks,  500  absence  blanks.  1000  weekly 


deportment  blanks.  500  no-sign-making  blanks,  1000 
letterheads,  1000  envelopes,  and  a  few  other  jobs  for 
tile  school.  Just  at  the  present  time,  we  are  working 
on  the  record  book  which  consists  of  sixteen  pages. 

We  realize  the  value  of  the  printing  trade,  and  we 
feel  that  we  must  do  everything  in  our  power  to  be¬ 
come  good  printers.  Just  think  if  it  were  not  for 
printers  we  would  not  be  able  to  keep  up  with  the 
daily  events  of  life.  All  over  the  world,  people  de¬ 
pend  on  printing.  Printing  today,  is  one  of  the  most 
valuable  trades  that  a  man  can  take  up. 

There  are  changes  made  every  day  in  methods  of 
printing  and  in  order  to  keep  abreast  with  these 
changes,  we  must  specialize  in  the  work  which  will 
be  of  most  benefit  to  us. 

Not  only  are  we  learning  our  trade,  but  also  the 
shop  language.  We  must  know  the  names  of  the 
tools,  so  that  we  can  call  for  what  we  need  on  any 
job  that  we  may  be  required  to  perform. 

THE  SEWING  CLASS 
Reported  by  Mrs.  Blackwell’s  Class 

The  southwest  room  downstairs  in  the  Industrial 
Building  is  the  sewing  room. 

There  are  six  sewing  machines  in  it.  Three  of 
them  are  old  and  are  used  for  new  pupils  who  have 
to  learn  how  to  use  a  sewing  machine. 

There  are  also  three  long  tables,  plenty  of  chairs 
and  a  press  in  which  materials  are  kept. 

Miss  Willie  McLane  is  the  sewing  teacher.  She 
has  been  here  a  long  time.  She  is  a  very  fine  teacher. 

Miss  Willie  has  divided  the  girls  into  three  groups, 
the  older  girls,  the  intermediate  girl-  and  the  younger 
girls. 

They  can  do  a  great  many  kinds  of  stitches.  They 
knowr  how  to  whip,  hem.  hemstitch  by  hand  or  ma¬ 
chine,  fell,  darn,  etc. 

Soon  after  school  opened,  they  marked  the 
clothes,  patched  the  sheets  and  pillow  cases  from 
last  year  and  made  caps  and  aprons  for  the  maids. 
They  made  them  carefulK.  leaving  no  raw  *eams. 
Mr.  Brown  noticed  how  nicel\  these  were  made. 
They  made  also  seventy-five  dish  towels  and  some 
aprons  for  the  cook. 

Every  week  there  is  patching  and  darning  to  do. 

Some  of  the  girls  have  made  dresses  for  themselves. 
Some  have  made  a  patchwork  quilt  for  Mi**  V  illie 
out  of  scraps  from  the  girls'  dresses.  Some  are  om- 
broiding  dresser  scarfs,  vanity  sets  and  other  fancy 
articles.  Some  are  making  Christmas  gifts. 

The  younger  and  intermediate  girls  have  made 
some  doll  clothes  and  doll  bed  clothes. 

After  Christmas,  most  of  the  girls  will  nvikr 
spring  dresses  for  themselves.

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General  Information 

HThis  is  a  school  supported  by  the  state  of  Florida  for 
educaiing  all  children  within  the  state  whose  defective 
sight  or  hearing  makes  it  impossible  or  difficult  for  them 
to  receive  instruction  in  the  public  schools.  To  be  eligible, 
a  child  must  be  too  deaf  or  too  blind  to  be  eduated  in  the 
common  schools,  of  sound  mind  and  between  the  ages  of 
six  and  twenty  one. 

Any  person  desiring  to  enter  a  pupil  at  the  school  should 
write  the  president  of  the  school,  stating: 

( 1 )  Name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  pupil. 

(2)  Name  and  address  of  parents  or  guardians. 

This  is  a  school,  not  an  asylum,  or  hospital  or  reforma 
tory. 

It  is  si r;ct I \  and  solely  a  school.  Its  purpose  is  educa¬ 
tional,  to  give  liberarv  and  industrial  training  to  deaf  and 
blind  children.  Only  educable  children  of  school  age  will 
he  admitted  and  retained.  Those  attending  school  here 
-hould  not  he  called  "inmates,”  and  "patients,”  or  subjects 
of  charity.  Its  aim  is  to  so  train  and  teach  its  pupils  that 
they  may  be  able  to  take  their  place  among  the  busy  ranks 
of  their  more  fortunate  brothers  and  lead  useful  and  inde¬ 
pendent  lives. 


Proper  Time  for  Admission 

Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  except  during  vacation. 
The  best  lime  to  enter  a  chi.d  is  at  the  opening  of  the 
school,  the  middle  of  September.  The  school  term  is  eight 
months  and  it  is  necessary  to  make  each  day’s  work  count 
in  order  that  the  school  maintain  its  high  standard  of  effici¬ 
ency.  Each  pupil  should,  therefore,  be  present  to  begin 
woik  promptly  at  the  opening  of  each  session  and  remain 
without  interruption  the  entire  school  term.. 


Proper  School  Acf. 


It  is  unexcusable  for  any  parent  or  guardian  of  any 
healthy  deaf  or  blind  child  to  keep  the  child  out  of  school 
when  the  state  has  made  such  liberal  provision  for  their 
education. 

No  child  of  weak  intelligence,  no  child  of  vicious  or  bad 
habits,  and  no  child  suffering  lrom  incurable  disease  will  be 
admitted  into  the  school. 


The  Course  of  Study 

The  course  of  study  embraces  the  branches  usually  taught 
in  the  elementary  and  grammar  schools,  with  a  number  of 
high  school  studies  subject  to  such  change  as  the  peculiar 
wains  of  the  deaf  or  blind  child  require.  The  school  strives 
to  keep  abreast  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age  and 
nothing  is  left  out  the  course  of  study  that  will  be  of  benefit 
to  the  pupil. 

Every  deaf  child  is  given  an  opportunity  as  far  as  possible 
to  learn  speech  and  tip-reading.  Every  possible  effort  is 
ina  !e  to  encourage  and  promote  speech. 

Those  in  the  department  for  the  deaf  who  desire  a  higher 
education  are  prepared  for  admission  to  Gallaudet  College, 
Washington,  D.  C.  . 

Industrial  training  is  also  given  in  several  branches,  such 
as  printing,  carpentry,  cabinet-making,  painting,  domestic 
science,  broom-making,  piano-tuning,  rug-weaving,  etc. 


Location  of  the  School 

The  school  is  located  one  mile  north  of  the  “City  Gates.” 
From  the  rear  of  the  buildings  a  beautiful  view  of  the  ocean 
may  be  obtained. 

With  the  beautiful  location  and  balmy  fresh  air  from  the 
sea  and  the  pure  artesian  water  from  our  own  well,  the 
health  and  happiness  of  the  children  are  assured. 


Parents  should  endeavor  to  enter  their  children  while  they 
arc  young.  It  is  advisable  to  enter  a  child  at  six  years  of 
age. 

To  parents  who  arc  unable  to  pay,  tuition  and  all  other 
expenses  are  without  charge,  except  clothing  and  the  first 
traveling  expenses.  Clothing  must  be  provided  by  parents  or 
friends.  The  first  traveling  expenses,  not  paid  by  the 
parents,  are  provided  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  from  which  the  pupil  comes.  Afterwards  this  ex¬ 
pense  is  met  by  the  state. 


Objects  of  the  School 

The  state  is  providing  this  school  for  its  deaf  and  blind 
child. en  acts  with  th  irne  motive  that  caused  her  to  estab¬ 
lish  I  r  public  schools,  that  is,  a  desire  to  fit  these  children 
to  become  good  and  useful  citizens.  It  is  found  more  expe¬ 
dient  and  more  momical  to  gather  all  her  deaf  and  blind 
children  into  one  place  than  to  establish  separate  schools  for 
them  throughout  the  stale. 


Miscellaneous 

Letter  day  comes  twice  a  month,  at  which  time  a  letter 
is  sent  to  each  parent. 

There  is  no  protracted  Christmas  vacation  as  the  term  is 
only  eight  months,  and  parents  are  earnestly  requested  not 
to  ask  for  their  children  to  visit  home  during  the  session. 

School  always  begins  about  the  middle  of  September,  and 
closes  about  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  pupils  all  go 
home  for  the  summer  vacation. 

The  government  of  the  school  is  that  of  a  well-regulated 
family,  and  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  health,  manners, 
comforts,  and  habits  of  the  pupils  . 

All  letters  and  packag-s  should  be  sent  in  care  of  the 
president  of  the  school. 

Any  person  sending  the  address  of  a  deaf  or  blind  child, 
not  in  school,  will  be  doing  a  teal  service  to  a  class  whose 
lives  need  in  a  peculiar  degree  the  blessing  and  light  of  an 
education.

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OUR  TRIP  TO  THE  FIRE  STATION 
By  Mr.  Parks’  Class 

Thursday.  December  30th.  we  the  Sophomore 
class,  and  Mr.  Williams’  class,  went  to  visit  the 
fire  station.  Mr.  Parks  had  the  chief  of  the  firemen 
explain  the  different  things  in  the  station. 

The  fire  station  is  nearly  one  half  as  large  as 
the  bovs’  new  dormitory.  There  are  six  rooms  in  the 
building.  One  of  the  rooms  is  very  large,  it  being 
used  for  the  fire  trucks.  On  the  left  side  of  this  room 
is  a  living  room,  on  the  right  is  a  bed  room  and  an 
office.  The  back  room  is  used  for  materials.  One 
of  the  up-stair  rooms  is  used  for  a  gymnasium.  The 
firemen  have  their  recreation  in  this  gymnasium.  In 
this  room  is  found  a  billard  table,  checker  boards  and 
a  trapeze. 

There  are  fifteen  firemen  in  the  fire  station. 
These  men  change  about  with  each  other,  part  of 
them  working  in  the  day  time,  and  part  at  night. 

There  are  four  fire  trucks  in  the  fire  station. 
Three  of  them  are  small,  and  are  used  only  in  case 
of  emergency.  The  chemical  truck  is  smaller  than 
the  other  trucks,  but  it  is  used  only  for  small  fires.  It 
carries  two  large  tanks  of  chemicals,  besides  a  num¬ 
ber  of  small  fire  extinguishers. 

The  big  truck  is  new  and  very  large.  It  is  used 
for  big  fires,  where  the  buildings  are  high.  It  is  an 
American  La  France  and  cost  nearly  $15,000.  It 
weighs  about  13,000  pounds,  and  it  has  a  rate  of 
speed  of  about  50  miles  an  hour.  It  has  six  cyclin- 
ders,  each  cylinder  carrying  an  extra  spark  plug. 
Some  of  the  articles  carried  on  the  truck  are:  wire- 
cutters,  hose  clamps,  air  pumps,  1,000  feet  of  hose, 
axes,  siren  bells,  smoke  masks,  ladders,  spot  lights, 
hose  straps,  and  fire  extinguishers.  The  firemen 
showed  us  how  they  used  the  different  things  on  the 
truck. 

When  a  fire  breaks  out,  the  fireman  who  is  on 
duty  rings  the  bell.  At  this  signal  the  firemen  dress 
in  the  rubber  suits.  Then  they  rush  to  the  truck  and 
hang  to  the  fire  wagon.  Each  man  has  a  different 
duty.  One  man  rings  the  bell,  another  drives  the 
truck,  while  another  works  with  the  hose. 

\\  hen  the  firemen  go  to  a  fire,  they  are  protected 
in  ease  of  an  accident.  All  the  firemen  wear  steel  and 
leather  helmets.  These  helmets  have  four  ridges  about 
an  inch  high.  These  ridges  are  put  on  the  helmet  in 
case  of  falling  timbers  or  bricks.  If  the  room  is  very 
smoky,  the  firemen  use  smoke  masks.  Each  mask 
containing  enough  oxygen  to  last  twelve  hours. 

Sometimes  a  man  is  over  come  with  smoke,  and 
the  cither  firemen  use  a  pulmotor  on  him  to  force  air 
into  his  lungs. 

We  examined  a  fire  extinguished  and  found  that 
it  was  filled  with  water,  soda,  and  sulphuric  acid. 
The  water  and  soda  were  mixed  together  and  the*  sul¬ 
phuric  ac  id  was  placed  in  a  bottle  in  the  top  of  the 


extinguisher.  When  one  of  the  boys  inverted  the  ex¬ 
tinguisher  the  sulphuric  acid  mixed  with  the  water 
and  soda,  forcing  the  chemicals  out  of  the  rubber 
tube.  We  then  watched  the  firemen  recharge  the  ex¬ 
tinguisher.

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THE  DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  rooms  used  by  the  Domestic  Science  Depart¬ 
ment  are  in  the  Industrial  Building.  There  are  three 
rooms,  the  dining  room,  kitchen  and  pantry  or 
supply  room.  The  dining  room  contains  a  table, 
chairs  and  buffet.  The  kitchen  is  equipped  with  a 
cooking  stove,  two  white  enameled  top  tables,  and 
other  necessary  equipment.  On  the  walls  of  the  kit¬ 
chen  are  cooking  charts  which  have  been  prepared  by 
the  teacher,  Miss  Helen  Jones.  The  pantry  or  sup¬ 
ply  room  is  used  for  food  supplies,  dishes  and  cook¬ 
ing  utensils.  The  kitchen  and  pantry  each  have  a 
nice  while  enamel  sink  and  drain  board. 

There  are  three  groups  of  eight  girls  each  studying 
domestic  science.  Most  of  the  girls  of  two  of  the 
groups  have  been  taking  the  course  for  two  or  three 
school  terms.  The  girls  of  the  other  groups  are 
studying  practical  cooking.  Later,  they  will  take  the 
more  advanced  work,  which  includes  the  study  of 
the  starches,  and  the  preparation  of  cereals,  vegeta¬ 
bles,  pies,  pastry,  biscuits,  soup,  cakes,  etc.  In 
fact,  when  the  girls  complete  the  course  they  should 
be  able  to  prepare  a  well  balanced  meal,  properly 
cooked. 

The  work  that  is  being  done  by  Miss  Jones  with 
her  classes  is  indeed  quite  interesting.  It  requires 
considerable  patience  for  one  to  teach  this  course  in 
the  way  it  should  be  taught.  However,  the  pupils 
seem  to  like  it  and  give  close  attention  to  all  details, 
which  makes  the  work  quite  interesting  for  all  con¬ 
cerned. — Bessie  Henderson. 


THE  GENERAL  FOREMAN  AND  HIS  ASSISTANTS 
Reported  by  Mr.  Williams’  Class 

Mr.  Eugene  Hogle  holds  a  position  of  General 
Foreman  at  this  institution.  His  two  assistants  are  Gor¬ 
ham  Wright  and  Mr.  Sizemore  who  assist  him  with  his 
numerous  duties.  In  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
this  position  one  must  be  a  “Jack-of-all-trades.”  Mr. 
Hogle  meets  these  requirements  very  well,  but  his  as¬ 
sistants  need  more  training  before  they  can  be  awarded 
a  degree. 

When  school  opens  in  September,  Mr.  Hogle  and 
his  assistants  have  the  buildings  in  good  repair  and  the 
grounds  clean  and  attractive.  Usually,  much  of  their 
time  during  the  summer  is  spent  in  working  on  the 
heating  system.  Last  summer  they  installed  a  large, 
new  printing-press  and  moved  the  printing  equip¬ 
ments  into  larger  quarters.  As  there  are  always 
changes  to  be  made  in  the  school-rooms,  much  time 
is  given  to  the  inside  work,  as  many  wall-slates  need 
painting,  floors  need  varnishing;  and  walls  need 
painting. 

During  the  months  that  school  is  in  session,  Mr. 


Hogle  and  his  assistants  receive  S.  O.  S.  calls  almost 
constantly.  The  electric  lightning  system,  leaky  ra¬ 
diators,  laundry  machinery,  door-locks,  and  num¬ 
erous  other  things  get  out  of  order  and  require  the 
attention  of  a  handy  man.  Then  at  Christmas  the 
General  Foreman  is  asked  to  go  to  the  country  and 
get  a  good  supply  of  Christmas  trees.  Sometimes 
he  must  act  as  Santa  Claus.  His  tasks  are  never  end¬ 
ed. 


OUR  TRIP  TO  THE  BAKERY 
Reported  by  Mr.  Parks’  Class 

Monday,  January  7th,  1929  our  Sophomore 
class  went  to  the  bakery  where  Khaleel  Kalal  in¬ 
troduced  to  us  some  of  the  things  in  the  bakery  for 
the  instructor,  Mr.  Manuel  Perez. 

The  bakery  was  organized  last  year.  It  is  very 
pretty. 

The  room  in  which  the  bakery  is  located,  is 
about  ten  square  yards  in  area.  The  walls  are  made 
of  tiles  and  plaster.  The  color  of  the  tiles  is  green 
and  the  plaster  is  light  green.  The  floor  is  red  and 
is  made  of  tiles,  too.  There  are  one  door,  three 
windows,  and  five  lights,  three  large  and  two  small. 

An  oven  is  in  the  southeastern  corner  of  the  room. 
A  cabinet  is  to  the  left  beside  the  oven. 

Another  cabinet  is  on  the  wall  in  the  north¬ 
western  corner  of  the  room.  The  tables  are  in  front 
of  the  windows.  The  cake  and  bread  mixing  ma¬ 
chines  is  in  the  southwestern  corner  of  the  room. 

A  large  sink  is  in  the  north  eastern  corner  of 
the  room.  It  is  supplied  with  hot  and  cold  water. 

Some  of  the  different  kinds  of  tools  in  the  bakery 
shop  are  mixing  machine,  1  large  20  gallon  bowl, 
1  aluminum  rubbing  whip  for  this  large  bowl.  1 
dough  arm  for  the  bowl,  1  special  whip  for  the  bowl. 
1  large  peel,  1  work  bench  with  bin,  and  a  portable 
oven. 

Some  of  the  things  that  are  kept  in  the  shelves 
are:  ginger,  nutmeg,  ammonia,  soda,  corn  starch, 
salt,  sugar  and  molasses. 

A  proving  box  is  used  for  bread,  rolls  and 
cookies. 

Every  morning  Mr.  Perez  makes  seventy-five 
loaves  of  bread.  Every  Monday  and  Wednesday  af¬ 
ternoon  we  make  over  five  hundred  rolls  and  every 
Friday  afternoon  we  make  cookies. 

I  hope  that  next  year  we  shall  be  able  to  have  a 
large  shop.

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General  Information 

rPhis  is  a  school  supported  by  the  state  of  Florida  for 
educating  all  children  within  the  state  whose  defective 
sight  or  hearing  makes  it  impossible  or  difficult  for  them 
to  receive  instruction  in  the  public  schools.  To  be  eligible, 
a  child  must  he  too  deaf  or  too  blind  to  be  eduated  in  the 
common  schools,  of  sound  mind  and  between  the  ages  of 
six  and  twenty  one. 

Any  person  desiring  to  enter  a  pupil  at  the  school  should 
write  the  president  of  the  school,  stating: 

(1)  Name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  pupil. 

(2)  Name  and  address  of  parents  or  guardians. 

This  is  a  school,  not  an  asylum,  or  hospital  or  reforma 
tory. 

It  is  strictly  and  solely  a  school.  Its  purpose  is  educa- 
tiona',  to  give  libcrary  and  industrial  training  to  deaf  and 
blind  children.  Only  educable  children  of  school  age  will 
be  admitted  and  retained.  Those  attending  school  here 
shoo'd  not  he  called  “inmates,”  and  “patients,”  or  subjects 
of  chaiity.  Its  aim  is  to  so  train  and  teach  its  pupils  that 
tl  *  y  may  be  able  to  take  their  place  among  the  busy  ranks 
o  tii  - ir  more  fortunate  brothers  and  lead  useful  and  inde¬ 
pendent  lives. 


Proper  Time  for  Admission 

Pupils  arc  received  at  any  time  except  during  vacation. 
The  best  time  to  enter  a  child  is  at  the  opening  of  the 
si  .  the  middle  of  September.  The  school  term  is  eight 
months  and  it  is  necessary  to  make  each  day’s  work  count 
in  oider  that  the  school  maintain  its  high  standard  of  effici¬ 
ency.  Each  pupil  should,  therefore,  be  present  to  begin 
w  k  promptl)  at  the  opening  of  each  session  and  remain 
without  interruption  the  entire  school  term.. 


Proper  School  Ace 

Parents  should  endeavor  to  enter  their  children  while  they 
are  young.  It  is  advisable  to  enter  a  child  at  six  years  of 
age. 

To  parents  who  arc  unable  to  pay,  tuition  and  all  other 
expet  -es  are  without  charge,  except  clothing  and  the  first 
traveling  expenses.  Clothing  must  be  provided  by  parents  or 
friends.  The  first  traveling  expenses,  not  paid  by  the 
parents,  arc  provided  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  from  which  the  pupil  comes.  Afterwards  this  ex¬ 
pense  is  met  by  the  stute. 


Objects  of  the  School 

The  state  is  providing  this  school  for  its  deaf  and  blind 
children  acts  with  the  same  motive  that  caused  her  to  estab- 
li-!i  her  public  schools,  that  is.  a  desire  to  fit  these  children 
to  become  good  and  useful  citizens.  It  is  found  more  expa- 
dienl  and  more  economical  to  gather  all  her  deaf  and  blind 
children  into  one  place  than  to  establish  separate  schools  for 
them  throughout  the  state. 


It  is  unexcusable  for  any  parent  or  guardian  of  any 
healthy  deaf  or  blind  child  to  keep  the  child  out  of  school 
when  the  state  has  made  such  liberal  provision  for  their 
education. 

No  child  of  weak  intelligence,  no  child  of  vicious  or  bail 
habits,  and  no  child  suffering  from  incurable  disease  will  be 
admitted  into  the  school. 


The  Course  of  Study 

The  course  of  study  embraces  the  branches  usually  taught 
in  t he  elementary  and  grammar  schools,  with  a  number  of 
high  school  studies  subject  to  such  change  as  the  peculiar 
wants  of  the  deaf  or  blind  child  require.  The  school  strives 
to  keep  abreast  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age  and 
nothing  is  left  out  the  course  of  study  that  will  be  of  benefit 
to  the  pupil. 

Every  deaf  child  is  given  an  opportunity  as  far  as  possible 
to  lea.n  speech  and  lip-reading.  Every  possible  effort  is 
made  to  encourage  and  promote  speech. 

Those  in  the  department  for  the  deaf  who  desire  a  higher 
education  are  prepared  for  admission  to  Gallaudet  College, 
Washington,  D.  C.  . 

Industrial  training  is  also  given  in  several  branches,  such 
as  printing,  carpentry,  cabinet-making,  painting,  domestic 
science,  broom-making,  piano-tuning,  rug-weaving,  etc. 


Location  of  the  School 

The  school  is  located  one  mile  north  of  the  “City  Gates.” 
From  the  rear  of  the  buildings  a  beautiful  view  of  the  ocean 
may  he  obtained. 

With  the  beautiful  location  and  balmy  fresh  air  from  the 
sea  and  the  pure  artesian  water  from  our  own  well,  the 
health  and  happiness  of  the  children  are  assured. 


Miscellaneous 

Letter  day  comes  twice  a  month,  at  which  time  a  letter 
is  sent  to  each  parent. 

There  is  no  protracted  Christmas  vacation  as  the  term  is 
only  eight  months,  and  parents  are  earnestly  requested  not 
to  ask  for  their  children  to  visit  home  during  the  session. 

School  always  begins  about  the  middle  of  September,  and 
closes  about  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  pupils  all  go 
home  for  the  summer  vacation. 

The  government  of  the  school  is  that  of  a  well-regulated 
family,  and  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  health,  manners, 
comforts,  and  habits  of  the  pupils  . 

All  letters  and  packages  should  he  sent  in  care  of  the 
president  of  the  school. 

Any  person  sending  tin-  address  of  a  deaf  or  blind  child, 
not  in  school,  will  be  doing  a  real  service  to  a  class  whose 
lives  need  in  a  peculiar  degree  the  blessing  and  light  of  ar. 
education.

ABRAHAM  LINCOLN

Abraham  Lincoln  was  born  in  a  log  cabin  in 
Hardin  County,  Kentucky,  February  12,  1809.  His 
father,  Thomas  Lincoln,  worked  as  a  carpenter,  hut 
was  thriftless.  The  father  married  Nancy  Hanks. 
She  was  a  woman  of  noble  character.  She  knew  how 
to  read  and  write,  and  she  taught  her  husband  how 
to  write  his  name.  In  1816  the  Lincolns  moved  to 
Indiana.  There  they  built  a  a  log  cabin.  A  short 
time  later  Mrs.  Lincoln  died,  when  Abraham  Lincoln 
was  8  years  old.  Abraham  was  very  much  grie\  ed 
over  his  mother’s  death.  His  father  married  again. 

Abraham  was  loyal,  courteous  and  helpful  to  his 
stepmother.  She  taught  him  how  to  read  and  write.

One  autumn,  he  tied  his 
extra  shirts  and  home-knit  socks  in  a  big  cotton  hand¬ 
kerchief,  and  turned  his  face  toward  the  nearest  settle¬ 
ment,  New  Salem,  to  began  life  as  a  man.

WHAT  THE  BLIND  BOYS  ARE  DOING  IN  THE 
INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT 

A  mop  is  seemingly  such  a  useful  article  and  that 
statement  reminds  me  that  just  recently  one  of  the 
hoys  in  this  department  remarked.  “I  wonder  what 
people  did  before  the  cotton  mop  was  invented?  The 
question  was  partially  answered  by  another  voung 
fellow,  who  said.  “My  mamma  used  to  use  a  pair  of 
papa’s  old  worn-out  trousers  to  scrub  the  floor.'  We 
have  turned  out  this  term  quite  a  few  small  dish  mops, 
scrubbing  mops  and  dry  floor  mops.  W  e  do  not  manu¬ 
facture  mops  commerieally. 

The  boys  in  the  art  brush  making  department  are 
kept  quite  busy  trying  to  supply  the  demand.  It  seems 
almost  impossible  to  furnish  our  customers  with  these 
novel  brushes.  This  department  has  grown  from  a 
small  experimental  whim  to  a  flourishing  business.  1 
wish  that  I  had  the  time  and  space  to  go  into  a  detail¬ 
ed  description  of  this  vocation.  The  progress  and 
growth  of  this  department  has  been  decidedly  notice¬ 
able  during  the  past  two  years. 

1  have  just  recently  come  into  a  possession  of  valu¬ 
able  information  relative  to  a  new  and  lucrative  trade 
for  our  blind  boys.  I  am  always  on  the  lookout  for  a 
vocation  by  which,  some  blind  boy  might  make  a  re¬ 
spectable  living.  The  Junior  House  Broom,  which  i- 
constructed  entirely  bv  hand,  is  now  receiving  in\ 
close  attention.  This  broom  is  made  of  Mexican  Fi¬ 
bre,  which  is  held  securely  in  a  board  block  by  strong, 
brass  wire.  The  hard  wood  handle  is  threaded  into

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OUR  TRIP  TO  THE  PRINTING  OFFICE 
Reported  by  Mr.  Parks’  Class 

On  January  28,  1929  we,  the  Sophomore  class, 
visited  the  printing  shop  to  find  out  just  what  work 
had  been  covered  since  our  last  trip  there  in  December. 

We  found  these  boys  working  at  the  different  ma¬ 
chines:  Robert  Hoagland,  Antonio  Virsida,  and 
Warren  Wilson  are  working  at  the  linotype  machines 
for  the  February  Herald.  The  boys  rotate  on  the 
different  machines  in  order  that  they  may  learn  how 
to  work  on  all  of  them. 

Glenn  Stephens,  Antonio  Virsida,  Charles  Mc- 
Neillv  and  Dan  Long  made  up  the  three  colors  for  the 
December  Herald.  The  star  block  was  made  by  Mr. 
Bumann,  instructor  in  the  carpenter  shop. 

Charles  McNeilly,  Dan  Long  and  Warren  Wilson 
have  been  working  on  the  front  page  of  the  Herald. 
Some  of  the  printers  made  a  design  of  a  diamond  for 
the  inside  cover  of  the  January  Herald. 

Each  month  Mr.  Brown  writes  the  motto  for  the 
Herald. 

We  always  try  to  make  the  designs  attractive. 

The  cover  for  this  month’s  number  is  printed  in 
the  national  colors,  in  honor  of  George  Washington 
and  Abraham  Lincoln. 

We  have  nearly  completed  setting  the  type  for  the 
Biennial  Report.  We  hope  to  make  it  as  nice  as  pos¬ 
sible. 

Mr.  Brown  will  have  a  man  here  to  help  our 
instructor,  Mr.  J  ulius  M  vers,  on  the  Biennial  Report. 
He  will  teach  our  boys  how  to  do  the  embossing  on 
the  cover. 

The  boys  in  the  printing  shop  have  been  very  busy 
since  December  as  is  shown  by  the  following  work 
that  has  just  been  completed.:  50  sample  cards  of 
supplementary  list  of  library  braille  books,  85  copies 
of  the  school  record  book.  3000-6x9  letter  heads  for 
letter  day  writing,  2000-6%  envelopes  for  letter  day 
writing  and  other  school  purposes,  300  pads,  1  color- 
job  on  the  January  cover  of  the  Herald,  500  mailing 
envelopes  for  the  Herald,  and  several  other  jobs  for 
the  school. 

Mr.  Myers,  the  printing  instructor  gave  some 
small  advertising  jobs  to  the  boys.  They  used  their 
own  designs  and  ideas.  This  work  was  given  to  the 
boys  to  test  their  improvement.  Many  of  the  hoys 
received  high  grades,  showing  that  they  are  anxious 
to  know  more  about  printing.

Re¬ 
ha  and  Ethel  fried  them  in  hot  lard,  then  Velma  and 
Lois  dredged  the  doughnuts  in  sugar.  Miss  Jones 
then  gave  them  the  magic  touch  to  add  sweetness,  and 
then  asked  us  to  sample  them.  Without  question, 
they  were  the  best  we  had  ever  eaten ! 

Miss  Jones’  Doughnut  Receipt: 

1  egg  V2  Ts  salt 

1  cup  sugar  4  Ts  Baking  powder 

1  cup  milk  %  Ts  Nutmeg 

4%  cup  flour 

Beat  egg  well;  add  sugar  and  milk.  Shift  salt, 
to  mixture.  Mix  well.  Turn  out  on  well-floured 
board.  Knead  lightly.  Roll  to  one  quarter  inch 
thickness.  Cut  with  doughnut  cutter  and  fry  in  deep 
hot  fat.  Drain  on  brown  paper.  Dredge  in  sugar. —

I  may 
say  that  the  secret  is  a  great  increase  in  speed.  We 
have  experienced  no  difficulty  in  the  marketing  of  our 
brooms.  We  do  not  sell  a  reputation  either,  but 
rather  a  durable,  substantial  broom  that  gives  service.

TRIP  TO  JACKSONVILLE

Our  basket  ball  team  went  to  Jacksonville  to  play 
against  the  Young  Men’s  Hebrew  Association  team  on 
January  23rd.

It  was  a 
very  close  game,  Cohen’s  finally  winning  32  to  25. 
We  returned  home  after  the  game,  all  of  us  having 
had  a  good  time.  The  St.  Augustine  Record  had  the 
following  to  say  about  the  game: 

“It  was  a  fast,  vastly  superior  team  from  the  State 
School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind  that  met  the  Jack¬ 
sonville  Hebrew  Society  quintet  in  Jacksonville  last 
night  and  wrenched  a  38  to  24  victory  from  the  Cate 
City  outfit  in  its  first  game  with  them. 

Although  Virsida  was  high  point  man  not  only 
for  his  D.  &  B.  team  mates  but  also  for  the  game  and 
played  a  very  flashy  type  of  ball,  Kalal  and  Hoag¬ 


land,  defense  players  played  what  can  oni\  be  (  hos¬ 
ed  as  an  exceptionally  brillant  game  under  their  own 
goal.  Time  and  time  again  these  two  broke  up  deter¬ 
mined  Hebrew  drives  and  spoiled  scoring  drives  that 
appeared  almost  certain  to  tally.  The  D.  &  B.  team 
shows  effects  of  ha\  ing  been  under  the  able  instruc¬ 
tion  of  Coach  Parks  and  will  acquit  itself  with  credit 
before  the  season  is  over. 

The  second  game  ol  the  season  was  played  against 
the  St.  Phantoms.  We  quote  again  from  the  St. 
Augustine  Record : 

“Because  the  Hastily  little  St.  Joe  Phantoms  showed 
a  tendency  to  play  individual  basketball  rather  than 
to  rely  upon  a  passing  team  attack,  the  D.  &  B.  Rough- 
riders  marched  through  them  Friday  night  to  the 
tune  of  28  to  14  at  the  Cathedral  Lyceum.

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ou  R  friends  at  the  Missouri  School  for  the  Deaf  are 
rejoicing  over  the  completion  of  a  new  and  up- 
to  date  Industrial  building.  The  school  today  that  is 
not  going  forward  with  a  well  planned  industrial 
teaching  program  will  soon  find  itself  insufficient  in 
its  efforts  to  prepare  its  students  to  cope  successfully 
with  the  problem  of  gaining  a  livelihood.  Everyone 
in  the  profession  has  been  brought  to  realize  that  it  is 
useless  to  try  to  teach  a  trade  without  the  use  of  up-to 
date  machinery.  Our  schools  have  been  crticized  for 
not  turning  out  more  skilled  workmen  in  the  various 
trades.  The  lack  of  skill  is  partly  due  to  the  limited 
number  of  hours  spent  in  the  shops,  and  in  other 
cases  the  apparent  lack  of  skill  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  pupils  were  not  taught  how  to  operate  modern  ma¬ 
chinery.  Both  of  these  causes  can  be  corrected  and 
are  being  corrected  by  nearly  every  school  in  the 
country  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  workmen  turned  out 
from  our  schools  may  gain  the  confidence  of  the  em¬ 
ploying  public  and  thereby  assist  in  overcoming  the 
present  difficulty.  T  here  are  many  capable  deaf  work¬ 
men  who  are  handicapped  for  the  want  of  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  show  what  they  can  really  do. 

We  had  the  good  fortune  last  summer  to  see  the 
plans  of  the  new  industrial  building  at  the  Missouri 
School  and  they  seemed  complete  in  every  detail. 

Superintendent  Day  and  his  school  are  to  lie  con¬ 
gratulated.

Williamsburg,  he  stopped  to  have  dinner  with  a 
friend.  There  he  met  Martha  Custis,  a  charming 
young  widow.  Not  long  after,  he  and  Mrs.  Custis 
were  married. 

Washington  was  such  a  fine  soldier  in  the  French 
and  Indian  War  that  he  was  made  commander-in-chief 
of  the  American  Armies  during  the  Revolutionary 
War.  He  was  a  wonderful  leader.  He  led  our  troops 
to  victory. 

After  the  war  he  became  the  first  President  of  the 
United  States.  He  served  for  eight  years,  after  which 
he  went  to  Mount  Vernon  to  enjoy  a  quiet  life  with 
his  family. 

People  loved  him  and  honored  him  everywhere. 
He  was  called  “Father  of  his  Country.”  He  was 
“First  in  war,  first  in  peace,  and  first  in  the  hearts 
of  his  countrymen." 

One  day  while  he  was  riding  over  his  plantation, 
he  caught  a  very  bad  cold,  and  soon  died.  He  died 
at  the  age  of  sixty-seven. 

People  in  America  and  Europe  were  grieved, 
when  they  heard  of  his  death. 

Boys  and  girls  of  America  likes  to  read  stories 
of  George  Washington’s  life.  He  was  always  honest, 
truthful,  and  loyal  to  his  country.

boys,  a  company  of  volunteers  in  the  Black  Hawk 
War. 

He  worked  as  a  clerk  in  a  store  and  sometimes 
he  acted  as  village  postmaster.  Later,  he  became 
interested  in  law.  He  went  to  Springfield,  to  the 
capital  of  the  state,  and  studied  law.  Later  he  be¬ 
came  a  lawyer  and  an  orator. 

In  1846,  he  was  elected  to  Congress.  There  he 
made  several  speeches  about  slavery. 

In  1858  his  fame  became  national  through  his 
contests  with  Stephen  Douglas  for  the  U.  S.  senator- 
ship,  in  the  course  of  which  occurred  the  famous 
Lincoln-Douglas  series  of  debates. 

In  1860  the  Republican  National  Convention  at 
Chicago  nominated  Lincoln  for  President  with  Han¬ 
nibal  Hamlin  of  Maine  as  Vice-President.  Lincoln 
was  elected.  On  March  4,  1861,  Lincoln  took  the 
oath  of  office. 

During  the  period  that  he  was  President  of  the 
U.  S.  the  Civil  War  broke  out  between  the  North 
and  the  South.  The  Northern  Army  won,  and 
General  Robert  E.  Lee  of  the  Southern  Army  sur¬ 
rendered  to  General  U.  S.  Grant  of  the  Northern 
Army.  The  slaves  in  the  U.  S.  were  freed. 

On  the  evening  of  April  14,  1865  Lincoln  and 
his  family  were  at  Ford’s  Theatre  in  Washington, 
attending  a  show.  All  at  once  Lincoln  was  shot  by 
John  Wilkes  Booth,  an  actor.  He  died  the  next 
morning.  He  was  56  years  old. 

Lincoln  is  to  be  remembered  as  a  great  leader  of 


men.  His  connection  with  the  slavery  question, 
which  came  up  while  he  was  President,  made  him 
all  the  more  popular.  He  was  a  man  who  has  been 
selected  as  an  ideal  for  many  boys.  His  honesty, 
affection,  and  loyalty  has  gained  him  a  permanent 
place  in  the  minds  of  all  true  Americans. 

GENERAL  ROBERT  EDWARD  LEE 
By  the  Seventh  Grade 

Perhaps  no  man  ever  lived  whom  the  South  loved 
as  dearly  as  they  did  General  Robert  E.  Lee.  The 
southern  peop'ie  have  never  forgotten  the  hardships 
that  this  man  bore  for  tbeir  sakes,  and  his  birthday  is 
a  holiday  in  ten  of  the  southern  states. 

Robert  E.  Lee  was  born  in  Westmoreland  County, 
Virginia  on  January  19,  1807.  He  was  descended  from 
fine  old  Cavalier  families. 

He  went  to  school  at  Alexandria,  Virginia  and 
later  to  West  Point  Miilitary  Academy.  He  was  al¬ 
ways  an  honor  student  at  school.  He  graduated  from 
West  Point  second  in  his  class.  1  hen  he  became  an 
officer  in  the  army. 

Two  years  after  he  finished  school  he  married  Mary 
Parks  Custis,  the  great-granddaughter  of  Mrs.  George 
Washington. 

He  fought  with  honors  in  the  Mexican  War,  after 
which  he  became  superintendent  of  West  Point  Mili¬ 
tary  Academy  for  three  years. 

When  the  Civil  War  broke  out,  Lee  was  offered 
the  command  of  the  northern  army,  which  was  a  great 
honor.  He  refused  it  beceause  he  said  that  he  could 
not  fight  against  his  native  state,  or  raise  a  hand 
against  his  relatives,  his  children  and  his  home. 

He  became  the  commander  of  the  southern  army 
and  was  a  very  fine  general.  He  was  able  to  win  many 
victories,  but  after  four  years  his  army  had  to  sur¬ 
render  because  there  were  so  few  men  to  fight  and 
provisions  were  very  scarce.  He  told  his  soldiers 
that  he  had  done  his  best  for  them.  All  of  his  men 
loved  him  and  many  of  them  wept  when  he  told  them 
good-bye. 

After  the  war  Lee  became  president  of  Washington 
College  at  Lexington,  Virginia.  He  was  loved  by  all 
of  the  students. 

He  had  wealth,  good  birth,  a  good  education,  a 
wonderful  mind,  courtly  manners,  a  fine  physique,  a 
handsome  face,  a  happy  disposition,  and  a  noble 
character.  He  was  kind  and  gentle.  Everyone  who 
knew  him  loved  him. 

He  died  on  October  12,  1870  and  was  buried  in 
the  coliege  chapel  at  Lexington. 

The  name  of  the  college  was  changed  to  Washing¬ 
ton  and  Lee  University. 

Although  Lee  is  no  longer  with  us,  his  memory 
lives  in  our  hearts.

Is  not  to  die.” 
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General  Information 

nPhis  is  a  school  supported  by  the  state  of  Florida  for 
educating  all  children  within  the  state  whose  defective 
sight  or  hearing  makes  it  impossible  or  difficult  for  them 
to  receive  instruction  in  the  public  schools.  To  be  eligible, 
a  child  must  be  too  deaf  or  too  blind  to  be  eduated  in  the 
common  schools,  of  sound  mind  and  between  the  ages  of 
six  and  twenty  one. 

Any  person  desiring  to  enter  a  pupil  at  the  school  should 
write  the  president  of  the  school,  staling: 

(1)  Name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  pupil. 

(2 1  Name  and  address  of  parents  or  guardians. 

This  is  a  school,  not  an  asylum,  or  hospital  or  reforma 
tory. 

It  is  strictly  and  solely  a  school.  Its  purpose  is  educa¬ 
tional,  to  give  liherary  and  industrial  training  to  deaf  and 
blind  children.  Only  educable  children  of  school  age  will 
be  admitted  and  retained.  Those  attending  school  here 
should  not  be  called  “inmates,”  and  “patients,”  or  subjects 
of  charity.  Its  aim  is  to  so  train  and  teach  its  pupils  that 
they  may  be  able  to  take  their  place  among  the  busy  ranks 
of  their  more  fortunate  brothers  and  lead  useful  and  inde¬ 
pendent  lives. 


Proper  Time  for  Admission 

Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  except  during  vacation. 
The  best  time  to  enter  a  child  is  at  the  opening  of  the 
school,  the  middle  of  September.  The  school  term  is  eight 
months  and  it  is  necessary  to  make  each  day’s  work  count 
in  order  that  the  school  maintain  its  high  standard  of  effici¬ 
ency.  Each  pupil  should,  therefore,  be  present  to  begin 
work  promptly  at  the  opening  of  each  session  and  remain 
without  interruption  the  entire  school  term.. 


Proper  School  Agf. 

Parents  should  endeavor  to  enter  their  children  while  they 
are  young.  It  is  advisable  to  enter  a  child  at  six  years  of 
age. 

To  parents  who  are  unable. to  pay,  tuition  and  all  other 
expenses  are  without  charge,  except  clothing  and  the  first 
traveling  expenses.  Clothing  must  be  provided  by  parents  or 
friends.  The  first  traveling  expenses,  not  paid  by  the 
parents,  are  provided  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  from  which  the  pupil  comes.  Afterwards  this  ex¬ 
pense  is  met  by  the  state. 


Objects  of  the  School 

The  state  is  providing  this  school  for  its  deaf  and  blind 
children  arts  with  the  same  motive  that  caused  her  to  estab¬ 
lish  her  public  schools,  that  is.  a  desire  to  fit  these  children 
to  become  good  and  useful  citizens.  It  is  found  more  expe¬ 
dient  and  more  economical  to  gather  all  her  deaf  and  blind 
children  into  one  place  than  In  establish  separate  sehools  for 
them  throughout  the  state. 


It  is  unexcusable  lor  any  parent  or  guardian  of  any 
healthy  deaf  or  blind  child  to  keep  the  child  out  of  school 
when  the  state  has  made  such  liberal  provision  for  their 
education. 

No  child  of  weak  intelligence,  no  child  of  vicious  or  bad 
habits,  and  no  child  suffering  from  incurable  disease  will  be 
admitted  into  the  school. 


The  Course  of  Study 

The  course  of  study  embraces  the  branches  usually  taught 
in  the  elementary  and  grammar  schools,  with  a  number  of 
high  school  studies  subject  to  such  change  as  the  peculiar 
wants  of  the  deaf  or  blind  child  require.  The  school  strives 
to  keep  abreast  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age  and 
nothing  is  left  out  the  course  of  study  that  will  be  of  benefit 
to  the  pupil. 

Every  deaf  child  is  given  an  opportunity  as  far  as  possible 
to  lea  n  speech  and  lip-reading.  Every  possible  effort  is 
made  to  encourage  and  promote  9peech. 

Those  in  the  department  for  the  deaf  who  desire  a  higher 
education  are  prepared  for  admission  to  Gallaudet  College, 
Washington.  D.  C.  . 

Industrial  training  is  also  given  in  several  branches,  such 
as  printing  carpentry,  cabinet-making,  painting,  domestic 
science,  broom-making,  piano-tuning,  rug-weaving,  etc. 

Location  of  thf.  School 

The  school  is  located  one  mile  north  of  the  “City  Gates.” 
From  the  rear  of  the  buildings  a  beautiful  view  of  the  ocean 
may  he  obtained. 

With  the  beautiful  location  and  balmy  fresh  air  from  the 
sea  and  the  pure  artesian  water  from  our  own  well,  the 
health  and  happiness  of  the  children  are  assured. 


Miscellaneous 

Letter  day  comes  twice  a  month,  at  which  time  a  letter 
is  sent  to  each  parent. 

There  is  no  protracted  Christmas  vacation  as  the  term  is 
only  eight  months,  and  parents  are  earnestly  requested  not 
to  ask  for  their  children  to  visit  home  during  the  session. 

School  always  begins  about  the  midd'e  of  September,  and 
closes  about  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  pupils  all  go 
home  for  the  summer  vacation. 

The  government  of  the  school  i9  that  of  a  well-regulated 
family,  and  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  health,  manners, 
comforts,  and  habits  of  the  pupils  . 

All  letters  and  packages  should  be  sent  in  care  of  the 
president  of  the  school. 

Any  person  sending  the  address  of  a  deaf  or  blind  child, 
not  in  school,  will  he  doing  a  real  service  to  a  class  whose 
lives  need  in  a  peculiar  degree  the  blessing  and  light  of  nr.

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OUR  TRIP  TO  ATLANTA 

On  February  14th,  our  team  journeyed  to  Atlanta 
to  play  in  a  basketball  tournament  with  seven  other 
southern  teams  from  Schools  for  the  Deaf.  The  Ar¬ 
kansas  team  had  won  the  last  two  years. 

Thursday  morning  at  6:30  A.  M.  our  team  left 
St.  Augustine  for  Atlanta  with  Mr.  Brown  and  Mr. 
Parks,  our  coach.  We  journeyed  in  the  Jordan  and 
Mrs.  Brown’s  Chrysler.  We  went  through  Jackson¬ 
ville,  when  there  was  a  great  fog  from  the  St.  Johns 
River.  The  road  is  smooth  from  Jacksonville  to  At¬ 
lanta  except  for  about  15  miles  of  poor  road  between 
Valdosta  and  Macon.  It  is  about  425  miles  from 
St.  Augustine  to  Atlanta. 

That  afternoon  we  arrived  at  Atlanta  at  5:30  P.  M. 
We  stayed  at  the  Robert  Fulton  Hotel  which  is  very 
beautiful.  It  is  better  than  the  hotel  in  which  we 
were  last  year.  The  teams  from  the  other  states  did 
not  come  until  Friday  morning. 

I  riday  afternoon  at  2:30  P.  M.  our  team  went 
to  the  Atlanta  Athletic  court  to  practice.  The  court 
resembles  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  court  in  St.  Augustine 
and  it  was  a  better  court  than  the  one  we  played  on 
last  year. 

That  night  the  game  was  called  at  6  o’clock. 
There  was  a  great  crowd  of  people  to  see  the  game 
between  Florida  and  Arkansas.  Our  team  played  the 
first  game  against  the  Arkansas  Champion  team.  We 
fought  a  hard  game.  We  lost  by  a  score  of  19  to  13. 
Then  other  games  followed.  Alabama  beat  Georgia 
21  to  9;  Mississippi  beat  Tennessee  23  to  18;  South 
Carolina  beat  North  Carolina  30  to  22. 

Saturday  morning  we  went  to  the  court  again  to 
play  with  the  Georgia  team.  We  defeated  them  by  the 
score  of  28  to  10.  After  the  game  we  rested  for  an 
hour.  The  Tennessee  team  played  with  the  North 
Carolina  team.  Tennessee  beat  North  Carolina  by 
the  score  of  18  to  16.  Then  we  played  with  Tennessee. 
At  the  end  of  the  last  quarter  the  score  was  13  to  13. 
Our  coach  asked  us  to  play  3  minutes  more  so  we  did. 
We  defeated  them  by  the  score  of  17  to  13. 

That  night  there  was  a  bigger  crowd  of  people 
to  see  the  game  between  Arkansas  and  South  Carolina.

ST.  PATRICK 

St.  Patrick  was  an  Irish  saint  who  was  born  at 
Dunbarton,  Scotland  about  396  A.  I). 

March  17th  is  called  St.  Patrick’s  Day. 

When  he  was  about  sixteen  years  old,  he  was 
captured  by  some  pirates  who  took  him  to  Ireland  and 
sold  him  as  a  slave.  He  stayed  there  six  years.  Then 
he  escaped  and  went  back  to  Scotland.  Soon  after  he 
went  back  home,  he  had  a  vision  telling  him  to  go 
back  to  Ireland  as  a  missionary.  He  returned  and 
spent  the  rest  of  his  life  with  the  Irish  people. 

There  were  no  Christians  in  Ireland  when  St.  Pat¬ 
rick  went  there  but  he  preached  to  them  and  most  of 
the  heathern  people  became  Christians. 

In  his  preaching  he  used  the  shamrock,  which  has 
three  leaves  on  one  stem,  as  a  symbol  of  the  Trinity. 
He  called  one  leaf  “God  the  Father”,  he  called  an¬ 
other  “God  the  Son”  and  the  other  he  called  “God  the 
Holv  Spirit”.  After  that  the  people  of  Ireland  chose 
the  shamrock  for  their  national  flower. 

St.  Patrick  founded  more  than  360  churches  and 
baptized  more  than  12,000  people. 

He  became  a  bishop  after  he  was  forty  years  old.

J.  .D  Cumbie,  Edwin  Bledose,  Charles  McNeilly, 
Curtis  Hague,  and  Glenn  Stephens.  Mr.  Parks,  a 
former  Westminster  College  player,  is  our  coach. 

The  team  was  the  most  successful  one  that  the 
school  has  had  in  many  years  winning  eight  games  and 
losing  three,  one  of  these  being  to  the  strong  Arknsas 
team  19-13. 

The  first  game  was  against  the  strong  Young  Men  s 
Hebrew  Association  team  of  Jacksonville.  The  St. 
Augustine  Record  had  the  following  to  say  about  the 
game. 

“It  was  a  fast,  vastly  superior  team  from  the  State 
School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind  that  met  the  Jackson¬ 
ville  Hebrew  Society  quintet  in  Jacksonville  last  night 
and  wrenched  a  38-24  victory  from  the  Gate  City  out¬ 
fit  in  its  first  game  with  them.  The  feature  of  this  game 
was  the  shooting  of  the  entire  team.  Each  member  of 
the  team  making  at  least  six  points.  The  guarding  in 
this  game  was  also  commendable.' 

The  second  game  was  played  against  the  St. 
Joseph  Phantoms.  The  Record  gave  the  following 
account  of  the  game: 

“Because  the  flashy  little  St.  Joe  Phantoms  showed 
a  tendency  to  play  individual  basket-ball  rather  than 
to  rely  upon  a  passing  team  attack.  The  I).  &  B.  Rough- 
riders  marched  through  them  to  the  tune  of  a  28  to  14 
score.  The  Roughriders  marched  down  from  North 
City  with  a  fine  passing  system  and  proceeded  to  pass 
around,  under  and  over  the  Phantoms,  forcing  the 
St.  Joe  players  to  resort  to  long  shots  attempted  from 
mid-field.  Most  of  the  Roughriders’  scoring  was  done 
with  the  co-operative  assistance  of  the  entire  quintet 
while  the  Phantoms  appeared  to  favor  the  taking  of 
the  ball  to  hoop  individually. 

The  third  game  was  played  against  the  Bunnell 
High  School  at  the  “Y”  Court.  The  Deaf  team  beat 
them  by  the  score  of  38  to  12.  The  sharp  shooting  of 
Wright  and  the  team  work  of  the  entire  quintet  was  a 
feature  of  this  game. 

The  fourth  game  was  against  Kirby-Smith  High 
School  of  Jacksonville.  The  team  seemed  to  have  lost 
some  of  their  enthusiasm  and  lost  by  the  score  of  19- 
4.  The  team  could  not  get  accustomed  to  the  large 
court  and  missed  many  shots  near  the  basket. 

The  following  Thursday  the  team  journeyed  to 
Atlanta,  Georgia  where  they  took  part  in  the  tour¬ 
nament  for  Deaf  Schools.  I  he  following  teams  weie  in 
the  tournament:  Arkansas,  the  defending  champions. 


North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Mabama,  Tennessee, 
Georgia,  Mississippi,  and  Florida. 

lhe  Roughriders  had  the  misfortune  to  draw  the 
strong  Arkansas  team  the  first  game.  Although  the 
Florida  boys  fought  a  great  game,  the\  were  beaten 
19-13.  The  Arkansas  boys  got  on  to  an  earlv  start,  and 
though  they  had  plenty  of  opposition  from  the  Gator-, 
led  9-6  at  the  half.  They  came  back  in  the  second 
period  to  again  repulse  the  thrusts  of  the  Floridians 
and  won  by  the  score  of  19-13. 

Saturday  morning,  February  16th,  our  team  played 
the  Georgia  School  for  the  Deaf  and  beat  them  28  to 

10.  The  Georgia  team  fought  a  hard  clean  game,  but 
they  could  not  stop  the  passing  of  the  Gators. 

Our  next  game  was  against  the  Tennessee  School 
for  the  Deaf.  We  won  18-13  in  an  over-time  game. 
The  game  was  exciting  through  out  neither  team  hold¬ 
ing  over  a  3  point  lead  at  any  stage  of  the  game. 

After  returning  from  the  tournament  our  next  game 
was  played  against  the  \.  M.  C.  A.  team.  We  had 
little  trouble  in  beating  them  1  1-11. 

On  Monday  February  25th,  the  team  played  its 
second  game  against  St.  Joseph.  We  had  trouble  in 
winning  this  game  16-14.  A  long  field  goal  by  \  irsida 
in  the  closing  seconds  of  the  game  speller!  victor)  for 
the  deaf  lads.  The  boys  appeared  to  have  lost  some 
of  the  fire  that  made  for  them  such  an  enviable  record 
at  the  Atlanta  meet. 

The  next  game  was  played  at  Bunnell.  Florida, 
against  the  High  School  team  of  that  town.  It  was  a 
hard  fought  game,  but  was  finally  won  by  the  deaf 
boys  by  the  score  of  17-16.  Again  il  was  Virsida’s 
work  during  the  (  losing  seconds  of  the  game  that 
snatched  victory  from  Bunnell  when  the  battle  showed 
every  indication  of  winding  up  in  a  dead  heat. 

The  final  game  was  played  against  St.  Augustine 
High  School  for  the  City  Championship.  Both  teams 
had  shown  by  early  season  playing  that  the\  were  the 
class  of  the  City. 

The  High  School  started  the  scoring,  mil  the  score 
was  soon  tied  by  a  beautiful  side  shot  by  W  right. 

The  half  ended  with  the  High  School  leading  9-8. 
Shortly  after  the  second  period  started  \  irsida  I).  &  B. 
guard  was  removed  from  the  game  on  personal  fouls. 
This  seemed  to  dishearten  the  boys  and  from  then  on 
the  High  School  lads  chalked  up  10  points  to  win  22- 

11. 

So  the  season  ends  with  8  games  won  and  3  lost. 
The  teams  extends  its  thanks  to  the  faculty,  student 
body  and  friends  for  the  interest  shown  them  during 
the  past  season.

We  saw  at  the  tournament  what  we  believe  is  the 
spirit  of  true  sportsmanship.

place.  We  hope  to  go  to  Gainesville  later  in  the  spring 
to  broadcast  from  station  WRUF,  and  we  hope  that 
the  trip  there  will  be  as  pleasant  and  interesting  as  our 
two  trips  to  station  WJAX  at  Jacksonville. — Lucy

SIR  WALTER  SCOTT 

Sir  Walter  Scott  was  born  in  Edinburg,  Scotland, 
August  15,  1771.  His  father  was  a  lawyer,  his  mother 
the  daughter  of  a  celebrated  Edinburg  physician. 

In  infancy  he  was  stricken  with  a  fever,  which 
left  him  lame.  He  overcame  this  handicap  to  a  con¬ 
siderable  extent,  and  delighted  in  all  the  sports  of 
boyhood  and  youth.  He  was  delicate  as  a  child,  and 
for  this  reason  was  sent  to  his  grandfather  s  farm  at 
Sandyknowe.  Here  he  spent  some  of  the  happiest  days 
of  his  life,  taking  long  strolls  over  the  flowery  mea¬ 
dows,  resting  under  the  trees,  listening  to  the  ripple 
of  the  brook  and  the  songs  of  the  birds,  and  storing 
his  mind  with  tales  of  border  life,  told  him  by  the 
old  men  on  the  farm  and  in  the  neighborhood.  It  was 


here  too  that  his  health  was  built  up,  and  he  deve¬ 
loped  into  a  vigorous  man. 

At  the  age  of  seven  he  entered  grammar  school, 
and  at  twelve  he  was  ready  for  college.  He  did  not 
distinguish  himself  as  a  student,  partly  due  to  the 
fact  that  he  was  somewhat  irregular  at  school.  He 
was  a  fair  Latin  scholar,  but  afterwards  regretted 
that  he  did  not  study  Greek  at  all.  He  was  a  great 
favorite  among  his  schoolfellows  on  account  of  his 
marvelous  ability  as  a  story  teller. 

His  father  wanted  him  to  take  up  law  as  a  pro¬ 
fession.  Scott  had  no  love  for  law,  but  unwilling  to 
disappoint  bis  father,  after  four  years  of  preparation, 
he  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  He  secured  an  official 
appointment,  which  gave  him  a  good  salary,  and 
considerable  leisure  for  writing.  He  spent  his  vaca¬ 
tions  rambling  over  the  country,  and  enjoying  the 
wonderful  scenery  of  the  Highlands.  At  last  finding 
he  could  not  cultivate  a  love  for  his  profession,  he 
gave  it  up,  and  devoted  all  his  time  to  literature. 

He  began  his  work  as  an  author  In  translating  and 
compiling  some  of  the  did  border  ballads  he  loved  so 
well.  He  published  a  book  entitled  “Minstrelsy  of  the 
Scottish  Border.”  This  was  a  collection  of  the  old 
border  stories  be  bad  heard  in  his  childhood. 

Scott  first  distinguished  himself  as  a  poet,  and 
afterwards  as  a  prose  writer.  His  three  long  poem- 
are  “Lay  of  the  Last  Minstrel”,  “Lady  of  the  Lake’  . 
and  “Marmion”.  His  most  popular  novels,  perhaps 
are  “Ivanhoe”,  “The  Coptalisman  ",  and  “Kenilworth 

In  1818  he  received  a  baronetcy,  and  became  Sir 
Walter  Scott.  He  had  purchased  the  beautiful  estate 
of  Abbotsford,  and  here  we  like  to  imagine  him  seated 
with  his  wife  and  children  around  the  fire,  while  he 
tells  them  his  delightful  stories. 

In  1826  the  firm  of  Valentine  in  which  Scott  had 
large  investments  failed.  His  high  sense  of  honor 
would  not  permit  him  to  take  advantage  of  the  bank¬ 
rupt  law,  and  he  set  to  work  to  pay  half  a  million 
dollars.  He  wrote  twenty  novels  during  the  la-t  ten 
years  of  his  life. 

But  the  strain  was  too  great,  and  resulted  in  a 
stroke  of  paralasis  in  1830,  from  which  he  only  par- 
tically  recovered  and  in  1832  he  died. 

But  his  name  and  his  work  still  live  on.  Millions 
of  people  today  enjoy  his  poems  and  his  novels,  and 
the  beautiful  section  about  Lake  Katrine,  the  scene 
of  “The  Lady  of  the  Lake  has  became  the  resort  of 
thousands  of  tourists.-  Beatrice  David.

1  lay  on  the 
bed  all  the  morning.  Ethel  asked  J.  I),  where  I  was, 
but  I  locked  the  door  not  permitting  her  to  come  in 
to  see  me.  1  was  too  sick. 

When  I  decided  to  get  up,  J.  I).  joined  me  in  the 
swimming  pool.  We  swam  all  the  afternoon.  Ethel 
and  Clara  were  in  the  pool,  too.  They  said  that  I 
looked  pale,  but  1  felt  all  right  after  I  “fed  the  fishes.” 

Ihat  night  J.  I).  and  I  dressed  in  evening  clothes 
and  went  to  the  ball  room.  Vie  danced  with  some  very 
attractive  girls. 

On  Wednesday  morning  we  arrived  in  New  York. 
We  got  a  taxi  and  rode  to  Motel  Pennsylvania.  We 
have  a  beautiful  room  on  the  fourteenth  floor.  We 
can  look  out  of  our  window  and  see  hundreds  of 
people  walking  along  the  street.  They  look  like  ants 
craw  ling. 

Ihat  afternoon  we  got  on  top  of  a  bus  and  rode 
out  Riverside  Drive.  It  is  a  beautiful  drive  with  the 
Hudson  River  on  one  side,  and  many  homes,  and 
apartment  houses  on  the  other  side.  Then  we  went 
to  Grant’s  Tomb.  It  is  on  a  little  hill.  We  went  into 
the  tomb.  W  e  saw  the  caskets  of  Grant  and  his  wife. 
It  is  a  beautiful  monument. 

We  went  as  far  as  163rd  St.  We  got  o  ff  the  bus 
and  went  in  to  see  Fanwood  School  for  the  Deaf.  It 
is  next  to  the  largest  school  for  the  deaf  in  the  world. 


We  talked  with  some  small  children  who  were  very- 
clever. 

W  ednesday  night  w-e  took  a  taxi  to  the  Plaza  Hotel 
to  invite  Clara  and  Ethel  to  the  Paramount  Theatre 
with  us.  That  theatre  is  one  of  the  finest  movie  theatres 
in  the  world.  The  picture  was  very  good.  too.  After 
the  pictures  we  walked  over  to  Fifth  Avenue  to 
SchrafTts’  for  some  sundaes. 

I  asked  Ethel  if  she  would  go  to  the  Aquarium 
with  me  Thursday  morning.  J.  D.  asked  Clara  if  she 
would  go  with  him. 

On  Thursday  morning  I  got  a  taxi  by  myself  and 
went  to  the  Plaza.  J.  I),  got  another  and  went  for 
Clara. 

We  saw  all  kinds  of  fish.  We  teased  J.  D.  about 
pointing  at  things.  From  the  Aquarium  we  could  see 
the  Statue  of  Liberty.  We  took  a  boat  to  Bedloe’s 
Island  and  went  into  the  Statue.  We  dimed  up  and  up 
until  we  reached  the  head  of  the  woman.  We  looked 
all  over  the  water  and  the  city. 

Then  we  went  to  a  Spanish  restaurant  and  had  a 
delicious  lunch.  After  awhile  we  went  down  on  lower 
Broadway  and  to  Wall  St.  Broadway  is  the  longest 
street  in  the  world  and  also  one  of  the  busiest.  Wall 
Street  is  the  richest  street  in  the  world.  It  is  rather 
narrow  with  tall  buildings  on  both  sides. 

After  I  took  Ethel  to  the  Plaza  Hotel,  1  came  back 
to  my  room  and  put  on  an  evening  suit  and  went  to 
dinner,  then  to  a  ball  room  where  I  danced  with 
many  pretty  girls.

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The  Ponce  De  Leon  Celebration

The  famous  Ponce  de  Leon  Celebration  was 
held  at  St.  Augustine  on  April  2nd,  3rd  and  4th. 

It  was  in  honor  of  the  founding  of  the  oldest 
city  in  the  United  States.  Menendez  was  the 
founder  of  St.  Augustine. 

The  celebration  opened  when  the  ship  carrying 
Ponce  de  Leon  and  his  party  sailed  into  the  hay  and 
landed.  Our  boys  were  the  Spanish  soldiers  and  rode 
on  the  boat  with  Ponce  de  Leon.  When  we  arrived, 
many  Indians  came  out  to  see  us.  The  Spanish  troops 
landed  first  and  formed  an  arch  with  their  spears. 
Ponce  de  Leon  and  his  party  then  landed  and  marched 
under  the  arch.  The  Indians  soon  made  friends  with 
the  white  men. 

That  night  we  drilled  before  the  queen  and  her 
attendants.  They  were  pleased  with  the  way  we 
drilled.  There  were  many  people  there  that  night. 
We  later  went  to  the  fort  where  the  queen’s  ball  was 
to  be  held. 

The  second  day  of  the  celebration  our  troops  acted 
as  guards  until  the  Spanish  cavalry  came  to  guard 
Menendez.  The  Indians  were  very  angry  with  the 
white  men  because  the  white  men  came  to  take  their 
land.  The  morning  performance  ended  with  a  parade 
about  the  city. 

The  last  day  of  the  celebration  was  the  changing 
of  the  flags.  The  Spanish,  French,  British  and  Ameri¬ 
can  troops  marched  to  the  respective  poles  and  each 
in  turn  raised  their  flag.  All  these  flags  were  finally 
lowered  and  the  big  American  flag  was  raised. 

That  night  there  was  a  great  display  of  fireworks 
on  the  fort  green.  Also  there  was  an  attack  on  fort 
Marion  by  Oglethorpe.

On  April  second,  third  and  fourth,  we  went 
to  the  grounds  of  Old  Fort  San  Marco  to  see  the 
Ponce  de  Leon  Celebration,  a  three-day,  fiesta 
with  scenes  to  imortalize  St.  Augustine  and  the 
epochs  connected  with  the  early  history  of  North 
America. 

The  first  day  of  the  celebration  was  in  memory  of 
the  landing  of  Ponce  de  Leon  on  the  shores  of  fair 
Florida,  on  the  morning  of  April  3rd,  one  week  after 
Easter  Sunday,  1513  in  a  high-pooped  galleon  of  the 
type  which  sailed  the  Spanish  main  in  the  olden  days, 
and  the  dedication  of  the  land  to  the  Crown  of  Spain. 
The  attack  unpon  Ponce  de  Leon’s  caravels  by  the 
Indians  of  the  village  of  Cautio  was  carried  out  in 
realistic  fashion. 

After  the  historic  events  for  the  day  were  completed 
a  street  parade  of  all  participants  was  given  at  11:30 
a.  m.  Then,  in  the  evening  a  scene  at  the  Royal 
Spanish  Court  was  portrayed  on  the  Green  and  later 
the  Queen’s  Ball  on  top  of  Fort  San  Marco. 

The  second  day  of  the  celebration  was  called 
“Menendez  Day  ”,  commemorating  the  founding  of 
the  city  by  Pedro  Menendez  de  Aviles  in  1565.  This 
was  followed  by  a  street  parade,  the  dedication  of 
the  Zero  Marker,  the  beginning  of  the  Old  Spanish 
Trail,  outboard  motor  races  on  the  Bay,  and  an  illu¬ 
minated  boat  parade  and  hand  concert  in  the  evening. 

The  third  and  last  event  was  the  change  of  flags, 
showing  all  of  the  banners  which  have  waved  over 
the  Oldest  City  giving  way  to  the  Stars  and  Stripes. 
Two  other  very  interesting  scenes  the  attack  by  Indians 
on  a  covered  wagon  train  and  then  Oglethorpe's  attack 
on  Fort  San  Marco.  In  the  evening  the  people  of  the 
city  witnessed  the  most  elaborate  exhibition  of  fire¬ 
works  that  has  ever  been  given  at  any  celebration 
in  the  city  of  St.  Augustine.

HEAD  OF  PRINTERY  FOR  BLIND  PASSES 

Dr.  Edgar  E.  Bramletle,  67,  Found  Dead  Beside 
Bed  At  Crescent  Court  Home 

Dr.  Edgar  E.  Bramlette,  67  years  old,  super-  ^ 
intendent  of  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind 
and  a  grand-nephew  of  Gov.  Thomas  E.  Bramlette, 
Governor  of  Kentucky  during  the  War  Between  the  f 
States,  was  found  dead  beside  his  bed  Wednesday  | i 
morning  at  his  home,  201  Crescent  Court. 

Although  he  had  not  been  well  for  some  time,  Dr.  1 
Bramlette  had  worked  regularly  at  his  office.  He  I 
failed  to  go  to  breakfast  and  at  7  o’clock  Julian  R. 
Fisher,  at  whose  home  he  boarded,  went  to  his  room  I 
and  found  him  dead.  It  was  believed  he  suffered  a 
heart  attack  as  he  got  out  of  bed  and  sank  to  the  floor,  if  I 

His  wife,  Mrs.  Louise  Bramlette,  was  away  on  a 
visit  to  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Ernest  Bischoff,  in  Texas. 

Born  on  a  farm  near  Frankfort,  Mr.  Bramlette 
moved  when  a  child  with  his  parents  to  a  farm  near 
Paris,  Texas,  where  he  was  reared.  He  was  grad¬ 
uated  from  Vanderbuilt  University,  after  which  he  at- 
tended  special  courses  at  the  University  of  Leipzig, 
Germany.  After  serving  in  a  Consul’s  office  in  Ger¬ 
many  he  returned  to  the  United  States  to  accept  the 
presidency  of  the  John  Tarleton  University.  From  | 
which  he  went  to  the  Texas  State  School  for  the  Blind.  |j 

Coming  to  Louisville  in  November  1923,  from  i 
Austin,  Texas,  where  he  had  been  superintendent  of 
the  State  school  for  fifteen  years,  Dr.  Bramlette  was  i 
appointed  superintendent  of  the  American  Printing 
House  for  the  Blind,  succeeding  the  late  Miss  Susan  B. 
Merwin,  who  was  also  superintendent  of  the  Kentucky 
School  for  the  Blind,  on  whose  property  the  printing 
establishment  is  located. 

The  printing  house,  originally  a  State  institution,  , 
is  now  operated  under  Federal  appropriations  and  fur¬ 
nishes  books  and  embossed  printing  to  645  schools  [ 
for  the  blind  throughout  the  United  States. 

Surving  Dr.  Bramlette  are  his  wife,  two  daughters, 
Mrs.  Bischoff  and  Mrs.  Leroy  West,  both  of  Austin  : 
and  a  son,  Edgar  E.  Bramlette,  Jr.  Beaumont, 
Texas,  lie  was  a  member  of  the  Lions  Club  and  the 
’Crescent  Hill  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.

ST.  AUGUSTINE’S  PONCE  DE  LEON  CELEBRATION 


With  all  its  gay  pageantry,  the  beautiful  Ponce  de 
Leon  Celebration,  a  three-day  fiesta,  has  been  revived, 
and  thousands  have  enjoyed  the  brilliant  scenes  that 
seek  to  immortalize  in  this  Old  Spanish  City  the  great 
epochs  connected  with  the  early  history  of  North 
America.  The  first  day  is  in  memory  of  the  Landing  of 
Ponce  de  Leon  on  the  shores  of  fair  Florida,  on  the 
morning  of  April  3rd,  one  week  after  Faster  Sunday, 
1513,  and  the  caravel  of  Ponce  de  Leon,  one  of  the 
high-pooped  galleons  which  sailed  the  Spanish  main 
in  the  olden  days,  effects  a  landing  to  the  northward  of 
Old  Fort  San  Marco.  It  is  in  a  natural  amphitheatre 


overlooked  by  the  old  grey  walls  of  the  fort  that  the 
events  of  the  three  great  days  take  place:  Menendez 
Day,  commemorating  the  founding  of  the  city  by 
Pedro  Menendez  de  Aviles  in  1565,  is  next  celebrated. 
The  third  and  last  event  is  the  Change  of  F  lags,  when 
all  the  banners  which  have  ever  waved  over  the  Oldest 
City  fly  for  a  brief  space,  later  to  give  way  to  the  Stars 
and  Stripes.  Ponce  de  Leon  and  Menendez  and  their 
retinues  make  brilliant  pictures.  Other  interesting 
events  of  Florida  history,  including  Oglethorpe’s  at¬ 
tack  on  Fort  San  Marco,  are  interpolated  during  the 
three-day  fiesta.-  Official  Program.

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ROTARY  CLUB  PRESENTS  FLAG  POLE  TO  OUR 
SCHOOL 

Below  is  the  presentation  address  made  by  Rotarian 
Dr.  Barton  B.  Bigler. 

President  Brown,  Teachers  and  Students  of  the 
Florida  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind: 

Through  a  generous  gift  from  one  of  our  winter 
tourists,  it  has  been  made  possible  for  the  Rotary 
Club  of  St.  Augustine  to  present  to  you  this  flag. 

Our  country  was  free  for  a  long  time,  before  it 
adopted  its  present  distinctive  flag.  While  Washing¬ 
ton  was  in  command  of  the  Revolutionary  forces  at 
Cambridge,  Mass.,  he  raised  a  flag,  called  thhe  “Great 
Union,”  having  at  the  corner  the  cross  of  the  English 
flag.  But  June  17th,  1777,  the  Continental  Congress 
voted  that  “the  flag  of  the  United  States  be  13  stripes, 
alternate  red  and  white,  and  the  union  be  13  white 
stars  in  the  field.’’  Paul  Jones,  who  afterward  became 
famous,  was  the  first  to  hoist  the  new  flag  over  all 
American  ships  of  war.  But  this  was  not  our  flag. 

In  1795,  after  the  admission  of  Vermont  and  Ken¬ 
tucky  in  to  the  union,  the  number  of  stripes  in  the  flag 
was  increased  to  15.  When  Ohio  was  admitted  in 
1803,  another  stripe  was  added,  and  finally  after  the 
admission  of  Louisana  in  1812  and  Indiana  in  1816 
and  Mississippi  in  1817,  the  number  of  stripes  were 
increased  19.  It  was  then  seen  that  the  flag  was  gett¬ 
ing  out  of  proportion,  with  the  constantly  increasing 
series  of  alternate  red  and  white  stripes.  So  on  April 
4,  1818,  Congress  adopted  the  plan  which  has  evei 
since  been  followed.  The  original  13  stripes  were  re¬ 
stored  and  the  number  of  stars  made  equal  to  that  of 
the  States,  a  new  star  to  be  added  for  every  new  state 
admitted.  Now  our  flag  consists  of  13  alternate  red 
and  white  stripes  and  48  stars  in  a  blue  canton. 

The  American  flag  means  liberty.  It  also  means, 
without  such  we  should  have  no  liberty,  but  license 
and  anarchy.  Regard  and  obedience  are  in  our  salute 
to  the  flag.  Disregard  and  disobedience  of  law  are 
treason  to  that  all  the  flag  stands  for.  Its  red  means 
loyally  devotion,  even  to  the  shedding  of  blood — not 
onlv  on  the  field  of  battles  in  time  of  war,  but  also  on 
the  great  broad  fields  of  service  in  time  of  peace.  The 
white  means  purity — purity  of  character,  clean  living. 
Honesty  and  sobriety  are  the  salute  in  the  flag.  Dis¬ 
honesty  and  impurity,  are  treason  to  see  that  the  flag 
stands  for.  There  the  stars  in  the  blue  field  remind  us 
of  Him  who  is  hack  of  the  stars,  their  creation  and  the 
Creator  of  all  things,  whose  moral  laws  arc  the  basis 
of  nations.  Perhaps,  there  is  no  law  of  history  more 
absolute  than  this:  Nations  rise  or  fall,  flourish  or  de¬ 
cay  according  as  they  observe  or  ignore  the  Moral 
Laws  of  God.

Rev.  J.  W.  Michaels,  serior  Missionary  to  the  deaf. 
Home  Mission  Board,  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
is  preparing  several  thousand  Memento  American 
linger  Alphabet  Cards  for  FREE  distribution  to  hear¬ 
ing  and  speaking  Church  and  Sunday  School  workers, 
and  also  deaf  friends  who  may  wish  to  help  in  the  work. 

The  object  being  to  get  the  hearing  Church  workers 
more  interested  in  the  Spiritual  and  religions  matters 
of  the  Deaf  people  everywhere.  The  face  of  the  card 
is  beautifully  bordered  with  a  set  of  the  American 
Finger  Alphabet  with  half  tone  cuts  of  the  two  present 
deaf  missionaries  to  the  deaf  in  opposite  corners  and 
also  an  exposiion  of  Christ’s  great  command,  “EPH- 
PHATHA”  given  by  him  when  he  unstops  the  deaf 
man’s  ears.  (St.  Mark,  7:34).  On  the  reverse  side  is 
given  a  very  Brief  History  of  the  deaf  people  from 
ancient  times,  and  Scriptural  mention  of,  and  the 
condition  of  deaf  children  when  in  school  and  after 
school  life,  and  also  a  mention  of  the  great  need  of 
of  the  assistance  from  the  hearing  and  the  speaking 
Christian  people  in  spiritual  and  religious  affairs. 

While  the  cards  will  be  distributed  FREE  of  cost, 
stamps  for  mailing  will  be  appreciated.  About  six 
of  the  cards  can  be  mailed  for  a  one  cent  stamp,  ten 
or  twelve  for  a  two  cent  stamp  and  so  on.  Parties 
wishing  to  send  self  addressed  envelopes  with  stamp 
thereon,  which  is  preferable,  wil  please  send  en¬ 
velopes  four  inches  wide  and  about  six  and  a  half 
inches  long.  This  is  a  good  opportunity  for  parents 
of  deaf  children  to  get  a  few  of  these  cards  for  future 
reference  as  to  religious  matters  for  the  children.  Be¬ 
cause  of  absence  from  home,  cards  will  be  available 
between  May  15th  and  June  1st.  Send  in  your  re¬ 
quest  for  them  and  do  not  worry  you  will  get  them  as 
soon  as  I  get  back  to  my  desk.

At  eight-thirty  the  blind  assembled  in 
the  auditorium,  where  Mr.  Brown  took  charge  of  our 
first  morning  service,  and  welcomed  the  pupils  and 
teachers.  Then  Mr.  Beaty  assigned  the  classes  to 
their  respective  teachers  and  class-rooms,  and  the 
work  of  re-organizing  for  the  new  term  began  in  earn¬ 
est. 

For  various  reasons,  five  of  our  last-year  pupils 
Jessie  Coleman,  Beulah  Holly,  Bobby  May,  1  ouy 
Moscuzza,  and  Wenona  Lefller — did  not  return  to 
school  here  this  fall,  but  we  have  five  new  promising 
pupils  to  take  their  places.  Hayden  Smith  has  not  re¬ 
turned  yet,  but  he  will  he  here  shortly.  This  will  make 
our  enrollment  for  the  new  year  fifty-six,  a  fine  lot  of 
boys  and  girls,  indeed!

“BUDDY”  BERG  WAS  DROWNED  FRIDAY; 
BROTHER  ESCAPED  FROM  SIMILAR  FATE 

The  community  was  saddened  Friday  afternoon  on 
learning  of  the  death  of  Bruce  Berg,  ten-year  old  son 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  R.  E-  Berg,  of  New  York  Avenue  and 
Eighth  street,  who  was  drowned  in  East  Lake  Tohope- 
kaliga  near  the  foot  of  New  York  avenue.  Mr.  Berg, 
who  is  a  state  road  department  engineer,  w  ith  his  fami¬ 
ly  has  made  his  home  in  this  city  for  the  past  several 
years.  The  parents  had  left  the  city  early  Frida*  i.  m., 
on  a  trip  to  Miami  and  had  left  their  children  at  home 
in  the  care  of  a  housekeeper.  Mr.  Berg  was  advised  by 
wire  of  the  tragic  death  of  their  son  and  they  immedi¬ 
ately  started  home,  arriving  home  Saturday  afternoon. 
Mrs.  Berg  was  not  advised  of  the  tragedy  until  they 
reached  home. 

The  tragedy  occurred  about  3:30  o’clock,  but  the 
body  was  not  recovered  until  two  hours  later  when 
there  remained  no  possibility  of  reviving  the  child.  The 
only  witness  was  a  younger  brother.  Kingsley. 

According  to  the  younger  child,  he  and  his  brother, 
Bruce,  were  playing  in  a  boat  near  the  shore  when  the 
boat  started  drifting  out  into  the  lake.  Kingsley  jump¬ 
ed  out  to  wade  ashore.  The  older  brother  also  jumped 
out  after  the  boat  had  drifted  some  yards  farther,  hut 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  boat  into  deeper  water,  and 
as  Kingsley  could  not  see  him,  he  thought  Bruce  was 
holding  to  the  side  of  the  drifting  boat-  Becoming 
frightened,  he  waded  ashore  and  hastened  to  a  nearby 
home  to  summons  aid. 

Thinking  that  Bruce  must  have  climbed  back  in  the 
boat,  searchers  first  located  the  boat  about  half  way 
across  the  lake,  but  found  it  empty.  They  returned  to 
the  place  where  the  children  had  been  playing  in  the 
boat  and  dragged  tin*  lake  with  a  seine.  The  body  was 
recovered  by  Jack  Calkins,  R.  W.  Blacksmear  and  Jack 
Bumby  about  6  o’clock  in  water  about  four  and  a  half 
feet  deep.

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'Y’HE  forty-fifth  session  of  the  Florida  School  for  the 
Deaf  and  the  Blind  is  well  under  way  and  every¬ 
thing  seems  to  he  working  smoothly.  The  session  open¬ 
ed  on  September  17th  with  the  largest  number  of  pu¬ 
pils  present  that  we  have  ever  had  on  the  opening  day. 
Our  pupils  were  rather  prompt  this  year  in  coming  to 
school  and  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the 
parents  for  their  splendid  co-operation  in  this  matter. 
At  the  present  writing,  October  15th,  we  have  exactly 
three  hundred  pupils  in  school,  with  several  applica¬ 
tions  pending.  There  are  also  a  few  old  pupils  who 
found  it  impossible  to  he  present  on  the  opening  day 
because  of  sickness  in  the  family  or  some  other  good 
reason- 

While  the  hoys  and  girls  were  at  home  during  the 
summer  for  their  vacations,  there  was  the  usual  force 
at  the  school  making  repairs  and  general  improvements 
so  as  to  have  everything  more  pleasant  for  them  when 
they  returned  in  the  fall.  Both  pupils  and  officers  seem 
to  have  fallen  into  the  spirit  of  work  mingled  with  a 
fair  amount  of  play  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  a 
successful  year. 

The  parents  of  our  pupils  ought  to  receive  a  letter 
or  a  card  from  the  children  every  two  weeks.  If  this 
letter  does  not  come  promptly  he  patient  for  two  or 
three  flays  because  the  mail  is  sometimes  delayed,  and 
rest  assured  that  if  anything  happens  to  your  child  or 
if  your  child  becomes  sick  you  will  he  promptly  noti¬ 
fied  from  the  office  of  the  school.  Of  course  if  the  child 
just  simply  has  a  little  cold  or  some  other  minor  illness 
you  probably  will  not  he  notified  because  it  would  only 
cause  you  unnecessary  worry  when  probably  the  child 
would  he  practically  all  right  before  the  letter  reached 
you. 

The  parents  who  leave  their  child  at  the  school  for 
the  first  time  usually  do  it  with  much  fear  and  trendi- 
ling.  thinking  that  the  child  will  not  he  able  to  adjust 


itself  to  his  new  surroundings  and  that  he  will  be  un¬ 
happy,  discontented,  and  worried  about  the  people  at 
home.  This  is  a  very  natural  thing  for  the  parents  to 
think  and  our  sympathy  is  with  them,  but  this  notion 
is  far  from  the  true  facts  in  the  case.  It  is  much  easier  for 
a  young  child  to  adjust  himself  to  new  surroundings 
than  it  is  for  an  older  person,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  us  to 
he  able  to  say  to  the  parents  of  the  new  pupils  that  all 
of  the  children  are  now  happy  here  and  adjusted  to 
their  new  life  in  the  school.  We  believe  that  in  nearly 
every  case  when  the  child  comes  home  at  the  end  of 
school  next  May  the  parents  will  have  every  reason  to 
he  proud  of  the  progress  made  by  the  child.

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General  Information 


T'lilS  is  a  school  supported  by  the  State  of  Florida  for  edu- 
A  eating  all  children  within  the  state  whose  defective 
sight  or  hearing  makes  it  impossible  or  difficult  for  them  to 
receive  instruction  in  the  public  school.  To  be  eligible,  a 
child  must  be  too  deaf  or  too  blind  to  be  educated  in  the 
common  schools,  of  sound  mind  and  between  the  ages  of 
six  to  twenty-one. 

Any  person  desiring  to  enter  a  pupil  at  the  school  should 
write  the  president  of  the  school,  stating: 

1 1 »  Name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  pupil. 

(2)  Name  and  address  of  parents  or  guardians. 

This  is  a  school,  not  an  asylum,  or  hospital,  or  refoma- 
tory. 

It  is  strictly  and  solely  a  school.  Its  purpose  is  educa¬ 
tional.  to  give  literary  and  industrial  training  to  deaf  and 
blind  children.  Only  educable  children  of  school  age  will 
be  admitted  and  retained.  Those  attending  school  here 
sho  ild  not  lie  called  “inmates”  and  “patients,”  or  subjects 
ot  charity.  Its  aim  is  to  so  train  and  teach  its  pupils  that 
lb  y  may  be  able  to  take  their  place  among  the  busy  ranks 
of  their  more  fortunate  brothers  and  lead  useful  and  inde- 
■  •-.dent  lives. 


Proper  School  Ace 

Parents  should  endeavor  to  enter  their  children  while 
hey  are  young.  It  is  advisable  to  enter  a  child  at  six  years 
if  age. 

To  parents  who  arc  unable  tu  pay,  tution  and  all  other 
e  .pensea  are  without  charge,  except  clothing  anil  the  first 
traveling  expenses.  Clothing  must  be  provided  by  parents  or 
friends.  The  first  traveling  expenses,  not  paid  by  the 
parents,  are  provided  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  from  which  the  pupil  comes.  Afterwards  this  ex-" 
pense  is  not  by  the  slate. 

Object  ok  the  School 

The  stale  is  providing  this  school  for  its  deaf  and  blind 
ibildren  acts  with  the  same  motive  that  caused  her  to  estab¬ 
lish  her  public  schools,  that  is  a  desire  to  fit  these  chilhren 
to  become  good  and  useful  citizens.  It  is  found  more  expe¬ 
dient  and  more  economical  to  gather  all  her  deaf  and  blind 
ibildren  into  one  place  than  to  establish  separate  schools  for 
them  throughout  the  stalj;. 

It  is  unexcusable  for  any  parent  or  guardian  of  any 


healthy  deaf  or  blind  child  to  keep  the  child  out  of  school 
when  the  state  has  made  such  liberal  provision  for  their 
education. 

No  child  of  weak  intelligence,  no  child  of  vicious  or  bad 
habits  and  no  child  suffering  from  incurable  disease  will  be 
admitted  into  the  school. 


Proper  Time  for  Admission 

Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  except  during  vacation, 
'the  best  time  to  enter  a  child  is  at  the  opening  of  the 
r  bool,  the  middle  of  September.  The  school  term  is  eight 
months  and  it  is  necessary  to  moke  each  day’s  work  count 
in  order  that  the  school  maintain  its  high  sandard  of  effici¬ 
ency.  Each  pupil  should,  therefore,  be  present  to  begin 
work  promptly  at  the  opening  of  each  session  and  remain 
without  interruption  the  entire  school  term. 


The  Course  of  Study 

The  course  of  study  embraces  the  branches  usually 
taught  in  the  elementary  and  grammar  schools,  with  a  num¬ 
ber  of  high  school  studies  subject  to  change  as  the  peculiar 
wants  of  the  deaf  or  blind  child  require.  The  school  strives 
to  keep  abreast  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age  and 
nothing  is  left  out  of  the  course  of  study  that  will  be  of 
benefit  to  the  pupil. 

Every  deaf  child  is  given  an  opportunity  as  far  as  possi- 
>le  to  learn  speech  and  lip-reading.  Every  possible  effort  is 
made  to  encourage  and  promote  speech. 

Those  in  the  department  for  the  deaf  who  desire  a  high¬ 
er  education  are  prepared  for  admission  to  Gallaudet  Col¬ 
lege,  Washington  D.  C. 

Industrial  training  is  also  given  in  several  branches,  such 
us  printing,  carpentry,  cabinet-making,  painting,  drawing, 
domestic  science,  sewing,  broom-making,  piano-tuning,  rug- 
weavng,  etc. 


Location  of  the  School 

The  school  is  located  one  mile  north  of  the  “City  Gates.” 
From  the  rear  of  the  buildings  a  beautiful  view  of  the  ocean 
may  be  obtained. 

With  the  beautiful  location  and  balmy  fresh  air  from  the 
sea  and  the  pure  artesian  water  from  our  own  well,  thp 
health  and  happiness  of  the  children  are  assured. 


Miscellaneous 

Letter  da>  comes  twice  a  month  at  which  time  a  letter 
is  sent  to  each  parent.  • 

There  is  no  protracted  Christmas  vacation  as  the  term 
is  only  eight  months,  and  parents  are  earnestly  requested 
not  to  ask  for  their  children  to  visit  home  during  the  ses¬ 
sion. 

School  always  beings  about  the  middle  of  September, 
and  closes  about  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  pupils  will 
go  home  for  the  summer  vacation. 

The  government  of  the  school  is  that  of  a  well-regulated 
family,  and  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  health,  man¬ 
ners,  comforts,  and  habits  of  the  pupils. 

All  letters  and  packages  should  be  spnt  in  care  of  the 
president  of  the  school. 

Any  person  sending  the  address  of  a  deaf  or  blind  child, 
tot  in  school,  will  be  doing  a  real  service  to  a  class  whose 
lives  need  in  a  peculiar  degree  the  blessing  and  light  of  an 
education.

OUR  TRIP  TO  THE  CARPENTER  SHOP 

One  morning  we  went  to  visit  Mr.  Buman  in  the 
Carpenter  Shop.  It  was  very  interesting  to  us  to  know 
the  things  which  Mr.  Buman  told.  There  are  five  dif¬ 
ferent  machines  in  this  shop.  They  are  a  jointer-plain- 
er,  a  bandsaw,  a  circular  saw,  a  lathe  and  a  mortiser. 

The  jointer-planer  is  used  for  smoothing  hoards. 
Mr.  Buman  showed  us  how  to  do  it. 

The  bandsaw  is  used  for  making  fancy  shapes.  Af¬ 
terwards  they  must  be  smoothed  with  a  bastard  file  and 
sand  paper. 

The  circular  saw  is  used  for  ripping  boards.  It  has 
two  different  kinds  of  saw  blades,  one  has  large  teeth 
for  cutting  with  the  grain  and  the  other  has  small  teeth 
for  cross-cutting. 

The  lathe  is  used  for  wood-turning.  It  has  two 
kinds  of  centers,  one  a  “live”  center  which  rotates  and 
the  other  is  a  “dead”  center  which  does  not  rotate.  It 
has  about  thirteen  different  kinds  of  chisels.  Mr.  Bu¬ 
man  showed  us  some  of  them. 

The  mortiser  is  used  for  making  joints.  Mr.  Buman 
made  a  45  degree-mitred  joint  for  a  picture  frame. 

An  emery  grinder  is  used  for  sharpening  tools. 
Sometimes  Miss  Willie  wants  Mr.  Buman  to  smooth  the 
edges  of  her  scissors  for  her.  He  does  it  well.  We  saw 
him  sharpening  the  edges  of  a  plane  bit.  The  sparks 
flew  out  and  looked  pretty.  When  it  was  hot,  it  had  a 
rough  edge  called  a  wire  edge.  The  heat  is  due  to  fric¬ 
tion.  Then  he  put  it  into  cold  water  and  whetted  it  on 
an  oil  stone  to  make  a  smooth  edge. 

Mr.  Buman  showed  us  many  kinds  of  planes,  gen¬ 
eral  tools,  saws  and  many  other  things. 

There  are  fourteen  pupils  in  three  classes.  The 
first  class  is  the  sloyd  class  I  beginners) .  They  learn  to 
plane  boards.  After  showing  skill  in  the  first  class  they 
are  promoted  to  the  second  class  where  they  learn  to 
make  different  kinds  of  joints.  They  make  a  45  degree- 
mitred  joint,  a  half-tee  joint,  a  dove  tail-joint  for 
screens,  a  blind  mortise  and  tenon  joint  for  screen 
doors,  table  legs,  a  rabbet-drawer  joint  for  drawers,  a 
keyed  joint  for  book  cases  and  a  dowelled  joint  for 
table  tops  and  table  legs.  When  all  of  them  are  done, 
then  the  pupils  can  make  different  kinds  of  furniture. 
We  saw  a  beautiful  buffett  made  by  L.  E.  Jennings.  It 
was  wonderful.  I  think  after  his  graduation  he  can 
take  it  home.  Each  boy  makes  a  small  piece  of  furni¬ 
ture.  We  enjoyed  seeing  their  nice  things.  The  car¬ 
penter  shop  was  very  interesting,  we  thought.  Jankt 
Lichtbourn. 


A  VISIT  TO  THE  SEWING  DEPARTMENT 

I  he  pupils  of  Mr.  Williams’  class  made  a  visit  to  the 
Sewing  Department  recently  and  were  pleased  to  learn 
from  Miss  Willie  McLane,  the  instructor,  of  so  much 
interesting  work  being  done  in  that  department. 

Miss  McLane,  with  the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Hoglr.  a 
former  pupil,  instructs  three  groups  of  girls.  Each 
group  consists  of  eight  girls.  Two  groups  which  con¬ 
sists  of  older  pupils,  come  to  the  department  on  Mon¬ 
day,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  w  hile  the  younger  group 
comes  on  Thursday  and  Friday- 

The  equipment  of  the  sewing  department  consists 
of  three  long  tables  and  five  sewing  machines,  four 
Singers  and  one  Domestic.  Miss  McLane  stated  that 
she  would  be  pleased  to  have  a  hem-stiching  machine 
added  to  this  equipment  as  it  would  save  considerable 
handwork. 

The  department  makes  most  of  the  linen  supply 
used  by  the  institution,  such  as  table  cloths,  dish 
towels,  face  towels,  cooks’  aprons  and  sheets,  and 
repairs  supplies  when  they  become  badly  worn.  This 
fall  the  numbers  for  the  backs  of  the  football  team’s 
sweaters  were  sewed  on  in  this  department. 

The  display  of  the  work  done  by  the  girls  was  very 
interesting.  Dorothy  Claridge  has  made  a  very  pretty 
center-piece  and  is  quite  clever  at  smocking  and  cro¬ 
cheting.  She.  Eva  Robinson,  and  Frances  Wagner 
are  outstanding  in  fancy  work,  while  Dorothy  Atkins 
and  Janet  Lightbourn  have  some  beautiful  pillow  tops 
and  a  patch-work  quilt  to  their  credit.  Ethel  Crawford. 
Velma  Cumbie,  Reba  Blackwelder.  Ommie  Barfield. 
Gladys  Burt.  Maybelle  Connell.  Lois  Hazen,  Mabel 
Lamb,  Lena  Mills,  Bessie  Henderson  and  Gwendolyn 
Yelvington  have  made  one  or  more  dresses  this  fall. 
Leola  Herrin,  according  to  Miss  McLane,  was  slow  to 
make  much  of  a  showing  in  the  department,  but  at  this 
time,  fslie)  wants  to  work  over  time  on  the  machines. 

The  sewing  department  can  be  credited  with  more 
work  than  we  imagined  before  our  visit  there.  The 
work  done  bv  the  girls  saves  the  school  considerable 
money,  other  than  offering  immediate  relief  to  a  pair 
of  torn  trousers  or  garments  which  are  minus  their  re- 
ouired  number  of  buttons.  In  many  cases  a  “while  you 
wait”  job  has  been  handled  quite  skillfully.  An  electric 
sewing  machine  has  been  put  in  this  year  and  we  hope 
that  in  time  additional  equipement  will  be  placed  in 
this  department,  to  make  it  a  shop  of  the  highest  type 
for  taking  care  of  all  the  valuable  w  ork  which  it  is  call¬ 
ed  upon  to  do.  Charles  McNeilly. 
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(  )\  October  13th  the  school  enjoyed  having  an  official 
visit  from  the  State  Board  of  Control  which  has 
charge  of  the  affairs  of  this  school.  1  he  Board  was  ac¬ 
companied  by  Dr.  John  J.  Tigert,  President  of  the 
l  niversity  of  Florida,  who  is  always  interested  in  any 
phase  of  education. 

The  Board  members  who  made  the  inspection  trip 
were  Dr.  P.  k.  Yonge,  Chairman,  Judge  W.  B.  Davis, 
Hon.  K.  F.  Maguire  and  Hon.  J.  T.  Diamond,  Secretary 
of  the  Board. 

The  Board  made  a  rather  thorough  and  compre¬ 
hensive  inspection  of  the  school,  going  into  practically 
everv  building  on  the  place  and  inspecting  each  depart¬ 
ment  carefully.  We  are  always  glad  to  have  the  Board 
come  and  see  what  we  are  trying  to  do  and  to  take  such 
a  keen  interest  in  our  needs. 

We  were  particularly  well  pleased  to  have  Mr. 
Maguire  in  the  party,  he  being  the  new  member  of  the 
Board  who  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  made  by 
the  resignation  of  Hon.  E.  W.  Lane.

V0\  EM  BEK  fourth  was  a  red  letter  day  for  the  pupils 
and  officers  of  the  school.  Announcement  had  been 
made  that  Hon.  Doyle  E.  Carlton,  Governor  of  Florida, 
was  to  be  in  St.  Augustine  that  day. 

\  letter  dispatched  to  him  brought  prompt  reply 
that  he  would  be  glad  to  visit  the  school  and  he  also 
1  oiisenled  to  speak  a  few  words  to  our  pupils  in  the 
chapel. 

I  be  Governor,  who  showed  a  keen  interest  in  what 
we  are  doing,  was  accompanied  bv  Mrs.  Carlton  who 
also  showed  a  great  interest  in  the  work  being  done  here. 

\fter  observing  the  work  of  some  of  the  primary 
classes  the  Governor's  party  which  consisted  of  Gover¬ 
nor  Carlton,  Mrs.  Carlton,  Mrs.  l  elkel.  Adjutant  Gen¬ 
eral  Collins,  and  a  committee  of  prominent  citizens 
from  the  city,  went  to  the  school  chapel  where  the  pu¬ 
pil-  were  assembled  and  where  the  Governor  "ave  us  a 


most  encouraging  and  insipiring  address. 

Alter  chapel  one  of  the  blind  classes  was  honored 
by  our  distinguished  guest,  after  which  a  general  in¬ 
spection  of  our  buildings  and  grounds  was  made. 

The  St.  Augustine  Record  has  the  following  to  say 
about  our  Governor’s  visit: 

■  Y\  hen  Governor  Carlton,  and  Mrs.  Carlton  arrived 
in  the  city,  they  drove  directly  to  the  Record  office, 
where  they  were  met  by.  the  presidents  of  the  several 
luncheon  clubs  in  the  city,  and  other  prominent  citizens. 
This  group  formed  the  Governor  s  escort  while  in  St. 
Augustine.  The  party  first  drove  to  the  home  of  Mrs. 
Herbert  Felkel  at  No.  126  Marine  Street,  where  the 
Carltons  were  the  guests  during  their  stay,  and  there 
after  being  refreshed  following  their  long  drive  from 
Tallahassee,  they  went  to  the  State  School  for  the  Deal 
and  the  Blind. 

After  having  spent  more  than  an  hour  with  the  ele¬ 
mentary  division  of  the  State  School  for  the  Deaf  and 
Blind,  the  Governor,  Mrs.  Carlton  and  those  in  the 
party,  went  to  the  assembly  hall  and  chapel  where  the 
students  were  gathered. 

Mr.  A.  L.  Brown,  president  of  the  school,  introduc¬ 
ed  Governor  Carlton  to  the  students  as  a  governor 
whose  sympathies  are  always  with  the  institution  and 
who  had,  during  his  administration,  always  been  most 
liberally  inclined  toward  the  necessities  of  the  school. 

Governor  Carlton  told  the  student  body  that  he  was 
deeply  interested  in  all  Florida’s  schools,  but  that  lie 
had  a  keener  interest  in  the  State  School  for  the  Deaf 
and  Blind  because  ol  the  handicaps  und,  r  which  the 
students  must  labor. 

“Florida,  he  said,  “is  deeply  interested  in  all  her 
wealth  of  resources;  her  farms,  her  factories,  her  busi¬ 
ness  enterprises  and  her  groves,  but  she  is  more  interest 
ed  in  her  boys  and  girls  who  are  to  constitute  her  future 
citizens  and  without  whom  all  these  other  resources  are 
as  nothing. 

“The  ideals,  character  habits  and  industry  you  stu¬ 
dents  assimulatc  here,  the  governor  continued,  “art' 
the  character-building  factors  which  will  determine 
your  worth  in  days  to  come.” 

In  concluding,  the  governor  commended  the  stu- 
dents  to  the  great  example  of  Helen  Keller,  one  of  the 
most  outstanding  figures  of  American  womanhood,  he 
said,  and  called  upon  the  students  to  guide  themselves 
by  her  illustrious  example. 

I  lie  governor  then  expressed  the  pride  the  State  of 
l  lm  ida  feels  in  her  school  for  the  deaf  and  blind  and 
thanked  Mr.  Brown  for  the  opportunity  to  express  his 
personal  and  official  interest  in  the  school.

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General  Information 

This  is  a  school  supported  by  the  State  of  h  lorida  for 
educating  all  children  within  the  stale  whose  defective  sight 
or  hearing  makes  it  impossible  or  difficult  for  them  to  re¬ 
ceive  instruction  in  the  public  school.  lo  be  eligible,  a 
child  must  be  too  deaf  or  too  blind  to  be  educated  in  the 
common  schools,  of  sound  mind  and  between  the  ages  of  six 
to  twenty-one. 

Any  person  desiring  to  enter  a  pupil  at  the  school  should 
write  the  president  of  the  school,  staling: 

(1)  Name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  pupil. 

(2>  Name  and  address  of  parents  and  guardians. 

This  is  a  school  not  an  asylum,  or  hospital,  or  refoma- 

lory. 

It  is  strictly  and  solely  a  school.  Its  purpose  is  educa¬ 
tional,  to  give  literary  and  industrial  training  to  deaf  and 
blind  children.  Only  educable  children  of  school  age  will 
be  admitted  and  retained.  Those  attending  school  here 
should  not  be  called  “inmates"  and  "patients,'  or  subjects 
of  charity.  Its  aim  is  to  so  train  and  eech  its  pupils  that 
they  may  lie  able  to  take  their  place  among  the  busy  rank- 
of  their  more  fortunate  brothers  and  lead  useful  and  indt  • 
pendent  lives. 

Proper  Time  for  Admission 

Pupils  are  received  at  any  lime  except  puring  vacation. 
The  best  lime  to  enter  a  child  is  at  the  opening  of  the 
school,  the  middle  of  September.  The  school  term  is  eight 
months  and  it  is  necessary  to  make  each  day's  work  count 
in  order  that  the  school  maintain  its  high  sandard  of  effici¬ 
ency.  Each  pupil  should,  therefore,  he  present  to  begin 
work  promptly  at  the  opening  of  each  session  and  remain 
without  interruption  the  entire  school  term. 

Proper  School  Age 

Parent*  should  endeavor  to  enter  their  children  while 
they  are  young,  it  is  advisable  to  enter  a  child  at  six  year- 
of  age. 

To  parents  who  are  unable  to.  pay.  tution  and  all  other 
expenses  are  without  charge,  except  clothing  and  the  first 
traveling  expenses  Clothing  must  be  provided  by  parents  or 
friends.  The  first  traveling  expenses,  not  paid  by  the 
parents,  are  provided  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  from  which  the  pupil  comes,  \fterwards  this  ex¬ 
pense  i«  met  by  the  state. 

Object  of  tiie  School 

The  state  is  providing  this  school  for  its  deaf  and  blind 
children  acts  with  the  same  motive  (hut  caused  her  to  estab¬ 
lish  her  puhlii  schools,  thul  is  a  desire  to  fit  these  children 
to  become  good  and  useful  citizens.  It  is  found  more  expe¬ 
dient  and  more  economical  to  gather  all  her  deaf  und  blind 
children  into  one  place  than  to  establish  separate  schools  for 
them  throughout  the  state. 

It  is  unexeiisable  for  any  parent  or  gtiuriun  of  un\ 


heulthlv  deaf  or  blind  child  to  keep  the  child  out  of  school 
when  the  state  .has  made  such  liberal  provision  for  their 
education. 

No  child  of  weak  intelligence,  no  child  of  vicious  or  bad 
habits  and  no  child  suffering  from  incurable  disease  will  be 
admitted  into  the  school. 

The  Course  of  Study 

*  The  course  of  study  embraces  the  branches  usually 
taught  in  the  elementary  and  grammar  schools,  with  a  num¬ 
ber  of  high  school  studies  subject  to  change  as  the  peculiar 
wants  of  the  deaf  or  blind  child  require.  The  school  strives 
lo  keep  abreast  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age  and 
nothing  is  left  out  of  the  course  of  study  that  will  be  of 
benefit  to  the  pupil. 

Every  deaf  child  is  given  an  opportunity  as  far  as  possi¬ 
ble  to  learn  speech  and  lip-reading.  Every  possible  effort  is 
made  to  encourage  and  promote  speech. 

Those  in  the  department  for  the  deaf  who  desire  a  high¬ 
er  education  are  prepared  for  admission  to  Callaudet  Col¬ 
lege,  Washington.  D.  C. 

Industrial  training  is  also  given  in  several  branches, 
such  as  printing,  carpentry,  cabinet-making,  painting, 
drawing,  domestic  sceience,  sewing,  broom-maknig,  paino 
tuning,  rug-weaving,  etc. 

Location  of  the  School 

Hie  school  is  located  one  mile  north  of  the  “City  Cates" 
From  the  rear  of  the  buildings  a  beautiful  view  of  the  ocean 
may  be  obtained. 

With  the  beautiful  locution  ami  balmy  fresh  air  from  the 
sea  and  the  pure  artesian  water  from  our  own  well  the 
health  and  happiness  of  the  children  are  assured. 

Miscellaneous 

Letter  day  comes  twice  a  month  at  which  time  a  letter 
is  sent  to  each  parent. 

There  is  no  protracted  Christmas  vucution  as  the  term 
is  only  eight  months,  and  parents  are  earnestly  requested 
not  to  ask  for  the  children  to  visit  home  during  the  ses¬ 
sion. 

School  always  beings  about  the  middle  of  September 
and  closes  about  the  middle  of  May.  when  the  pupils  will 
go  home  for  the  summer  vacation. 

I  In-  government  of  the  school  is  thut  of  a  well-regulated 
family,  and  cureful  attention  is  paid  to  the  health,  man¬ 
ners,  comforts,  and  habits  of  the  pupils  .

A  VISIT  TO  THE  PRINTING  SHOP 

On  November  twelfth  the  pupils  of  Mr.  Williams 
class  went  to  visit  the  Printing  Shop.  Mr.  Julius  Myers, 
the  instructor  of  the  department,  was  glad  to  show  us 
about  the  shop  and  to  explain  the  work  being  done  by 
the  boys. 

Mr.  Myers  has  certain  boys  who  come  to  the  print¬ 
ing  shop  every  week-day  afternoon  from  1 :45  to  4 
o’clock,  except  Saturday  when  they  work  from  B  o’clock 
to  1 1  o’clock  in  the  morning.  The  pupils  are  divided 
into  three  classes,  as  follows:  linotypers,  compositors 
and  pressmen.  Robert  Hoagland,  Charles  McNeilly, 
Warren  Wilson  and  Antonio  Virsida  are  linotypers. 
Dan  Long,  J.  D.  Cumbie,  Edwin  Bledsoe  and  Malcolm 
Webb  are  pressmen.  Robert  Polk,  Clyde  James  and 
Sherwood  Hicks  are  compositors.  Robert  Eichelberger 
and  Sidney  Hoagland  are  learning  typesetting  as  they 
are  beginners. 

A  large  No.  3  Miehle  press  was  added  to  the 
equipment  of  the  printing  shop  last  year,  which  em- 
ables  the  department  to  turn  out  more  and  better  work. 
Other  important  equipment  of  the  shop  is  as  follows: 
Three  type  cabinets,  a  platen  press,  proof  press, 
stapling  machine,  mitering  machine,  paper  cutter, 
slug  cutter  and  two  linotypes. 

The  pupils  of  the  department  have  already  turned 
out  a  lot  of  printing  jobs  this  fall.  Besides  issuing 
the  Herald  each  month  they  have  turned  out  large 
quantities  of  bill  heads,  statements,  letter  heads, 
envelopes,  receipt  blanks,  hospital  report  blanks,  year 
books  and  foot-ball  tickets.  Jobs  yet  to  be  done  are 
the  printing  of  record  books,  Straight  Language  Key 
blanks,  sign  report  blanks  and  job  tickets  for  use  in 
the  shop. 

A  new  and  interesting  feature  of  the  department 
is  the  making  of  engravings  carved  from  linoleum  by 
Mr.  Grow,  the  art  instructor  and  a  teacher  in  the 
Literary  Department.  Imprints  from  these  engravings 
may  be  seen  on  the  covers  of  the  October,  November 
and  December  Heralds.  Of  course  very  fine  line  engrav¬ 
ings  cannot  be  made  in  this  way.  but  coarse  work  can 
be  done  very  attractively.  Metal  engravings  like  those 
t1  at  are  made  of  linoleum  would  have  cost  many 
dollars.  We  are  inclined  to  believe  that  Mr.  Brown 
either  inaugurated  the  idea  or  brought  it  from  the 
Cororado  School  shop. 

No  better  statement  in  praise  of  the  work  done  in 
the  printing  department  can  be  made  than  that  there  are 
young  men  making  good  salarie  in  printing  estab¬ 
lishments  through  out  the  country  who  gained  the 


greater  part  of  their  knowledge  of  the  trade  In  our 
school  shop.  Mr.  Myers,  the  instructor  of  the  shop  and 
a  former  pupil  of  the  school,  has  no  trouble  in  getting 
positions  during  the  summer  vacation  period.  Some 
of  the  former  pupils  who  have  good  positions  are 
Louis  Eigle,  of  Sebring,  Raymond  Sapp.  St.  Cloud,  and 
Raymond  H.  Rou,  of  Miami  who  are  linotypers.  Edgar 
Haslett.  of  New  York,  has  a  splendid  position  as  press¬ 
man.  Charles  Maniure  of  Gainesville,  and  Elzie  Hay  of 
Fort  Meade,  are  first-class  make-up  men.  Willie  Hall, 
of  Jacksonville,  and  Florian  Cal igu i r i .  of  Brooklyn. 
N.  Y.,  have  positions  as  compositors. 

In  behalf  of  the  class,  I  want  to  thank  Mr.  Myers 
for  his  thorough  explanation  of  the  equipment  of  the 
shop  and  of  the  work  being  done  there.  The  operation 
of  the  linotypes  was  very  interesting,  especially  to  the 
girls  who  had  never  seen  one  in  operation.  Our  visit 
was  indeed  a  pleasant  one. — J.  D.  Cumbie. 

THE  DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Domestic  Science  Department  is  housed  in 
three  rooms.  These  rooms  are  the  dining  room,  the  pan¬ 
try  and  the  kitchen.  The  dining  room  is  used  only  for 
special  occasions  such  as  breakfasts  or  luncheons  which 
the  girls  prepare.  This  room  has  a  table,  chairs,  a  buf¬ 
fet  and  serving  table.  The  dishes  and  pots  and  pans 
are  kept  in  the  pantry.  It  has  a  built-in  cupboard  and 
a  sink.  The  kitchen  is  used  for  cooking  and  other  (  lass- 
room  work.  It  has  a  stove,  two  Hoover  tables  with 
stools,  one  large  table  for  washing  dishes,  and  some 
chairs. 

There  are  three  cooking  classes  this  year.  Miss 
Jones  is  the  teacher.  There  are  eleven  girls  in  each  class. 

The  beginning  class  learns  household  rules,  how 
to  wash  dishes,  how  to  set  the  tables,  table  measure¬ 
ments  and  how  to  cook  some  things.  They  have  already 
cooked  mashed  potatoes,  creamed  salmon,  macaroni 
and  several  other  things.  This  class  meets  every  Thurs¬ 
day  afternoon  from  two  to  four  o’clock. 

The  second  class  is  called  the  practical  cooking 
class.  They  have  made  macaroni  and  cheese,  scalloped 
potatoes,  eornmeal  muffins,  salmon  croquettes,  pump¬ 
kin  pie,  and  coffee.  They  cook  every  Friday  afternoon. 

The  advanced  class  learns  menu-making,  food  clas¬ 
sification.  food  combinations,  the  art  of  cooking  and 
the  preparation  of  food.  They  have  made  hash,  mashed 
potatoes,  biscuits,  coffee,  lemon  pie,  string  beans  and 
cornbread.  They  have  also  prepared  one  dinner.  They 
served  fried  chicken,  mashed  potatoes,  creamed  peas.

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General  Information 

This  is  a  school  supported  by  the  State  of  Florida  for 
educating  all  children  within  the  state  whose  defective  sight 
or  hearing  makes  it  impossible  or  difficult  for  them  to  re¬ 
ceive  instruction  in  the  public  school.  To  be  eligible,  a 
child  must  be  too  deaf  or  too  blind  to  be  educated  in  the 
common  schools,  of  sound  mind  and  between  the  ages  of  six 
to  twenty-one. 

Any  person  desiruig  to  enters  pupil  at  the  school  should 
write  the  president  of  the  school,  stating: 

(1)  Name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  pupil. 

(2)  Name  and  address  of  parents  and  guardians. 

This  is  a  school  not  an  asylum,  or  hospital,  or  refoma- 

tory.  . 

It  is  strictly  and  solely  a  school.  Its  purpose  is  educa¬ 
tional,  to  give  literary  and  industrial  training  to  deaf  and 
blind  children.  Only  educable  children  of  school  age  will 
be  admitted  and  retained.  Those  attending  school  here 
should  not  be  called  “inmates”  and  "patients,’  or  subjects 
of  charity.  Its  aim  is  to  so  train  and  etch  its  pupils  that 
they  may  be  able  to  take  their  place  among  the  busy  ranks 
of  their  more  fortunate  brothers  and  lead  useful  and  inde¬ 
pendent  lives. 

Proeer  Time  for  Admission 

Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  except  puring  vacation. 
The  best  time  to  enter  a  child  is  at  tile  opening  of  the 
school,  the  middle  of  September.  The  school  term  is  eight 
months  and  it  is  necessary  to  make  each  day’s  work  count 
in  order  that  the  school  maintain  its  high  sandard  of  effici¬ 
ency.  Each  pupil  should,  therefore,  be  present  to  begin 
work  promptly  at  the  opening  of  each  session  and  remain 
without  interruption  the  entire  school  term.

when  the  state  has  made  such  liberal  provision  for  their 
education. 

No  child  of  weak  intelligence,  no  child  of  vicious  or  bad 
habits  and  no  child  suffering  frem  incurable  disease  will  be 
admitted  into  the  school. 


The  Course  of  Study 

'The  course  of  study  embraces  the  branches  usually 
taught  in  the  elementary  and  grammar  schools,  with  a  num¬ 
ber  of  high  school  studies  subject  to  change  as  the  peculiar 
wants  of  the  deaf  or  blind  child  require.  The  school  strives 
to  ke«.p  abreast  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age  and 
nothing  is  left  out  of  the  course  of  Study  that  will  be  of 
benefit  to  the  pupil. 

Every  deaf  child  is  given  an  opportunity  as  far  as  possi¬ 
ble  to  learn  speech  and  lip-reading.  Every  possible  effort  is 
made  to  encourage  and  promote  speech. 

Those  in  the  department  for  the  deaf  who  desire  a  high¬ 
er  education  are  prepared  for  admission  to  Gallaudet  Col¬ 
lege.  Washington,  D.  C. 

Industrial  training  is  also  given  in  several  branches, 
such  as  printing,  carpentry,  cabinet-making,  painting, 
drawing,  domestic  sceience,  sewing,  broom-maknig.  paino 
tuning,  rug-weaving,  etc. 

Location  of  the  School 

Tlie  school  is  located  one  mile  north  of  the  "Gity  Gates” 
From  the  rear  of  the  buildings  a  beautiful  view  of  the  ocean 
may  be  obtained. 

With  the  beautiful  location  und  balmy  fresh  air  from  the 
sea  and  the  pure  artesian  water  from  our  own  well  the 
health  and  happiness  of  the  children  are  assured. 


Proper  School  Age 

Parents  should  endeavor  to  enter  their  children  while 
they  are  young.  It  is  advisable  to  enter  a  child  at  six  years 
of  age. 

To  parents  who  are  unable  to  pay,  tution  and  all  other 
expenses  are  without  charge,  except  clothing  and  the  first 
traveling  expenses  Clothing  must  be  provided  by  parents  or 
friends.  The  first  traveling  expenses,  not  paid  by  the 
parents,  are  provided  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  from  which  the  pupil  comes.  Afterwards  this  ex¬ 
pense  is  met  by  the  state. 

Ohject  or  the  School 

The  state  ia  providing  this  school  for  its  deaf  and  blind 
children  acts  with  the  same  motive  that  caused  her  to  estab¬ 
lish  her  public  schools,  that  is  a  desire  to  fit  these  children 
to  become  good  and  useful  citizens.  It  is  found  more  expe¬ 
dient  and  more  economical  to  gather  all  her  deaf  and  blind 
children  into  one  place  than  to  establish  separate  schools  for 
them  throughout  the  state. 

It  is  tinexaisablr  for  any  parent  or  gnariun  of  any 


Miscellaneous 

Letter  day  comes  twice  a  month  at  which  lime  a  letter 
is  sent  to  each  parent. 

There  is  no  protracted  Christmas  vacation  as  the  term 
is  only  eight  months,  and  parents  are  earnestly  requested 
not  to  ask  for  the  children  to  visit  home  during  the  ses¬ 
sion. 

School  always  beings  about  the  middle  of  September 
and  closes  about  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  pupils  will 
go  home  for  the  summer  vacation. 

The  government  of  the  school  is  that  of  a  well-regulated 
family,  und  cureful  attention  is  paid  to  the  health,  man¬ 
ners,  comforts,  and  habits  of  the  pupils  . 

All  letters  and  packages  should. lie  sent  in  care  of  the 
president  of  the  school. 

Any  person  sending  the  address  of  a  deaf  or  blind  child, 
not  in  school,  will  be  doing  a  real  service  to  a  class  whose 
lives  need  in  a  peculiar  degree  the  blessing  and  light  of  un 
education.

ATHLETICS — WHY? 


\\  it  kn  the  \\  oi  ld  war  came  and  America  was  called 
upon  to  furnish  her  quota  of  soldiers  it  was  discovered 
that  many  of  our  men  were  not  physically  able  to  take  a 
part.  Naturally  the  question  arose  as  to  the  reason  for 
this.  After  a  careful  study  of  conditions  prior  to  the 
war.  it  was  obvious  that  our  citizens  had  been  giving 
all  their  thoughts  to  comme’ical  success  and  had  neg¬ 
lected  the  training  of  the  body. 

Eminent  psychologists  have  said  that  a  healthy 
body,  although  not  essential,  is  a  strong  factor  in  hav¬ 
ing  a  healthy  mind,  for  many  tests  have  proven  that  as 
the  body  tires  the  mind  tires  in  proportion.  Naturally 
the  more  healthy  the  body,  the  less  quickly  it  will  lire 
and  the  same  attributed  to  tin  mind.  Therefore  the  phy¬ 
sical  development  is  as  essential  to  his  mental  devel¬ 
opment  as  the  curricular  studies  in  which  he  is  in¬ 
structed. 

W  hile  in  the  elementary  schools,  especially,  the 
plav  instinct  of  the  child  naturally  asserts  itself  and 
n.any  ~mal  1  games  are  played  with  utmost  enthusiasm, 
but  by  the  time  the  boy  has  reached  the  secondary 
school  he  has  become  conscious  of  the  fact  that  he  is 
fast  becoming  a  man  and  though  he  may  have  a  long¬ 
ing  to  plav  games  he  will  not  resort  to  the  games  that 
he  played  in  the  elementary  schools  for  fear  others 
may  call  him  childish  while  in  reality  he  wishes  to  be 
considered  a  young  man.  At  this  stage  in  his  life,  or¬ 
ganized  athletics  should  be  made  to  plav  an  important 
part. 

We  have  two  systems  of  physical  development  in 
the  secondary  schools  of  today.  One  is  competitive  ath¬ 
letics.  such  as  football,  basketball,  track,  baseball, 
tennis,  swimming,  boxing,  and  wrestling  and  the  sec¬ 
ond  is  i  lassified  as  physical  education  and  includes 
calisthenics,  gymnastics,  drills,  and  games,  such  as 
volley  ball  and  hand  ball.  etc.  Both  systems  are  es¬ 
sential  to  the  body  building  of  voung  America,  but  tin- 
latter  s\  tem.  that  of  pi  vsical  edu  ation,  is  confined 
to  the  devlopiuent  of  the  body  only,  while  competitive 
athletics  may  dev  lop  many  other  qualities  that  are  to 
be  di  •a  ihsi-t  I  later. 

Competitive  athletics  develop  quickness  of  though 
and  llii-  ability  to  make  decisions.  Members  of  a  win¬ 
ning  team  have  to  be  always  mentally  alert,  ready  in  the 
fraction  of  a  second  to  take  advantage  of  anv  weakness 
that  may  appear  in  the  opponents  defense.  They  learn 


to  make  their  own  decisions  and  to  make  them  quickly. 
In  this  way  athletes  also  help  to  develop  leaders. 

Cood  sportsmanship  is  another  essential  that  is  ac¬ 
quired  through  participating  in  competitive  athletics. 
Teams  should  always  be  coached  to  play  the  gam'e  fair 
and  to  treat  their  opponents  courteously.  Some  pes¬ 
simist  may  sav  that  this  phase  is  not  taught  and  that  all 
athletics  think  of  is  winning  the  game.  A  part  of 
that  is  not  true,  for  all  good  coaches  stress  geod  sport- 
manship  and  fair  play  and  place  those  qualities  above 
winning  a  game.  Of  course,  there  are  some  coaches 
that  may  stress  winning  above  all  else,  but  they  are  in 
the  minority  and  broadminded  people  will  not  con¬ 
demn  sports,  for  the  reason  that  this  bad  minority  of 
coaches  is  gradually  but  surely  being  weeded  out  of  the 
system  of  sports.  The  good  sportmanship  and  fairness 
taught  in  play  will  be  so  instilled  in  the  student  that 
when  he  becomes  a  man  and  enters  a  profession,  his 
ideal  will  be  in  most  instances,  the  same  as  those 
taught  to  him  upon  the  athletic  field.  For  in  business 
he  is  again  in  competition. 

Another  business  feature  of  competitive  athletics  is 
th  cooperation  or  team  work  that  the  participants 
learn.  Any  coach  of  a  sport  that  requires  more  than 
one  participant  knows  that  success  of  the  team  depends 
upon  the  cooperation  of  its  members.  James  E.  I’ixlee. 
Athletic  director  of  George  Washington  University, 
Washington.  I).  C.,  my  college  coach,  made  the  follow¬ 
ing  statement  in  speaking  of  football: 

"Just  give  me  a  team  of  ordinary  ability  that  will 
work  together  and  I  will  win  from  any  team  made  up 
of  individual  stars.” 

Mis  teams  have  won  championships  in  all  branches 
of  athletics  and  those  championships  may  be  attribut¬ 
ed  to  his  ability  in  getting  members  of  the  team  to 
cooperate.  I  lie  individual  members  of  athletic  thus 
taught  to  submerge  their  own  interests  for  the  welfare 
of  the  whole  will  remember  that  as  good  a  policy  to 
follow  when  going  forth  in  the  business  world. 

Again  athletics  encourage  many  boys  to  enter 
school  and  to  remain  not  only  through  the  high  school 
course,  but  to  seek  a  college  education.  Early  states¬ 
men  such  as  Alexander  Hamilton,  John  Jay,  and  De 
Will  (.linton.  realized  that  if  our  unique  democratic 
form  of  government  was  to  he  realized  and  to  be  suc¬ 
cessful.  it  must  do  so  by  the  education  of  its  citizens. 

I  hrough  the  efforts  of  these  and  others,  early  statemen 
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education  betaine  a  public  institution  and  it  was  made 
compulsory  that  children  up  to  a  certain  age,  generally 
sixteen,  must  attend  the  public  schools.  Usually  chil¬ 
dren  after  just  completing  their  elementary  school 
work  when  the  compulsory  attendance  expires  and 
there  has  to  he  some  incentive  to  induce  them  to  con- 
lii  ue  their  curricular  activities  and  athletics  probably 
attract  more  students,  both  girls  and  hoys,  to  con¬ 
tinue  their  school  work  than  any  other  attraction  in  the 
high  schools  of  today.  Ralph  Parks.

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  FOR  OUR  GIRLS 
This  year  we  have  an  organized  plan  for  girls’ 
physical  education.  It  is  working  nicelv  under  the 
supervision  of  Miss  Mary  Mac  Donell.  Miss  MacDonell 


granted  us  an  interview  lately.  We  asked  as  many 
questions  as  we  could  think  of,  beginning  with  ques¬ 
tions  about  the  babies  in  Bloxhain  C  ittage.  Miss  Mac¬ 
Donell  informed  us  that  the  little  ones  are  difficult  to 
teach  because  they  lack  language  and  cannot  lip-read 
a  great  deal.  She  teaches  them  almost  wholly  bv 
“playing  and  showing.  The  children  in  Vvartmann 
are  much  easier  to  superv  ise. 

Some  of  the  intermediate  classes  in  Walker  Hall 
Miss  MacDonell  meets  after  ten  o'clock  each  morning. 
Then  she  takes  the  advanced  girls  by  groups  in  the 
afternoon.  She  teaches  exercises,  games,  and  folk 
dances. 

“Have  you  good  basketball  material  among  vour 
older  girls?,  one  of  the  boys  asked. 

“Yes,  Miss  MacDonell  answered.  “We  plan  to 
have  a  few  games.  I  have  written  letters  to  Jacksonv  ille. 
Green  Cove  Springs,  and  Palalka  teams. ' 

“Tell  us  about  your  work  among  the  blind  girls,” 
said  Reba. 

“I  give  them  dancing,  pyramid  building,  and  such 
things.” 

“Have  they  a  good  sense  of  rhythm.  Miss  Mac¬ 
Donell?”  This  question  was  from  Reba,  too. 

“Yes,  they  have.” 

One  of  the  boys  then  asked  if  it  were  hard  for 
them  to  hold  their  balance.  Miss  MacDonell  said  that 
it  was.  When  the  deaf  girls  balance  themselves  they 
look  steadily  at  an  object  or  at  the  teacher.  The  blind 
girls  cannot  do  this,  but  they  develop  a  sense  of  equi¬ 
librium  through  practice. 

The  girls  are  very  happy  in  their  physical  educa¬ 
tion  classes,  both  the  deaf  girls  and  the  blind  girls. 
Miss  MacDonell  enjoys  her  work.  Tbe  program  is 
well  started,  and  in  all  we  anticipate  a  most  successful 
year  in  this  department. — Bessie  Henderson.

This  is  a  school  supported  by  the  State  of  Florida  for 
educating  all  children  within  the  state  whose  defective  sight 
or  hearing  makes  it  impossible  or  difficult  for  them  to  re¬ 
ceive  instruction  in  the  public  school.  To  be  eligible,  a 
child  must  be  too  deaf  or  too  blind  to  be  educated  in  the 
common  schools,  of  sound  mind  and  between  the  ages  of  six 
to  twenty-one. 

Any  person  desiring  to  enter  a  pupil  at  the  school  should 
write  the  president  of  the  school,  stating: 

111  Name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  pupil. 

(2l  Name  and  address  of  parents  and  guardians. 

This  is  a  school  not  an  asylum,  or  hospital,  or  refoma- 

tory- 

It  is  strictly  and  solely  a  school.  Its  purpose  is  educa¬ 
tional,  to  give  literary  and  industrial  training  to  deaf  anil 
blind  children.  Only  educable  children  of  school  age  will 
be  admitted  and  retained.  Those  attending  school  here 
should  not  be  called  “inmates”  and  "patients,’  or  subjects 
of  charity.  Its  aim  is  to  so  train  and  eich  its  pupils  that 
they  may  lie  able  to  take  their  place  among  the  busy  ranks 
of  their  more  fortunate  brothers  and  lead  useful  and  inde¬ 
pendent  lives. 

Proper  Time  for  Admission 

Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  except  poring  vacation. 
The  best  lime  to  enter  a  child  is  at  the  opening  of  the 
school,  the  middle  of  September.  The  school  term  is  eight 
months  and  it  is  necessary  to  make  each  day's  work  count 
in  order  that  the  school  maintain  its  high  sandard  of  effici¬ 
ency.  Each  pupil  should,  therefore,  be  present  to  begin 
work  promptly  at  the  opening  of  each  session  and  remain 
without  interruption  the  entire  school  term.

No  child  of  weak  intelligence,  no  child  of  vicious  or  bad 
habits  and  no  child  suffering  fr<  m  incurable  disease  will  be 
admitted  into  the  school. 


The  Course  of  Study 

The  course  of  study  embraces  the  branches  usually 
taught  in  the  elementary  and  grammar  schools,  with  a  num¬ 
ber  of  high  school  studies  subject  to  change  as  the  peculiar 
wants  of  the  deaf  or  blind  child  require.  The  school  strives 
to  ke>.p  abreast  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age  and 
nothing  is  left  out  of  the  course  of  study  that  will  he  of 
benefit  to  the  pupil. 

Every  deaf  child  is  given  an  opportunity  as  far  us  possi¬ 
ble  to  learn  speech  and  lip-reading.  Every  possible  effort  is 
made  to  encourage  and  promote  speech. 

Those  in  the  department  for  the  deaf  who  desire  a  high¬ 
er  education  are  prepared  for  admission  to  Gallaudet  Col¬ 
lege,  Washington,  I).  C. 

Industrial  training  is  also  given  in  several  brunches, 
such  as  printing,  carpentry,  cabinet-making,  painting, 
drawing,  domestic  sceience,  sewing,  broom-maknig,  paino 
timing,  rug-weaving,  etc. 


Location  of  the  School 

Tile  school  is  located  one  mile  north  of  the  “City  Gates” 
From  the  rear  of  the  buildings  a  beautiful  view  of  i!.c  ocean 
may  be  obtained. 

With  the  beautiful  location  and  balmy  fresh  air  from  the 
sea  and  the  pure  artesian  water  from  our  own  well  the 
health  and  happiness  of  the  children  arc  assured. 


Proper  School  \c;k 

Parents  should  endeavor  to  enter  tlu-ir  children  while 
they  are  young.  It  is  advisable  to  enter  a  child  at  six  years 
of  age. 

To  parents  who  are  unable  to  pay,  lution  and  all  other 
expenses  are  without  charge,  except  clothing  und  the  first 
traveling  expenses  Clothing  must  be  provided  by  parents  or 
friends.  The  first  traveling  expenses,  not  paid  by  the 
parents,  are  provided  by  the  county  commissioners  of  tin- 
county  from  which  the  pupil  comes.  Mterwurds  this  ex¬ 
pense  is  met  by  the  state.

The  stale  is  providing  this  school  for  its  deuf  and  blind 
children  acts  with  the  same  motive  that  caused  her  to  estuh 
I  j -I*  her  public  schools,  (but  is  a  desire  to  lit  these  children 
t«  Ih-i  onie  good  and  useful  citizens.  It  is  found  more  expe¬ 
dient  and  more  economical  to  gather  all  her  deaf  and  blind 
children  into  one  place  than  to  establish  separate  schools  for 
them  throughout  the  state.

There  is  no  protracted  Christmas  vacation  us  the  term 
is  only  eight  months,  and  parents  are  earnestly  requested 
not  to  ask  for  the  children  to  visit  home  during  the  ses¬ 
sion. 

School  always  beings  about  the  middle  of  September 
and  closes  about  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  pupils  wi'l 
go  home  for  the  summer  vacation.

the  twenty-second  of  February  approaches  our 

thoughts  naturally  turn  to  the  Father  of  our  Coun¬ 
try;  and  we  pause  to  think  of  the  noble  life  of  service 
he  gave  to  America,  and  to  review  in  our  minds  the 
seven  years  of  struggle  through  which  he  led  our 
armies  in  the  war  for  independence. 

The  English  colonies,  planted  on  the  eastern  shore 
of  North  America,  wished  to  think  and  act  independ¬ 
ently  of  the  mother  country.  They  resented  her  un¬ 
just  laws  restricting  trade  and  manufacture,  and  her 
claim  to  the  right  of  taxing  them  without  their  con¬ 
sent.  Their  experience  in  the  French  and  Indian  War 
had  taught  them  that  they  had  soldiers  who  could 
fight  as  well  as  the  British  regulars,  and  statemen 
who  were  better  able  to  guide  the  affairs  of  the  colonies 
than  the  English  governors.  When  the  English  re¬ 
fused  to  change  their  oppressive  course  toward  the 
colonies,  and  to  listen  to  their  petition  for  justice, 
they  decided  to  fight  for  their  rights. 

The  war  opened  April  19th,  1775.  On  the  night 
of  the  18th,  Paul  Revere  made  his  famous  midnight 
ride,  calling  on  the  people  to  defend  their  homes. 
The  next  day,  the  first  martyrs  of  the  revolution  laid 
down  their  lives  on  the  village  green  of  Lexington. 

Every  man  who  could  carry  a  gun  rushed  to  the 
field  at  the  first  alarm;  while  the  women  at  home, 
left  to  endure  the  privations  of  war,  expressed  their 
patriotism  by  their  great  self-sacrifice.  The  colonies 
broke  loose  from  the  royal  authority  and  the  Re¬ 
volutionary  War  began. 

How  the  hearts  of  the  Americans,  crowded  on  the 
roofs  of  the  Boston  buildings,  must  have  thrilled  as 
they  saw  their  untried  soldiers  repulse  the  British 
veterans  at  the  Battle  of  Bunker  Hill. 

On  July  3rd,  Washington  was  made  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  Americans.  He  set  to  work  at  once  im¬ 
proving  and  equipping  his  army,  and  at  the  same 
time  shut  the  British  up  in  Boston. 

In  March  1776,  the  Americans  built  earthworks 
overlooking  the  city,  and  the  English,  realizing  the 
hopelessness  of  their  position,  set  sail  for  Halifax 
to  the  great  relief  of  the  inhabitants  of  Boston. 

Later  in  the  year  came  the  campaign  near  New 
York,  followed  by  the  retreat  through  New  Jersey. 
After  three  weeks  of  fight,  with  the  enemy  closely 
pursuing,  and  the  soldiers  suffering  every  privation. 


the  Americans  escaped  across  the  Del  ware,  taking  the 
boats  with  them.  The  British  could  not  cross  until 
the  river  was  frozen.  Many  of  the  patriots  were  bare¬ 
foot  and  ragged;  ail  were  disheartened.  It  was  a 
time  of  discouragement  throughout  the  whole  nation. 
Vet  even  now  Washington’s  sublime  faith  never  failed 
him. 

The  brilliant  victories  of  Trenton  and  Princeton 
sent  a  glow'  of  hope  throughout  the  country,  and  gave 
to  all  confidence  to  face  the  new  year. 

1775  brought  fresh  disasters,  for,  while  Bur- 
goyne’s  invasion  was  checked,  and  a  brilliant  victory 
achieved  in  New  England.  Washington  lost  two  battles 
in  the  Pennsylania  campaign,  and  Philadelphia  and 
the  forts  on  the  Delaware  were  taken. 

Then  came  the  terrible  winter  at  Valley  Forge. 
One  day  during  this  period  of  deepest  despondency. 
Washington  was  found  kneeling  in  the  wood,  his 
check  wet  with  tears,  praying  for  the  deliverance  of 
his  country. 

In  the  spring  Benjamin  Franklin  secured  aid  from 
France. 

In  the  next  three  years,  the  war  was  carried  on 
chiefly  in  the  south,  where  General  Greene,  with  the 
help  of  Lee,  Pickens,  Marion,  and  Sumpter,  prac¬ 
tically  rid  Georgia  and  the  Carol inas  from  the  British. 

At  last  the  end  came.  On  October  19th,  1781,  the 
proud  army  of  Cornwallis  laid  down  their  arms  at 
Yorktown,  and  America  was  free! 

Throughout  the  terrible  struggle  with  England  and 
the  tremendous  task  of  laying  the  foundation  of  the 
republic,  Washington  was  the  guiding  spirit.  He 
seemed  to  have  superhuman  wisdom.  His  clear  vision 
penetrated  the  dim  veil  of  uncertainty  that  hung  over 
the  future;  and  he  met  diplomatic  difficulties  abroad, 
and  financial  difficulties  at  home,  with  unerring  judg¬ 
ment.  Above  all  he  had  built  his  house  upon  a 
Rock,  and  the  fiercest  storm  could  not  shake  it. 

From  the  harbor  of  New  York  the  statue  of  Liberty 
sends  the  rays  of  its  lamp  over  the  dark  Atlantic, 
guiding  ships  from  all  nations  to  a  safe  haven;  so 
the  torch  of  freedom  which  Washington  lit  has  sent 
its  gleam  to  the  darkest  parts  of  the  world;  and 
one  by  one,  the  peoples  of  the  earth  have  thrown  off 
the  yokes  of  tyrants,  and  come  out  into  the  broad 
day  of  liberty. —  Beatrice  David.

Maurice  Shouppe,  Everitt  Johns  and  Lawrence 
Jones  are  being  instructed  in  both  the  theory  and  the 
practice  of  painting,  varnishing,  enameling  and  stain¬ 
ing.  They  are  now  enameling  beds  from  the  dor¬ 
mitories.  and  have  enough  of  them  to  keep  busy  for 
quite  a  while. 

Some  of  the  work  that  has  been  done  by  the  paint¬ 
ers  is  as  follows:  I  hey  have  painted  the  walls  and 
stained  the  woodwork  of  the  Service  Building,  painted 
and  repaired  with  putty  the  window  sashes  in  Walker 
Hull,  painted  the  roof  of  one  of  the  dormitories  and 
refinished  chairs  for  the  blind  department.  There 
are  nineteen  tables  being  made  in  the  carpentry  shop 
which  will  be  stained  and  varnished  by  the  painters. 

Mr.  Mourey  told  us  the  names  of  some  of  the  things 


Department 

used  in  making  paints  and  varnishes.  Paint  which 
is  used  for  outside  work  is  made  of  white  lead,  lin¬ 
seed  oil  and  turpentine,  while  paint  which  is  used  for 
inside  work  is  made  of  ingredient  which  give  it  less 
gloss.  Calcimine  and  other  wall  paints  which  are 
mixed  with  water  are  made  mostly  of  white  clay 
which  is  dug  out  of  the  ground.  Enamels  are  made 
of  zinc,  varnish,  and  stains  and  color  pigments.  We 
learned  that  some  of  the  largest  brushes  used  are 
made  from  the  bristles  of  a  Russian  hog,  and  that 
the  bristles  are  hollow  and  hold  the  paint  much  like 
a  fountain  pen. 

We  enjoyed  the  trip  to  the  paint  shop  and  appre¬ 
ciate  all  of  the  valuable  information  given  to  us  by 
Mr.  Mourey. — Leroy  Echols.

DEPARTMENT  OF  ART 

Our  classes  in  art  were  organized  last  fall.  Mr. 
Grow  gave  an  art  test  and  chose  children  hav  ing  talent. 
No  child  without  talent  is  studying  in  this  department. 

Mr.  Grow  carries  on  the  work  in  three  divisions. 
Division  A  is  made  up  of  small  boys  and  girls.  They 
have  lessons  in  key  line,  from  which  they  develop 
animals  and  fowls.  They  are  grasping  lines  and 
wholes  well.  Group  B  consists  of  fifteen  older  girls. 
The  girls  are  studying  design  and  harmony  of  colors. 
The  work  is  applicable  to  such  practical  things  as 
pillows,  scarfs,  dresses,  and  so  on.  We  saw  some 
beautiful  bits  of  work  which  this  division  had  done. 
In  Division  C  are  the  older  boys,  who  are  having 
lessons  in  perspective.  They  are  studying  the  vanish¬ 
ing  point. 

Some  interesting  work  has  been  done  in  linoleum 
blocking,  although  this  kind  of  work  is  very  intricate. 
Mr.  Grow'  supervises  the  work  very  carefully.  So  far, 
the  boys  who  do  it  have  made  only  three  cuts,  but 
they  have  been  beautiful.  Charles  McNeilly,  L.  E. 
Jennings,  and  Warren  Wilson  were  the  artists.  The 
prints  were  used  on  the  Herald. 

Each  class  meets  once  a  week  for  one  hour.  Mr. 
Grow  has  nice  equipment,  and  every  child  has  suf¬ 
ficient  paper,  colors,  and  such  things. 

We  think  that  Mr.  Grow  deserves  much  praise  for 
having  accomplished  what  he  has  in  such  a  short  time. 
Each  class  has  done  a  great  deal  of  work,  of  a  type 
that  has  been  worthwhile,  too.  In  this  department  is 
a  great  deal  of  youthful  talent.  We  just  hope  that  Mr. 
Grow  will  stay  with  us  and  continue  the  work  which 
he  has  begun,  although  he  is  so  talented  that  he  might 
easily  enter  the  field  of  commecial  art.  We  asked  him 
if  he  might  do  that  some  day.  He  smiled  and  said 
that  he  did  not  know.

The  helpers  are  Mr.  Sizemore,  Gorham 
Wright,  Walter  Melton,  Albert  Reeves,  Herman  Gordon 
and  Elwood  O'Brien.  Mr.  Sizemore  and  Gorham  Wright 
have  held  their  positions  for  several  years,  while  the 
younger  assistants  joined  the  staff  last  fall. 

During  the  vacation  period  the  General  Foreman 
and  one  or  two  assistants  do  mueh  interior  work  at  the 
various  buildings  which  could  not  be  done  while 
school  is  in  session.  The  plastering  on  the  walls  and 
ceilings  of  some  of  the  school  rooms  and  halls  usually 


needs  repairing,  doors  and  windows  need  to  be  adjusted 
are  needed  to  divide  rooms,  parts  of  the  water  and 
sewer  systems  become  defective  and  need  to  be  replaced 
the  electric  bell  system  usually  needs  checking,  while 
the  electric  lighting  system  is  always  in  need  of  exten¬ 
sion  and  repairs. 

While  school  is  in  session  the  major  part  of  the 
General  Foreman’s  work  is  devoted  to  such  things  as 
can  be  done  and  will  not  interfere  with  school  room 
procedure.  Some  of  the  jobs  that  have  been  done 
since  school  began  are:  The  building  of  a  bleaching 
house  for  the  blind  department,  in  which  broom-cane 
is  bleached,  electric  wiring  of  new  sewing  machines 
for  the  sewing  department  and  a  broom-cane  seeding 
machine  for  the  blind  department,  repairing  a  section 
of  the  boiler  of  the  heating  system,  repairing  electric 
irons  and  switches  at  the  laundry,  repairing  leaks  in 
the  roofs  of  various  buildings,  and  the  running  of  a 
new  gas  line  to  the  new  Miehele  printing  press. 

The  boys  who  help  with  such  work  as  listed  above 
naturally  acquire  considerble  skill  in  the  proper 
handling  of  various  tools  and  learn  the  way  such  work 
should  be  properly  done.  Merely  learning  the  names 
of  the  tools  used  and  the  technical  expressions  used  in 
describing  how  the  jobs  were  done  is  invaluable  to 
the  boys,  many  of  whom  will  do  this  sort  of  work  as  a 
trade  after  they  leave  school. 

The  work  done  by  the  General  Foreman  at  the 
institution  does  not  attract  especial  attention  from  the 
majority  of  employees  and  pupils.  However,  if  Mr. 
Hogle  and  his  staff  should  “Come  up  missing”  at  the 
school  for  a  series  of  roll  calls,  many  surprising 
things  would  happen.  They  might  he  compared  to  the 
mother  of  a  large  family,  because  their  work  is  never 
done. — Reported  by  Mr.  Williams’  Class.

K.  M.  in  the  Pelican  asks  the  question  “W  hy  is 
algebra  a  college  entrance  requirement  at  Gallau- 
det?  We  cannot  answer  the  question,  but  we  do  agree 
with  the  college *lhat  algebra  should  be  required  for 
college  entrance.  It  was  our  pleasure  for  a  number  of 
years  to  prepare  candidates  for  college  in  the  matter 
of  their  algebra. 

Beside  being  a  subject  for  mental  discipline,  it 
also  serves  to  some  extend  as  a  mental  lest.  We  con¬ 
fess,  however,  that  there  are  probably  many  students 
who  could  go  to  the  college  and  get  along  very  well 
if  it  were  not  for  the  fact  that  they  did  not  understand 
other  mathematics  and  algebra  very  well.  We  found  it 
almost  universally  true,  however,  that  a  student  who 
was  able  to  take  up  the  study  of  algebra  and  pass  the 
entrance  examination  successfully  and  really  under¬ 
stood  what  algebra  wras  about  was  able  to  pursue 
his  course  in  college  successfully  and  press  on  to 
graduation. 

I  here  are  a  certain  number  of  other  subjects,  how¬ 
ever,  which  the  college  requires  th—  can  be  passed  by 
hard  study  and  yet  the  youngsters  may  not  have  the 
ability  to  figure  out  or  think  the  thing  through  for 
themselves.  Some  of  these  subjects  can  be  mastered 
in  a  sort  of  parrot  fashion,  but  if  a  pupil  is  to  under- 
'-land  algebra  and  can  think  out  such  problems  as  are 
put  to  him  on  examination,  the  chances  are  his  mental- 
itv  i>  such  that  he  will  be  able  to  continue  in  college 
and  graduate. 

\  number  of  years  ago  the  college  sent  out  word 
•  hat  it  did  not  wish  the  schools  to  encourage  pupils  to 
go  to  college  unless  the  school  itself  felt  that  the  pupil 
was  mentally  equipped  to  do  college  work  from 
beginning  to  cud.  Algebra  is  one  of  those  remaining 
subjects  which  lest  a  student’s  ability  to  think  for 
himself.  I  hi-  college  must  have  some  standard  to 
gage  the  student  s  ability  to  go  through  college  if  it 
wishes  to  encourage  only  pupil  of  that  calibre.

General  Information 

This  is  a  school  supported  by  the  State  of  Florida  for 
educating  all  children  within  the  state  whose  defective  sight 
or  hearing  mak.o  it  imp  >ssible  or  difficult  for  them  to  re¬ 
ceive  instruction  in  the  public  school.  To  be  eligible,  a 
child  must  be  too  deaf  or  too  blind  to  be  educated  in  the 
common  schools,  of  sound  mind  and  between  the  ages  of  six 
to  twenty-one. 

Any  person  desiring  to  enter  a  pupil  at  the  school  should 
write  the  president  of  the  school,  staling: 

(It  Name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  pupil. 

(2»  Name  and  address  of  parents  and  guardians. 

ibis  is  a  school  not  an  asylum,  or  hospital,  or  refoma- 

tory. 

It  is  strictly  and  solely  a  school.  Its  purpose  is  educa¬ 
tional,  to  give  literary  and  industrial  training  to  deaf  and 
blind  children.  Only  educable  children  of  school  age  will 
he  admitted  and  retained.  Those  attending  school  here 
should  not  be  called  “inmates”  and  “patients,’  or  subjects 
of  charity.  Its  aim  is  to  so  train  and  eich  its  pupils  that 
they  may  be  able  to  take  their  place  among  the  busy  ran' s 
of  their  more  fortunate  brothers  and  lead  useful  and  inde¬ 
pendent  lives. 


Proper  Time  for  Admission 
Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  except  puring  vacation. 
The  best  time  to  enter  a  child  is  at  the  opening  of  the 
school,  the  middle  of  September.  The  school  term  is  eight 
months  and  it  is  necessary  to  make  each  day’s  work  count 
in  order^  that  the  school  maintain  its  high  sandard  of  effici¬ 
ency.  Each  pupil  should,  therefore,  be  present  to  begin 
work  promptly  at  the  opening  of  each  session  and  remain 
without  interruption  the  entire  school  term. 


PnoPER  School  Ace 

Parents  should  endeavor  to  enter  their  children  while 
they  are  young.  It  is  advisable  to  enter  a  child  at  six  years 

of  age. 

To  parents  who  arc  unable  to  pay,  union  and  all  other 
expenses  are  without  charge,  except  clothing  and  the  first 
traveling  expenses  (.lothing  must  be  provided  by  parents  or 
friends.  I  he  first  traveling  expenses,  not  paid  by  the 
parents,  are  provided  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  from  which  the  pupil  comes.  Afterwards  this  ex¬ 
pense  is  met  by  the  state. 


Object  op  the  School 

The  state  is  providing  this  school  for  its  deaf  and  'blind 
f.  ,  ,  n  ,c**  "hli  the  sami-  motive  that  caused  her  to  estah- 
li-h  hrr  public  schools,  that  is  a  desire  to  fit  these  children 
to  become  good  and  useful  citizens.  It  is  found  more  expe- 
dient  and  more  economical  to  gather  all  her  deaf  and  blind 
children  into  one  place  than  to  establish  sepuratc  schools  for 
them  throughout  the  state. 

It  is  un'-xcusable  for  any  parent  or  guarian  of  an\ 
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healthly  deaf  or  blind  child  to  keep  the  child  out  of  school 
when  the  state  .has  made  such  liberal  provision  for  their 
education. 

No  child  of  weak  intelligence,  no  child  of  vicious  or  bad 
habits  and  no  child  suffering  frr  m  incurable  disease  will  be 
admitted  into  the  school.

The  Course  of  Study 

The  course  of  study  embraces  the  branches  usually 
taught  in  the  elementary  and  grammar  schools,  with  a  num¬ 
ber  of  high  school  studies  subject  to  change  as  the  peculiar 
wants  of  the  deaf  or  blind  child  require.  The  school  strives 
to  ke.p  abreast  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age  and 
nothing  is  left  out  of  the  course  of  study  that  will  he  of 
benefit  to  the  pupil. 

Every  deaf  child  is  given  an  opportunity  as  far  as  possi¬ 
ble  to  learn  speech  and  lip-reading.  Every  possible  effort  is 
made  to  encourage  and  promote  speech. 

Those  in  the  department  for  the  deaf  who  desire  a  high¬ 
er  education  are  prepared  for  admission  to  Gallaudel  Col¬ 
lege,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Industrial  training  is  also  given  in  several  branches, 
such  as  printing,  carpentry,  cabinet-making,  painting, 
drawing,  domestic  sceience,  sewing,  broom-maknig,  paino 
tuning,  rug-weaving,  etc. 


Location  of  the  School 

The  school  is  located  one  mile  north  of  the  “City  Gates" 
From  the  rear  of  the  buildings  a  beautiful  view  of  the  ocean 
may  he  obtained. 

With  the  heau’iful  location  and  balm>  fresh  air  from  the 
sea  and  the  pure  artesian  water  from  our  own  well  the 
health  and  happiness  of  the  children  are  assured.

Letter  day  comes  twice  a  month  at  which  time  a  letter 

is  sent  to  each  parent. 

There  is  no  protracted  Christmas  vacation  as  the  term 
is  only  eight  months,  and  parents  are  earnestly  requested 
not  to  ask  for  the  children  to  visit  home  during  the  ses¬ 
sion. 

School  always  beings  about  the  middle  of  September 
and  closes  about  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  pupils  will 
go  home  for  the  summer  vacation. 

I’he  government  of  the  school  is  that  of  a  well-regulated 
family,  and  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  health,  man¬ 
ners,  comforts,  and  habits  of  the  pupils  . 

All  letters  and  packages  should  he  sent  in  care  of  the 
president  of  the  school. 

Any  person  sending  the  address  of  a  deaf  or  blind  child, 
not  in  school,  will  be  doing  a  real  service  to  a  class  whose

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THE  PONCE  DE  LEON  CELEBRATION 

St.  Augustine  had  the  Ponce  de  Leon  Celebration  on 
the  2nd,  3rd,  and  4th  of  April.  It  was  a  beautiful 
pageant.  It  was  about  Ponce  de  Leon,  who  discover¬ 
ed  Florida,  and  Menendez  who  founded  St.  Augustine. 

On  the  first  day  of  the  Celebration  Ponce  de  Leon 
sailed  from  Cuba  in  a  vessel  with  some  of  his  friends 
and  soldiers  and  discovered  Florida.  He  saw  many 
flowers  and  trees  with  fruit  and  blossoms  on  them.  He 
saw  the  Indians  in  an  Indian  village. 

Ponce  de  Leon  was  a  Spaniard  and  he  was  an  old 
man.  He  came  to  this  coast  in  1513. 

The  Indians  were  red  men  with  feathers  on  their 
heads.  They  told  Ponce  de  Leon  about  a  wonderful 
fountain  of  youth  and  they  told  him  if  he  would  bathe 
in  it,  he  would  become  young  again.  He  looked  and 
looked  for  it  but  he  could  not  find  it  and  at  last  he 
and  his  soldiers  and  friends  sailed  back  to  Cuba. 

In  the  Celebration  the  Queen  and  her  sixteen  ladies- 
in-waiting  rode  in  gilded  coaches  to  the  court  and  the 
Queen  sat  on  her  throne.  The  Queen’s  jester  attended 
her  and  he  introduced  the  sixteen  ladies-in-waiting  to 
her  also  the  Grandees. 

The  Queen  was  dressed  in  a  beautiful  white  velvet 
robe.  She  had  two  tiny  pages,  who  carried  her  train. 
The  sixteen  ladies-in-waiting  were  dressed  in  beautiful 
red,  white,  blue,  black,  yellow,  green  and  purple  robes 
with  black  mantillas  on  their  heads. 

On  the  second  day  of  the  C  lebrution  a  Spanish 
general  named  Menendez  came  and  founded  St.  Au¬ 
gustine.  He  came  in  1565  and  had  many  soldiers  and 
they  built  Fort  San  Marco,  the  old  city  gates  and  a  few 
houses. 

The  Indians  did  not  like  the  Spaniards  and  they 
fought  them  fiercely. 

On  the  third  day  of  the  celebration  there  was  the 
change  of  flags:  That  means  that  the  Spaniards  dis¬ 
covered  Florida  and  claimed  it  for  Spain  and  they  put 
the  Spanish  flag  up  to  wave  over  Florida.  The  French 
heard  about  Florida  and  they  made  a  settlement  in 
Florida.  After  awhile  it  belonged  to  England  and  then 
to  Spain  again.  At  last  the  United  States  bought  Flor¬ 
ida  from  Spain  and  raised  our  flag  to  wave  over  it  for¬ 
ever. 

Saturday  night  we  had  a  fine  display  of  fireworks 
on  the  Fort  Green  and  we  enjoyed  it  very  much.  We 
had  a  delightful  time.

THOMAS  A.  EDISON 

Thomas  A.  Edison,  one  of  the  world’s  most  famous 
electrical  wizards,  was  born  in  Milan,  Ohio,  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  10,  1847. 

Edison  spent  the  greater  part  of  his  bovhood  in 
Port  Huron,  Michigan,  and  began  his  career  as  a  news¬ 
boy  on  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway.  While  working  on 
the  train,  he  became  interested  in  a  small  laboratorv 
in  a  compartment  of  a  baggage  car.  His  experiments 
were  ruined  by  turning  over  a  bottle  of  phophorus 
which  set  fire  to  the  car  and  lost  him  his  job.  His  next 
step  was  to  study  telegraphy.  After  working  a  number 
of  years  as  a  telegrapher,  he  began  to  devote  his  entire 
time  to  inventing. 

The  work  of  Edison  includes  so  many  great  inven¬ 
tions  on  which  great  businesses  have  been  built  that  he. 
himself,  hardly  knows  which  is  his  greatest  achieve¬ 
ment.  His  name  is  familiar  in  every  household,  be¬ 
cause  he  has  applied  and  developed  to  new  uses  so 
many  principles  which  other  men  have  established,  in

When  a  task  is  completed,  Edison  seeks  a  vacation, 
so  that  he  can  rest  before  beginning  work  on  devices. 
He  is  working  now  on  a  process  for  extracting  rubber 
from  goldenrod  and  other  weeds  so  that  the  United 
States  will  not  have  to  depend  upon  foreign  countries 
for  its  rubber  supply. 

The  number  of  Edison's  patents  is  more  than  2,500; 
about  1,400  of  these  are  registered  in  the  United  States, 
and  nearly  1,200  in  other  countries.  His  laboratories 
and  factories  can  be  found  in  Orange,  New  Jersey,  a 
few  miles  west  of  New  York  City. 

Edison  belongs  not  to  the  United  States,  hut  to  the 
world.  Since  his  genius  became  known,  many  nations 
have  honored  him.  While  he  appreciates  the  honors 
bestowed  on  him  he  will  never  wear  medals,  for  a 
characteristic  of  Edison  is  his  dislike  of  display. 

Edison  is  now  in  his  eighty-third  year.  He  is  a 
winter  resident  of  Florida  and  has  a  small  laboratory 
in  Fort  Myers.  Recently  Rollins  College  honored  itself 
by  conferring  an  honorary  degree  upon  Edison.  All 
Florida  is  proud  of  him.  Wakken  Wilson.

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OUR  PART  IN  THE  PONCE  1)E  LEON 
CELEBRATION 

The  yearly  Ponce  de  Leon  Celebration  was  held  on 
April  the  second,  the  third,  and  the  fourth.  In  1513 
Ponce  de  Leon  discovered  our  peninsula.  Later  the 
French  took  possession.  In  1565  Pedro  Menendez, 
who  was  Spaniard,  came  and  founded  St.  Augustine. 

The  first  day  of  the  celebration  Ponce  de  Leon 
came  with  his  attendants,  priests,  and  Spanish  soldiers. 
The  program  opened  at  nine-thirty  when  the  caravel 
landed,  the  Indians  living  in  a  nearby  village  met  the 
new  arrivals,  who  knell  and  thanked  God  for  their  safe 
voyage.  Then  Ponce  de  Leon  met  the  Indian  chief  and 
soon  made  friends  with  the  Indians.  We  boys  did  not 
do  much  that  day,  for  we  only  accompanied  Ponce  de 
Leon.  We  were  in  the  parade  later,  however. 

That  evening's  program  consisted  of  the  court  scene 
which  portrayed  Ponce  de  Leon’s  return  to  Spain.  He 
reported  his  discovery  to  the  queen,  who  gave  a  ball 
in  his  honor.  We  soldiers  attended  that  also.  We  drill¬ 
ed  before  the  queen.  After  the  fete,  we  formed  part  of 
the  parade  which  led  the  way  to  the  A1  azar  Hotel, 
where  the  queen’s  ball  was  to  be  held. 

The  second  day  Menendez  came  to  drive  out  the 
French.  He  made  peace  with  the  Indians.  We  acted 
as  his  troops,  again  joining  in  the  parade  after  the 
pageant. 

On  the  third  day  the  change  of  flags  took  place.  We 
were  first  on  the  program,  marching  to  the  center  of 
the  pole  of  the  Fort  Green  to  raise  the  Spanish  flag. 
As  the  detail  of  our  company  hoisted  the  flag  the  Span¬ 
ish  National  anthem  was  played.  The  French  troop 
followed  us  and  raised  their  flag.  Third  came  the  Eng¬ 
lish  and  last  the  American.  The  band  played  “Co¬ 
lumbia,  the  Gem  of  the  Ocean  ’  when  the  Stars  and 
Stripes  went  up.  Then  our  Spanish  commander  sur¬ 
rendered  control  to  tlje  American  general;  the  foreign 
flags  were  lowered;  and  a  big  American  flag  was  raised 
as  “The  Star  Spangled  Banner”  was  played.  After  the 
program  wre  fell  into  line  for  the  third  and  last  parade 
of  the  celebration. 

Each  day  the  hundreds  of  spectators  applauded  by 
clapping  their  hands  for  the  hearing  characters  and 
by  waving  their  handkerchiefs  at  us.  Thirty-six  of  our 
hoys  made  up  the  Spanish  troop.  We  heard  that  many 
complimentary  things  were  said  about  the  part  we  play¬ 
ed.  We  felt  grateful. — Khaleel  Kalal.

When 
wre  arrived,  wre  found  a  great  many  colored  people 
waiting  for  the  boats  to  come  in.  They  were  lined 
up  around  large  tables.  They  had  been  waiting  about 
two  hours.  We  watched  for  the  boats  until  the  twi¬ 
light  changed  to  darkness  and  the  lights  were  turned 
on  on  the  pier. 

Finally,  we  were  told  that  the  fisherman  had  had 
poor  luck  that  day  and  would  stay  out  all  night.  We 
watched  some  men  who  were  preparing  to  put  out. 
They  sent  ice  into  a  grinder  and  then  poured  pounds 
and  pounds  of  fine  ice  into  the  boat  below  deck.  The 
ice  looked  like  snow'.  It  was  to  preserve  the  shrimps 
in  case  the  fishermen  had  to  stay  out  for  two  or  three 
days.  During  the  full  season  the  boats  never  carry 
ice  because  they  return  every  evening.  Above  deck 
were  large  heavy  nets  used  to  make  the  hauls.

N  the  morning  of  April  1st,  the  students  and  officers 
of  the  school  were  greatly  shocked  to  hear  of  the 
sudden  death  of  Dr.  A.  W.  Underwood,  wiio  had  been 
our  school  physician  for  about  sixteen  years.  During 
Dr.  Underwood’s  term  as  school  physician,  he  had 
shown  great  interest  and  sympathy  with  our  children, 
and  there  are  many  ex-students  who  will  remember  him 
very  kindly. 

Dr.  Underwood  had  other  interests  in  town,  but  his 
first  thoughts  were  always  for  the  pupils  of  the  Florida 
School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind.  Dr.  Underwood 
was  always  prompt  and  faithful  to  his  duty  and  his 
services  will  be  greatly  missed.  He  seemed  to  under¬ 
stand  the  needs  of  our  children  and  held  a  long  record 
for  keeping  our  children  well. 

Concerning  Dr.  Underwood’s  life,  the  St.  Augu¬ 
stine  Record  has  the  following  to  say: 

“Dr  Underwood  was  born  in  Harbston,  Mass.,  in 
September,  1864,  and  came  of  a  long  line  of  New  Eng¬ 
land  ancestry.  He  studied  medicine  in  Worcester  and 
Philadelphia,  and  graduated  from  Long  Island  College 
Hospital  in  1891.  He  was  associated  for  several  years 
with  Dr.  Charles  Wilson  of  Lying-in  Hospital,  Philadel¬ 
phia.  He  came  to  Florida  in  1894  and  was  surgeon  for 
the  Plant  System  for  a  number  of  years.  After  coning 
to  St.  Augustine  to  practice  medecine,  he  was  appoint¬ 
ed  city  physician,  served  on  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
and  was  appointed  physician  to  the  State  School  for  the 
Deaf  and  the  Blind  upon  the  death  of  Dr.  DeWitt  Webb. 

lie  was  a  member  of  Plymouth  Lodge,  A.  F.  and  A. 
M.,  of  Plymouth,  Mass.,  for  forty  years,  and  was  also 
a  life  member  of  the  St.  Augustine  Lodge  of  Elks,  lb* 
was  a  member  of  the  St.  Johns  County  Medical 
Society.”

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General  Information 

This  is  a  school  supported  by  the  State  of  Florida  for 
educating  all  children  within  the  state  whose  defective  sight 
or  hearing  rnak-a  it  imp  >ssible  or  difficult  for  them  to  re¬ 
ceive  instruction  in  the  public  school.  To  be  eligible,  a 
child  must  be  too  deaf  or  too  blind  to  be  educated  in  the 
common  schools,  of  sound  mind  and  between  the  ages  of  six 
to  twenty-one. 

Any  person  desiring  to  enter  a  pupil  at  the  school  should 
write  the  president  of  the  school,  stating: 

(1)  Name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  pupil. 

(2)  Name  and  address  of  parents  and  guardians. 

This  is  a  school  not  an  asylum,  or  hospital,  or  refoma- 

tory. 

It  is  strictly  and  solely  a  school.  Its  purpose  is  educa¬ 
tional,  to  give  literary  and  industrial  training  to  deaf  and 
blind  children.  Only  educable  children  of  school  age  will 
be  admitted  and  retained.  Those  attending  school  here 
should  not  be  called  “inmates”  and  “patients,’  or  subjects 
of  charity.  Its  aim  is  to  so  train  and  etch  its  pupils  that 
they  may  be  able  to  take  their  place  among  the  b::sv  rank-- 
of  their  more  fortunate  brothers  and  lead  useful  and  inde¬ 
pendent  lives.  < 


Proper  Time  for  Admission 

Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  except  puring  vacation. 
The  best  time  to  enter  a  child  is  at  the  opening  of  the 
school,  the  middle  of  September.  The  school  term  is  eight 
months  and  it  is  necessary  to  make  each  day’s  work  count 
in  order  that  the  school  maintain  its  high  sandard  ot  effici¬ 
ency.  Each  pupil  should,  therefore,  be  present  to  begin 
work  promptly  at  the  opening  of  each  session  and  remain 
without  interruption  the  entire  school  term. 

Proper  School  Ace 

Parents  should  endeavor  to  enter  their  children  while 
they  are  young.  It  is  advisable  to  enter  a  child  at  six  years 
of  age. 

To  parents  who  are  unable  to  pay,  tution  and  all  other 
expenses  are  without  charge,  except  clothing  and  the  first 
traveling  ^P^nses  Clothing  must  be  provided  by  parents  or 
mends.  I  he  first  traveling  expenses,  not  paid  by  the 
parents,  are  provided  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  from  which  the  pupil  comes.  Afterwards  this  ex- 
pense  is  met  by  the  state. 


Object  of  the  School 

The  state  is  providing  this  school  for  its  deaf  and  blind 
Hki  °  nc.'*  ,ome  motive  that  caused  her  to  ealab 

Itsh  her  public  schools,  that  is  a  desire  to  fit  these  children 
to  become  good  and  useful  citizens.  It  is  found  more  e:.  pc- 
rtient  and  more  economical  to  gather  all  her  deaf  and  blind 
children  into  one  place  than  to  establish  separate  schools  for 
them  throughout  the  stale. 

It  it  use xcii table  for  any  parent  or  guarian  of  anv 
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healthly  deaf  or  blind  child  to  keep  the  child  out  of  school 
when  the  state  has  made  such  liberal  provision  for  their 
education. 

No  child  of  weak  intelligence,  no  child  of  vicious  or  bad 
habits  and  no  child  suffering  frem  incurable  disease  will  be 
admitted  into  the  school. 


The  Course  of  Study 

The  course  of  study  embraces  the  branches  usually- 
taught  in  the  elementary  and  grammar  schools,  with  a  num¬ 
ber  of  high  school  studies  subject  to  change  as  the  peculiar 
wants  of  the  deaf  or  blind  child  require.  The  school  strives 
to  ke.p  abreast  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age  and 
nothing  is  left  out  of  the  course  of  study  that  will  be  of 
benefit  to  the  pupil. 

Every  deaf  child  is  given  an  opportunity  as  far  as  possi¬ 
ble  to  learn  speech  and  lip-reading.  Every  possible  effort  is 
made  to  encourage  and  promote  speech. 

Those  in  the  department  for  the  deaf  who  desire  a  high¬ 
er  education  are  prepared  for  admission  to  Gallaudet  Col¬ 
lege,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Industrial  training  is  also  given  in  several  branches, 
such  as  printing,  carpentry,  cabinet-making,  painting, 
drawing,  domestic  sceience,  sewing,  broom-maknig,  paino 
tuning,  rug-weaving,  etc. 


Location  of  the  School 

The  schpol  is  located  one  mile  north  of  the  “City  Gates” 
From  the  rear  of  the  buildings  a  beautiful  view  of  t’.e  ocean 
may  he  obtained. 

With  the  beau*  if  ill  location  and  balmy  fresh  air  from  the 
sea  and  the  pure  artesian  water  from  our  own  well  the 
health  and  happiness  of  the  children  are  assured. 


Miscellaneous 

Letter  day  comes  twice  a  month  at  which  time  a  letter 
is  sent  to  each  parent. 

There  is  no  protracted  Christmas  vacation  as  the  term 
is  only  eight  months,  and  parents  arc  earnestly  requested 
not  to  ask  for  the  children  to  visit  home  during  the  ses¬ 
sion. 

School  always  beings  about  the  middle  of  September 
and  closes  about  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  pupils  will 
go  home  for  the  summer  vacation. 

The  government  of  the  school  is  that  of  a  well-regulated 
family,  and  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  health,  man¬ 
ners,  comforts,  and  habits  of  the  pupils  . 

All  letters  and  packages  should  be  sent  in  care  of  the 
president  of  the  school. 

Any  person  sending  the  address  of  a  deaf  or  blind  child, 
not  in  school,  will  he  doing  a  real  service  to  a  class  whose 
lives  need  in  a  peculiar  degree  the  blessing  and  light  of  an 
education.

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INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT 


BLIND  BOYS  INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT 

The  school  term  of  1929-30  stands  out  as  the 
most  eventful  and  successful  year  in  the  history  of 
our  vocational  accomplishments  regarding  production 
and  installation  of  equipment.  We  have  successfully 
carried  on  eight  distinct  phases  of  industrial  training, 
which  in  their  relative  commerical  importance  are  as 
follows:  broom  making,  mattress  making,  piano  tun¬ 
ing,  mop  making,  novelty  brush  making,  chair  can¬ 
ing,  scrub  and  floor  brush  making,  and  door  mat 
weaving. 

Last  autumn  Mr.  Brown  purchased  for  the  broom 
making  department  a  complete  line  of  the  most  modern 
hand  power  broom  machinery  on  the  market,  which 
has  increased  the  quality  and  quantity  of  our  brooms 
more  than  forty  percent.  These  new  machines  enable 
us  to  make  any  style  of  broom  from  a  dowel!  to  a  barn 
broom.  I  wish  to  mention  also  the  construction  of  a 
bleach  house,  which  has  increased  the  durability  and 
appearance  to  a  great  degree.  We  have  manufactured 
approximately  two  thousand  two  hundred  brooms  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  eight  months  and  after  supplying  our  own 
school  have  marketed  about  seven  hundred  dollars 
worth.  Besides  the  manufacture  of  those  parlor  and 
hotel  brooms,  we  have  made  a  great  many  radiator, 
toy  and  whisk  brooms. 

Through  the  influence  of  our  President,  Mr. 
Brown,  we  have  just  recently  purchased  and  installed 
a  new  mattress  renovator  with  a  complete  line  of  ac¬ 
cessories.  Mattress  making  is  not  only  decidedly  es¬ 
sential  to  the  renovation  of  our  own  mattresses,  but 
it  enables  us  to  teach  the  boys  a  very  remunerative  pro¬ 
fession.  Since  we  started  the  operation  of  this  new 
machinery,  whch  was  abo  the  middle  of  March,  we 
have  renovated  twenty-four  old  mattresses  and  made 
eight  new  ones.  Speaking  in  terms  of  cash  this  re¬ 
presents  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  term  Mr.  Brown  purchased 
a  complete  line  of  piano  tuning  supplies  and  tools  and 
with  the  addition  of  a  few  others  necessities  the  depart¬ 
ment  will  be  pretty  well  equipped.  During  this  ses¬ 
sion  the  boys  have  kept  in  good  condition  the  school’s 
pianos  and  have  completely  overhauled  an  old  piano 
that  had  been  junked.  We  found  it  necessary  to  put 


on  an  entire  new  set  of  ivories  as  well  as  putting  on 
bridles,  buttfelts,  hammershanks,  dampors,  etc.  The 
job  was  finally  finished  and  we  gave  it  a  couple  of 
coats  of  varnish  and  it  is  in  good  condition. 

In  our  mop  making  department  we  manufacture 
three  classes  of  mops,  the  deck  or  scrubbing  mop, 
which  is  made  in  several  sizes;  the  dry  floor  mop  or 
oil  mop,  as  it  is  some  times  called,  and  the  dish  mop. 
We  believe  that  the  possession  of  all  these  mops  is 
strictly  essential  to  good  housekeeping.  We  have 
turned  out  during  the  year  about  ten  dozen  dock  mops, 
five  dozen  dish  mops  and  two  dozen  dry  floor  mops. 

Art  brush  making,  which  has  to  do  with  the  mak¬ 
ing  by  hand  of  a  special  type  of  wisk  and  hearth  broom 
is  an  invention  of  the  instructor.  Thomas  M.  Gibbs, 
and  is  made  exclusively  at  the  Florida  School.  We  are 
exceptionally  well  pleased  with  this  particular  phase 
of  the  industrial  training,  due  to  the  fact  that  it  en¬ 
ables  us  to  use  a  great  deal  of  short  broomcorn  that 
would  otherwise  be  thrown  away.  We  have  made 
about  five  hundred  of  the  whisks  and  two  hundred  of 
tiie  hearths,  which  means  that  we  have  realized  about 
two  hundred  and  seven-five  dollars  from  this  source. 

Chair  caning  is  an  exceptionally  fine  art  for  train¬ 
ing  small  blind  boys  to  use  their  hands  and  it  is  for 
this  reason  that  we  teach  Lhe  trade.  We  have  not  taken 
in  a  great  deal  of  this  sort  of  work  but  have  had 
enough  to  enable  us  to  teach  the  trade.  We  have  re¬ 
caned  about  fifty  chairs  for  the  public  and  quite  a  few 
for  our  own  plant.  We  have  received  money  amount¬ 
ing  to  about  seventy-five  dollars  from  this  source. 

Brush  making  and  door  mat  weaving  are  two 
phases  upon  which  we  have  not  put  very  much  stress, 
but  we  feel  that  either  of  these  are  lucrative  trades. 
We  make  scrub  brushes,  counter  brushes,  radiator 
brushes  and  floor  brushes.  These  brushes  are  mainly 
used  by  our  school  and  the  door  mats  are  also  used  by 
the  school. 

In  conclusion  permit  me  to  express  in  behalf  of  the 
hoys  our  deep  apreciation  for  the  keen  interest  and  en¬ 
thusiasm  which  Mr.  Brown  has  manifested  in  every 
minute  phase  of  the  industrial  department.  T.  M.

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THE  PRINTING  DEPARTMENT 

It  is  encouraging  that  the  industrial  training  in 
practically  every  school  for  the  deaf  and  the  blind  is 
being  considered  of  vast"  importance.  We  realize  that 
a  nation  s  commercial  greatness  is  determined  by  its 
skilled  man-power  as  well  as  its  supply  of  raw  material. 
There  have  been  many  changes  in  the  printing  industry 
and  changes  are  still  being  made  each  day.  These 
changes  require  our  daily  attention  and  study  if  we 
keep  abreast  with  the  up-to-date  printing.  We  must 
specialize  in  a  branch  of  work  that  will  be  of  the  most 
benefit  to  the  deaf  pupils  after  they  leave  school. 

From  my  point  of  view,  I  consider  that  we  have 
had  a  very  satisfactory  year.  The  course  of  study  as 
outlined  has  been  faithfully  followed  and  wth  better  re¬ 
sults  than  anticipated.  We  have  completed  year  books, 
record  books,  letterheads,  envelopes,  billheads,  bill 
of  fare  blanks,  receipt  blanks,  weekly  report  blanks, 
no-sign-making  blanks,  football  posters,  football  tickets, 
banquet  menus,  Girl  Scout  programs,  invitations,  and 
commencement  programs.  Also  we  made  some  pretty 
calendars  of  which  we  are  justly  proud.  The  monthly 
publication  of  the  Herald  has  been  the  work  of  our 
boys.  Some  of  our  work  was  on  display  at  the  Florida 
State  Fair  at  Jacksonville  and  in  our  library  on  Com¬ 
mencement  night. 

More  interest  has  been  given  to  color  work  since 
Mr.  Brown  introduced  the  use  of  linoleum  blocks.  The 
designs  on  each  issue  of  the  Herald  were  drawn  and 
carved  by  some  of  the  pupils  in  the  Art  Class.  Mr.  Grow 
supervises  this  work  and  so  far  1  as  given  us  cuts  that 
were  possible  to  register  when  used  with  many  colors. 

The  Linotype  Class  is  composed  of  practically  the 
same  boys  we  had  last  year.  They  have  mastered  the 
keyboard  and  some  of  the  mechanical  parts  and  for  the 
last  two  months  much  time  was  devoted  to  getting  out 
clean  proofs  and  to  gain  speed  on  the  keyboard.  These 
boys  should  be  able  to  secure  a  job  during  the  summer 
and  prove  very  good  helpers. 

Nearly  every  boy  has  had  practice  at  press-feeding, 
and  making-ready,  also  lesions  have  been  given  on  the 
make-up  of  forms  and  sizes  of  pages. 

We  highly  commend  our  older  boys  for  the  excel¬ 
lent  work  done  on  the  Herald. 

I  lie  younger  boys  have  mastered  type-setting  and 
have  learned  the  names  of  many  t>  ols  that  are  to  be  had 
in  any  printing  office.  They  should  also  prove  a  help 
to  any  printing  office  of  their  home  town.  In  the  past 
considerable  numbers  of  our  boys  have  worked  at  home 
during  the  summer  months  and  this  experience  has  been 
invaluable  to  their  training.  We  have  the  following 
boys  in  our  department:  Antonio  Virsida,  Robert

It  is  our  privilege  to  state' that  during  Mr.  Brown’s 
two  years  as  president  of  the  school,  he  has  shown  a 
keen  interest  in  the  branches  of  industrial  training.  He 
does  not  come  to  our  shops  fo:  a  general  observaton, 
but  becomes  deeply  interested  in  every  detail  of  the 
work  and  needs  of  each  department.  This,  we  do  ap¬ 
preciate  as  we  realize  the  needs  and  blessings  of  an  edu¬ 
cation  and  a  trade  for  our  pupils  so  that  they  may  be 
able  to  earn  a  livelihood.

THE  MANUAL  TRAINING  DEPARTMENT 

At  the  opening  session  of  school  we  found  that  a 
good  number  of  new  tools  were  secured.  They  were 
purchased  at  low  cost  from  the  bankrupt  hardware 
company.  It  has  been  earnestly  hoped  that  we  are 
to  get  a  new  electric  emery  grinder,  but  the  right 
kind  of  machine  has  not  been  found  and  accepted. 

The  manual  training  department  comprises  four 
divisions:  Primary  and  Advanced  Sloyd,  Joinery, 
Furniture  and  Cabinet-Making,  and  General  Repair 
Work. 

When  the  school  opened,  several  new  pupils  were 
admitted  to  our  shop.  They  first  learn  to  square  up 
the  stock  and  then  proceed  to  make  the  small  wood¬ 
working  things  such  as  cutting  cake  and  bread  boards, 
tea-pot  bases,  calendar  mounts,  etc.  As  they  get  ac- 
oainted  with  the  primary  fundamentals  of  woodwork, 
they  begin  to  learn  to  make  the  difficult  fancy  projects 
like  magazine  and  towel  racks,  flower  stands,  etc. 
Later  those  who  have  obtained  sufficient  knowledge  of 
the  sloyd  work  are  to  learn  to  make  the  different 
samples  of  joints:  thru  or  blind  mortise  and  tenon, 
dovetail,  lap,  45  degree  mitred,  etc. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  school  term  there  was 
the  biggest  job  of  all  we  ever  worked  out.  It  was  the 
making  of  nineteen  30”  x  48"  writing  tables  with  a 
drawer  on  each  side  or  edge.  The  work  was  done  in 
a  systematic  way.  Three  tables  were  also  made: 
one  for  typewriting  use*  and  the  other  two  sized  eight 
feet  long,  seven  feet  wide  and  three  and  a  half  feet 
high  for  mattress  making  utility,  two  stands  for  hold¬ 
ing  the  framed  mirrors  were  made  for  the  oral  de¬ 
partment.  Five  soiled  clothes  boxes  arc  still  in  pro¬ 
cess.  They  are  to  be  made  of  numerous  strips  of  wood 
all  over  with  three  fourths  of  an  inch  space  in  order 
that  the  insides  can  be  well  ventilated.  A  new  double 
cabinet  was  installed  in  the  barber  shop  which  has  re- 
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cently  been  organized.  We  have  accomplished  a  great 
many  kinds  of  other  jobs  for  the  schools. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  session  we  erected 
eighty  metal  closet  lockers  in  the  blind  boy’s  new  dor¬ 
mitory  and  twelve  metal  book  shelves  in  the  blind 
school  department.  We  assembled  the  parts  of  mater¬ 
ial  by  means  of  blank  and  slotted  head  bolts. 

Throughout  the  scholastic  year  we  did  lots  of  gen- 
era!l  repair  work  in  the  school  buildings.  Several  new 
sash  windows  made  by  us  were  replaced.  We  have 
devoted  most  of  our  time  to  the  remodeling  of  the 
cow  barn  and  the  four-car  garage.  We  replaced  the 
old  worn  out  parts  with  new  materials  to  keep  the 
buildings  in  good  repaired  condition. 

As  the  whole  each  boy  in  our  department  has  been 
progressing  with  his  work  splendidly.  It  is  hoped  that 
they  will  gain  a  better  skill  of  handling  all  kinds  of 
woodwork. — Edmund  Bumann,  Instructor. 

THE  SEWING  ROOM 

Considering  the  quantity  and  the  quality  of  the 
work  done  in  the  Sewing-room  this  has  been  a  most 
satisfactory  year.  The  girls  have  been  very  enthusi¬ 
astic  in  their  work,  and  have  done  better  and  neater 
work  than  usual.  The  older  girls  can  all  make  dresses, 
and  many  of  the  pretty  dresses  that  the  girls  wear  are 
their  own  work.  The  Junior  girls  have  assisted  in  the 
making  of  dresses  and  other  garments  and  have  done 
some  beautiful  work.  Much  embroidery  work  has 
been  done,  and  is  a  testimony  of  the  girls’  good  work. 

Mr.  Brown  gave  us  two  new  Singer  Sewing  ma¬ 
chines  this  year.  One  is  an  electric.  The  girls  are 
so  pleased  and  like  to  sew  on  it.  For  the  first  time 
we  were  asked  to  send  an  exhibit  to  the  State  Fair 
in  Jacksonville  of  the  work  done  in  the  Sewing-room 
and  it  attracted  a  great  deal  of  attention.  We  were 
very  glad  to  have  the  people  in  the  state  know  what 
kind  of  work  we  do  in  our  school. 

The  girls  who  deserve  special  mention  for  excellent 
work  are:  Dorothy  Claridge,  Eva  Robinson,  Bessie 
Henderson,  Maybelle  Connell,  Lois  Hazen,  Janet 
Lightbourne,  Ommie  Barfield,  Ethel  Crawford,  Reba 
Blackwelder,  Velma  Cumbie,  Gladys  Burt  and  Flor¬ 
ence  Moore. 

Others  have  made  good  progress  and  will  be  ready 
to  join  the  dress  making  class  next  year. 

Among  the  many  things  made  this  term  besides 
mending,  altering  and  darning  for  girls  are  the  follow 
ing  articles:  45  dresses,  6  silk  slips,  3  pairs  of  pa¬ 
jamas,  12  pairs  of  bloomers,  12  aprons  for  maids, 
12  caps  maids,  6  cooking  caps,  6  cooking  aprons, 
30  aprons  for  help,  30  pillow  cases,  12  guest  towels, 


50  dish  towels,  4  bath  mats,  8  mattress  ticks,  12 
dresser  scarfs,  1  linen  hand  bag,  3  vanity  sets,  25 
fancy  pillows,  1  table  runner,  5  coats,  8  house  aprons, 

2  tapestry  pictures,  22  table  clothes,  24  table  napkins, 

3  luncheon  sets  and  3  center  pieces. 

The  girls  have  done  well  and  no  one  appreciates  it 
more  than  their  instructor. — WlLLIE  McLane,  Instruc¬ 
tor. 

THE  ART  DEPARTMENT 

The  department  of  art  was  oranizeo  last  fall  with 
sixty  pupils,  being  grouped  into  three  divisons.  Only 
children  with  talent  were  admitted  to  the  (  lasses  and 
those  who  failed  an  art  test  were  left  out.  The  three 
divisons  are  as  follows: 

Divison  One:-  I  he  junior  boys  and  girls  have  had 
key  lines  of  some  common  objects,  such  as  animals  and 
fowls.  There  is  no  tracing  in  this  work  for  tracing 
accomplishes  at  most  only  a  little  muncular  control  and 
the  youngest  child  may  grasp  the  magic  progress  and 
will  be  able  to  draw  naturally  and  well  later.  They 
merely  remember  the  key  line  and  after  they  get  ac¬ 
quainted  with  this  practice,  they  may  go  ahead  and 
draw. 

Divison  Two:-  The  older  boys  started  their  first 
lesson  in  the  prepective  of  objects  which  will  aid  the 
rendering  of  good  compostion  and  drawing  later.  After 
they  learned  simple  lessons,  such  as  pencil  practice, 
making  different  kinds  of  liners  and  shades  in  various 
directions  they  studied  simple  illustrations  of  ‘•Block¬ 
ing’.  The  main  thing  I  wish  them  to  learn  is  “action" 
in  order  to  make  pictures  realistic  or  life-like  and  they 
have  been  urged  to  make  drawing  of  animals  which 
have  enabled  them  to  find  cored  proportions  in  a  sy¬ 
stematic  manner.  This  practice  helps  them  to  perfect 
ways  and  means  of  drawing.  This  is  the  foundation 
upon  which  every  artist  to  be  successfull  must  build. 

Divison  Three:-  The  older  girls  have  had  lessons  in 
designing  fancy  work.  They  also  have  learned  the 
harmony  of  colors  and  put  in  assembled  designs  to¬ 
gether  in  such  a  way  as  to  express  rhythm.  After  they 
are  familiar  with  the  development  of  decoration,  they 
paint  on  scarfs,  boxes,  purses,  etc.— William  Crow 
Instructor. 

THE  DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  classes  of  1929-30  have  shown  more  progress 
this  year  than  ever  before  for  the  simple  reason  that  we 
have  been  able  to  prepare  completed  meals  in  the  la¬ 
boratory  thereby  giving  the  art  of  real  cookery.  The 
girls  have  learned  the  art  of  classifying  food,  prepar¬ 
ing  balanced  meals,  making  menus  suitable  for  all 
occasions,  setting  tables,  order  of  service  and  table  man- 
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ners  along  with  meals  prepared.  The  following  types 
meals  have  been  prepared:  breakfasts  for  warm  and 
cold  da  vs.  luncheons  and  dinners  for  warm  and  cold 
days.  On  several  occasions  the  girls  have  been  able  to 
display  their  cooking  ability  w  hich  was  done  very  nice¬ 
ly.  We,  with  our  new  material  for  next  year,  hope  to 
make  much  more  progress  than  we  have  this  year.

BLIND  GIRLS  INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT 

We  are  able  to  report  some  good  work  from  our 
small  Industrial  class  of  eight  girls.  This  is  the  first 
year  a  sewing  machine  has  been  used.  We  have  accom¬ 
plished  the  making  of  aprons,  remodeling  dresses,  and 
general  mending,  such  as  darning  stockings  and  making 
dust  cloth.  Hand  crocheted  rugs  and  woven  bags  of 
wool  were  made  by  the  blind  girls.  Some  fancy  work 
was  done  by  girls  of  semi-sight — Pauline  Rhodes, 
Instructor. 


REPORT  OF  WEAVING  ROOM 

There  are  three  pupils  in  the  weaving  room,  Linnie 
Hutchinson,  I- red  Goodson,  and  Edwin  Holly.  Our 
schedule  calls  for  two  hours  a  week  in  this  department. 
We  have  two  looms. 

We  began  work  at  a  disadvantage  this  year,  as  the 
warp  had  been  put  on  by  inexperienced  hands,  and  had 
to  be  taken  off  and  straightened.  This  took  many  hours 
of  tedious  work.  The  looms  were  threaded  and  warped 
by  the  middle  of  March.  Since  then  we  have  woven 
two  rugs,  and  will  finish  two  more  before  school  closes. 

Linnie  can,  with  the  assistance  of  a  younger  pupil 
w  hom  she  directs,  warp  and  thread  a  loom  without  help 
from  her  instructor.  She  can  also  make  a  fairly  good 
rug  without  assistance.  Fred  wove  his  rug  without 
breaking  a  thread.  LlXlLl.E  FeRUUSON,  INSTRUCTOR. 

THE  PAINT  SHOP 

October  1st,  1929  the  Paint  Department  was  creat¬ 
ed  and  since  that  time  to  date  the  Service  Building  has 
been  gone  over,  inside  and  outside.  Also  the  Hospital 
reeived  like  attention  both  inside  and  outside;  the 


Dairy  Barn  and  the  Garage  have  also  been  painted  to¬ 
gether  with  a  large  amount  of  Furniture. 

There  has  also  been  a  lot  of  painting  done  in  the 
various  buildings  throughout  the  school. 

Three  boys  have  been  under  instruction  in  the 
Paint  Department  and  have  advanced  rapidly  doing 
good  work.— Joseph  Mourey,  Instructor. 


THE  BAKERY  SHOP 

The  opening  of  our  school  found  a  new  man,  Mr.  H. 
R.  Nobles,  at  the  head  of  our  bakery  shop.  Mr.  Nobles 
has  ten  years  of  experience  in  baking  to  his  credit,  be¬ 
side  having  once  owned  baking  business. 

There  are  at  present  in  our  shop  four  apprentices; 
I  for  one  with  three  years  experience;  Pete  Godwin, 
two  years;  Boyd  Warren,  a  year  and  a  half;  and  Archie 
Bodie,  about  six  months. 

This  year  on  an  average  of  sixty  loaves  of  bread  per 
day  have  been  baked,  besides  sixty  dozen  rolls,  on  Mon¬ 
days  and  Thursdays  and  eighty  dozen  cookes  on  Fri¬ 
days.  Several  times  we  have  been  called  upon  to  make 
rom  twenty-  five  to  thirty  pies  and  also  cinnamon  rolls. 
For  specal  ocassions,  such  as  parties,  as  many  as  four 
hundred  cup  cakes  have  been  made.  Four  times  we 
have  made  ginger  bread. 

Mr.  Nobles  has  gotten  so  now  that  he  leaves  most 
of  all  the  weighing  and  moulding  also  baking  of  bread 
to  me  and  Boyd  Warren. 

One  day  last  winter  Mr.  Nobles  was  asked  to  step 
out  and  help  with  our  heating  plant,  and  left  the  mak¬ 
ing  and  baking  of  bread  to  me.  And  we  did  a  good  job 
of  it. 

Mr.  Nobles  said  that  considering  the  time  we  put  in 
the  shop,  we  are  doing  very  well  and  that  I  was  the 
best  one  of  the  whole  group  with  Boyd  Warren  a  close 
second. — Khaleel  Kalal. 


OUR  BARBER  SHOP 

Our  school  has  a  new  barber  shop  with  all  new 
equipment  except  the  chairs,  there  being  two  and  they 
are  practically  new  at  that.  Our  president  had  two  new 
cabinets  installed  with  drawers  and  mirrors.  The  whole 
room  was  gone  over;  the  walls  given  a  couple  of  coats 
of  cream  colored  kalsomine,  the  wood  work  a  coat  of 
stain  and  then  varnished,  and  the  cabinets  and  the 
frames  around  the  mirrors,  two  coats  of  flat  white  and 
two  coats  of  while  enamel.  Two  base  receptacles  were 
put  in  to  take  care  of  our  electric  hair  clippers  and  one 
wash  basin.

From  what  lie  said  the 
other  day  we  are  doing  right  well.  We  have  gotten 
so  we  can  cut  the  girls’  hair  fairly  wrell.  You  all  know 
how  particular  they  are  about  their  hair  and  how  it 
should  be  cut. 

There  is  a  knack  in  the  use  of  preparations  such  as 
astringent,  shampoo,  hair  tonic,  massage  and  we  are 
doing  our  best  to  get  on  to  it. 

J.  D.  Cumbie  claims  he  is  the  best  barber  of  the 
“trio”  but  l  say  I  am,  but  anyway  we  three  are  work¬ 
ing  to  become  first  class  barbers  before  the  next  school 
term  comes. — Homer  Drew.

OUR  TREES 

We  cannot  find  such  a  beautiful  forest  in  oui 
country  to-day  as  the  one  little  Braveheart  lived  in 
No  hig  trees  had  ever  been  cut  down.  The  Indians 
had  only  stone  hatchets.  They  used  poles  and  bark 
for  their  wigwams  and  canoes.  For  fuel  they  used 
fallen  trees  and  branches,  and  dry  bark.  They  were 
very  careful  to  put  out  their  camp-fires,  so  that  few 
forest  were  burned.  The  Iittle>  Indian  boy  knew  every 
tree  in  the  great  forest  where  he  lived.  The  white 
people,  who  came  to  this  country,  were  very  much 
interested  in  the  great  variety  of  trees  which  they  had 
never  seen  before.  The  willow,  the  hickory,  the  ash, 
and  many  others  were  new  to  them.  The  olive,  the 
horse-chestnut,  and  the  poplar  were  brought  to  Amer¬ 
ica  by  the  first  settlers. 

Let  us  see  now  what  a  tree  really  is.  A  tree  is  a 
woody  plant  with  a  single  stem.  It  has  three  main 
parts-  roots,  stem,  and  leaves.  The  roots  reach  far 
down  under  the  ground,  and  send  up  nourishment 
to  the  leaves  through  the  stem.  For  the  most  part, 
trees  come  from  seed,  the  oak,  from  the  acorn,  the 
pine  from  a  tiny  seed  found  beneath  the  cone. 

Every  tree  has  a  character  of  its  own,  just  as 
every  person  has  individuality.  There  are  also  certain 
qualities  peculiar  to  different  species.  We  may  know 
some  of  our  trees  by  the  way  they  stand  or  sway  in 
the  wind.  Each  species  has  its  own  time  for  blooming 
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and  for  fruitage.  The  character  of  a  tree  is  best  seen 
when  it  has  no  soft  drapery  of  leaves  to  hide  its 
form.  A  bare  oak  looks  as  if  It  were  wrought  in  iron. 
The  elm  and  the  oak  sometmes  live  to  he  three  or 
four  hundred  years  old,  and  we  often  see  liieir  names 
in  history. 

Did  you  ever  stop  to  think  what  the  world  would 
he  without  trees?  In  the  Garden  of  Eden,  planted 
by  God  himself,  there  were  trees  of  beauty  and  of 
grace;  there  were  trees  for  the  birds  to  build  and 
sing  in;  there  were  fruit  trees,  and  trees  for  shade. 
Man’s  first  home  was  beneath  the  verdant  roof  of  the 
trees,  and  perhaps,  some  spreading  oak  formed  his 
first  temple.  William  Cullen  Bryant  has  beautifully 
expressed  this  in  his  “Forest  Hymn."’ 

Trees  furnish  us  with  hundreds  of  things  that 
minister  to  the  comfort  of  our  daily  life.  They  supply 
an  important  part  of  our  diet,  and  furnish  medicines, 
dyes,  and  rubber.  Mo  material  bas  been  found  that 
wholly  takes  the  place  of  lumber  in  building. 

We  all  know  how  much  we  enjoy  the  lovely 
spring,  when  the  trees  bud  into  new  life  again.  There 
is  nothing  more  beautiful  than  a  peach  or  apple  or¬ 
chard  in  bloom.  In  Florida,  we  have  hundreds  of 
orange  groves,  which  are  of  great  beauty,  both  while 
in  bloom,  and  after  the  fruit  is  in  its  golden  color. 

In  South  Carolina,  where  my  childhood  was  spent, 
the  maple  was  the  first  to  light  up  the  forest  with 
its  bright  red  leaves.  The  tall  magnolia,  with  its  shin¬ 
ing  foliage,  looked  like  a  mass  of  gold  after  Mother 
Nature  has  dressed  it  in  Autumn  colors.  How  we 
enjoyed  the  nutting  parties,  when  the  bright  woods 
rang  with  merry  voices,  after  the  generous  trees  had 
showered  down  their  nuts. 

We  should  stop  now,  and  think  more  about  our 
trees,  and  what  they  mean  to  us.  We  don’t  want  to 
live  in  a  barren  country,  and  in  order  to  prevent  this, 
let  us  do  all  we  can  to  protect  our  trees.

The  bird  is  dependent  upon 
the  trees,  and  the  tree  is  dependent  upon  the  bird.  The 
tree  furnishes  nuts,  fruits,  blossoms,  and  seed,  which 
the  bird  requires  for  food.  The  tree  is  also  the  home 
of  the  bird.  In  return,  the  bird  helps  greatly  in  the 
distribution  of  forests,  and  is  active  in  destroying 
the  insects  which  attack  the  bark  and  leaves  of  trees. 

After  three  hundred  years  of  waste,  we  are  a- 
wakening  to  the  fact  that  our  forests  are  fast  becoming 
exhausted.  The  government  has  set  aside  great  tracts 
as  forest  reserves,  and  is  doing  evrvthing  possible 
to  prevent  forest  fires.

FADS  IN  EDUCATION 

I  he  teachers  of  the  hearing  and  the  deaf  are  in  a 
greement  that  there  is  need  to  call  a  halt  on  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  fads  in  courses  of  study,  and  leaders  of  both 
are  sounding  a  warning  to  get  back  to  safe  and  solid 
ground. 

From  the  Minnesota  Companion  we  learn  that  Mr. 
Carroll  R.  Reed,  Superintendent  of  the  Minneapolis 
Public  Schools,  in  a  recent  public  ad  Iress,  stated  that 
educators  are  becoming  skeptical  of  numerous  “de¬ 
vices,  aids,  and  "theories,'  offered  them  and  are 
returning  to  the  faith  that  the  skillful  teacher,  protected 
in  her  work,  is  the  biggest  asset  of  any  educational 
system;  and  that  school  men  and  women  are  becoming 
increasingly  hesitant  to  accept  new  theories  and  are 
depending  more  and  more  upon  the  academic  and 
administrative  result.  Said  Mr.  Reed: 

The  last  quarter  of  a  century  many  things  have 
sprung  into  vogue  only  to  be  discarded  as  useless  after 
a  short  trial.  We  are  becoming  more  content  to  give 
all  of  our  energy  to  main  phases  of  education,  to  adopt¬ 
ing  only  those  new  things  shown  to  be  necessary  by 
careful  survey.” 

Speaking  on  the  same  subject  Mr.  Bjorlee,  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Maryland  School  for  the  Deaf,  says: 

“Never  was  there  a  time  in  the  history  of  education 
when  more  fads  and  fancies  were  projected  into  the 
movement  ,  and  when  pronment  men  in  the  profession 
were  leading  us  to  believe  that  everything  formerly 
cherished  as  vital  and  important  was  wrong  and  should 
be  discarded.  Certain  it  is  that  in  our  public  schools 
many  children  are  suffering  from  the  application  of 
these  theories.  Accordngly  we  might  do  as  well  as  to 
travel  a  bit  slowly  and  not  discard  practically  every¬ 
thing  that  has  been  handed  down  to  us  by  those  who 
have  nowteken  their  place  as  pioneers  in  our  work." 
'.entucky  Standard.

The  sooner  we  get  the  idea  that  we  can  educate 
deaf  children  by  good  hard  intelligent  work,  the  better 
off  we  will  be.

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General  Information 

This  is  a  school  supported  by  the  State  of  Florida  for 
educating  all  children  within  the  state  whose  defective  sight 
or  hearing  mak-c  it  imp  sible  or  difficult  for  them  to  re¬ 
ceive  instruction  in  the  public  school.  To  be  eligible,  a 
child  must  be  too  deaf  or  too  blind  to  be  educated  in  the 
common  schools,  of  sound  mind  and  between  the  ages  of  six 
to  twenty-one. 

Any  person  desiring  to  enter  a  pupil  at  the  school  should 
write  the  president  of  the  school,  stating: 

(1)  Name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  pupil. 

(2)  Name  and  address  of  parents  and  guardians. 

This  is  a  school  not  an  asylum,  or  hospital,  or  refoma- 

tory. 

It  is  strictly  and  solely  a  school.  Its  purpose  is  educa¬ 
tional,  to  give  literary  and  industrial  training  to  deaf  and 
blind  children.  Only  educable  children  of  school  age  will 
be  admitted  and  retained.  Those  attending  school  here 
should  not  be  called  “inmates”  and  “patient9,’  or  subjects 
of  charity.  Its  aim  is  to  so  train  and  ecch  its  pupils  that 


healthly  deaf  or  blind  child  to  keep  the  child  out  of  school 
when  the  state  has  made  such  liberal  provision  for  their 
education. 

No  child  of  weak  intelligence,  no  child  of  vicious  or  bad 
habits  and  no  child  suffering  frtm  incurable  disease  will  be 
admitted  into  the  school. 


The  Course  of  Study 

The  course  of  study  embraces  the  branches  usually 
taught  in  the  elementary’  and  grammar  schools,  with  a  num¬ 
ber  of  high  school  studies  subject  to  change  as  the  peculiar 
wants  of  the  deaf  or  blind  child  require.  The  school  strives 
to  ke>p  abreast  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age  and 
nothing  is  left  out  of  the  course  of  Study  that  will  be  of 
benefit  to  the  pupil. 

Every  deaf  child  is  given  an  opportunity  as  far  as  possi¬ 
ble  to  learn  speech  and  lip-reading.  Every  possible  effort  is 
made  to  encourage  and  promote  speech.

Proper  Time  for  Admission 
Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  except  puring  vacation. 
The  best  time  to  enter  a  child  is  at  the  opening  of  the 
school,  tlie  middle  of  September.  The  school  term  is  eight 
months  and  it  is  necessary  to  make  each  day’s  work  count 
in  order  that  the  school  maintain  its  high  sandard  of  effici¬ 
ency.  Each  pupil  should,  therefore,  be  present  to  begin 
work  promptly  at  the  opening  of  each  session  and  remain 
without  interruption  the  entire  school  term.

Proper  School  Ace 

Parents  should  endeavor  to  enter  their  children  while 
they  are  young.  It  is  advisable  to  enter  a  child  at  six  years 
of  age. 

To  parents  who  are  unable  to  pay,  tution  and  all  other 
expenses  are  without  charge,  except  clothing  and  the  first 
traveling  expenses  Clothing  must  he  provided  by  parents  or 
friends.  The  first  traveling  expenses,  not  paid  by  the 
parents,  are  provided  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  from  which  the  pupil  comes.  Afterwards  this  ex¬ 
pense  is  met  by  the  state. 


Miscellaneous 

Letter  day  comes  twice  a  month  at  which  time  a  letter 
is  sent  to  each  parent. 

There  is  no  protracted  Christmas  vacation  as  the  term 
is  only  eight  months,  and  parents  arc  earnestly  requested 
not  to  ask  for  the  children  to  visit  home  during  the  ses¬ 
sion. 

School  always  beings  about  the  middle  of  September 
and  closes  about  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  pupils  will 
go  home  for  the  summer  vacation. 

The  government  of  the  school  is  that  of  a  well-regulated 
family,  and  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  health,  man¬ 
ners,  comforts,  and  habits  of  the  pupils  .

MY  MOST  EXCITING  VACATION  EXPERIENCE 
One  of  my  most  exciting  vacation  experiences  was 
to  help  search  for  a  drowning  boy  lost  in  the  power¬ 
ful  swirls  of  the  Chipola  River.  This  river  runs  down 
to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  is  about  nine  miles  west  of  my 
home  town.

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JOHN  MILTON 

Emerson  in  his  “Essay  on  Art”  says,  “The  hand 
can  never  execute  anything  higher  than  the  character 
can  inspire.”  If  this  is  a  way  in  which  we  may  judge  a 
man’s  character  and  work,  John  Milton  must  certainly 
have  had  a  grand  and  glorious  character;  for  his 
“Paradise  Lost”  is  universally  considered  the  most 
sublime  poetical  work  ever  written.  Poetry  and  music 
are  two  of  the  fine  arts  that  I  love  and  enjoy,  and  for 
this  reason  I  wish  to  write  briefly  of  John  Milton. 

This  great  poet  came  of  sturdy  English  parentage, 
and  was  born  in  London,  December  9,  1608.  His  educa¬ 
tion  was  begun  at  home,  but  later  he  was  sent  to 
school.  At  this  time  he  also  studied  other  subjects  at 
home  under  tutors.  He  was  a  faithful  student  and 
often  studied  late  into  the  night,  which  was  an  injury 
to  his  naturally  weak  eyes. 

Milton  entered  Christ’s  College,  Cambridge,  in 
1625.  He  was  a  brilliant  student  especially  in  langu¬ 
ages  and  literature,  and  received  his  A.  B.  degree  in 
1629,  and  his  A.  M.  in  1632.  White  at  the  univer¬ 
sity,  from  the  daintiness  of  his  appearance  and  the 
nicety  of  his  manners  he  was  nick-named  “the  Lady.” 
His  beautiful  college  poems  won  several  class  medals. 
His  father  had  educated  him  for  the  church,  but  he 
decided  to  take  up  other  work,  and  in  1632  he  retired 
to  his  father’s  estate  near  London. 

Here  Milton  spent  the  next  five  years  in  studious  re¬ 
tirement.  Literature  and  the  languages  occupied  his 
serious  hours  while  music  and  mathematics  were  his 
pastimes.  It  was  at  this  time  that  he  wrote  five  of  his 
loveliest  poems,  among  them,  “LAllegro”  and  “11 
Penseroso.”  To  read  these  poems  with  appreciation  is 
to  enjoy  the  very  essence  of  beautiful  poetry. 
Milton’s  word-paintings  of  nature  in  all  of  her  moods 
are  marvelous!  I  can  give  here  only  one  example,  his 
description  of  the  moon,  from  “II  Penseroso'  : 
“Behold  the  wandering  moon 
Rising  near  her  highest  noon 
Like  one  that  had  been  led  astray 
Through  the  heavens  wide  pathless  way; 

And  oft,  as  if  her  head  she  bowed. 

Stooping  through  a  fleecy  cloud”! 

On  the  death  of  his  mother  in  1638,  Milton  decided 
to  travel,  and  turned  to  the  classic  land  of  Italy  for 
inspiration  and  consolation.  He  spent  many  delight¬ 
ful  months  there,  meeting  many  of  the  most  famous 
poets  and  artists  of  his  time,  and  exchanging  poetic 
compliments  with  them.  Hearing  that  civil  strife  was 
brewing  at  home,  Milton  decided  that  his  country- 


needed  him,  so  he  returned  to  London. 

from  1640  to  1660  Milton  like  a  true  patriot,  laid 
aside  his  beloved  poetical  studies  and  gave  his  time 
and  talents  to  his  country.  England  was  in  the  throes 
of  civil  strife,  battling  for  liberty.  Milton  wielded 
a  pen  far  mighter  than  any  sword,  and  as  secretary 
to  Cromwell,  he  rendered  the  services  of  a  great  states¬ 
man,  reminding  us  of  our  own  Franklin  or  Webster. 
At  this  time  he  wrote  many  great  political  prose 
treatises  on  liberty,  on  education,  on  freedom  of  the 
press,  etc.  In  1652  his  sight  entirely  failed,  but  he 
battled  bravely  on  with  Cromwell  and  the  Puritans  to 
deliver  his  country  from  tyranny.  Our  hero  suffered 
much  for  England  during  the  fifties.  He  was  perse¬ 
cuted,  was  imprisoned,  and  even  narrowly  escaped 
death;  but,  like  Samson  of  old,  he  was  dauntless! 

Having  escaped  the  executioner,  shortlv  after  the 
restoration  this  great  man  retired  from  public  life  to 
spend  his  remaining  years  in  a  little  home  near  Bun- 
hill  Fields.  He  had  been  married  three  times.  His 
third  wife,  much  younger  than  himself,  took  excellent 
care  of  him  in  his  declining  years.  His  daughters  read 
much  to  him  from  the  classics,  and  it  was  to  them  that 
he  dictated  his  immortal  “Paradise  Lost.”  Then,  at 
the  suggestion  of  a  friend,  he  wrote  “Paradise  Regain¬ 
ed.”  thus  completing  the  entire  story  of  man’s  relation 
to  God.  In  1670  he  published  this,  together  with  his 
great  tragedy  “Samson  Agonistes.”  Having  finished 
these  great  works,  he  died  on  November  8th,  1674. 

I  have  here  briefly  sketched  the  life  of  a  great 
scholar  and  poet,  which  if  fully  told,  would  require 
volumes.  Milton  was  the  first  of  the  poets  called  “Men 
of  letters,”  and  perhaps  the  most  scholarly  of  them  all 
He  wrote  nothing  witty  or  trivial  or  satirical,  nor  any 
poetry  of  love.  Turn  the  pages  of  a  volume  of  Milton 
and  you  will  find  short  poems  of  tender  sentiment, 
lovely  sonnets,  longer  poems  of  natural  description 
and  of  town  and  country  life,  and  finally  three  of  the 
grandest  long  poems  of  all  time — “Paradise  Lost,” 
Paradise  Regained,  and  Samson  Agonistes.”  Mil¬ 
ton’s  life-long  ambition  was  to  produce  a  great  work 
which  would  bring  glory  to  his  country,  and  this  he 
did;  for  the  name  "Paradise  Lost  will  forever  signify 
that  which  is  the  most  sublime  in  the  literature  of  man¬ 
kind. 

I  can  find  no  better  way  to  end  my  sketch  on  this 
great  character,  than  to  give  Wadworth’s  Sonnet  to 
Milton : 

Milton!  thou  shouldest  be  living  at  this  hour: 

England  hath  need  of  thee:  she  is  a  fen 

Of  stagnant  waters:  altar,  sword  and  pen, 
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Fireside,  the  heroic  wealth  of  hall  and  bovver, 

Have  forfeited  their  ancient  English  dower 
Of  inward  happiness.  We  are  selfish  men; 

Oh!  raise  us  up,  return  to  us  again, 

And  give  us  manners,  virtue,  freedom,  power. 

Thy  soul  was  like  a  star,  and  dwelt  apart; 

Thou  hadst  a  voice  whose  sound  was  like  the  sea: 
Pure  was  the  naked  heavens,  majestic,  free; 

So  didst  thou  travel  on  life’s  common  way 
In  cheerful  godliness;  and  yet  thy  heart 
The  lowliest  duties  on  herself  did  lay.

ATHLETICS 

We  are  living  in  an  age  when  it  is  most  essential 
that  we  have  not  only  technical  training  for  some  par¬ 
ticular  vocation  or  profession,  but  also  a  good  general 
education.  Today,  physcial  education  is  an  important 
branch  of  general  education.  At  present,  education 
stands  upon  the  threshold  of  a  new  era,  and  physical 
development  must  not  fail  to  keep  pace  with  general 
education.  From  extreme  formalisms  in  physical  edu¬ 
cation,  the  pendulum  has  swung  to  recreation,  games, 
and  play — athletics.  It  is  this  form  of  physical  edu¬ 
cation  that  I  wish  to  discuss  for  a  few  moments.  First, 
I  shall  very  briefly  trace  the  history  of  out-of-door 
sports 

The  first  recorded  facts  about  athletics  are  those 
that  we  read  in  the  history  of  ancient  Greece.  The 
Greeks  had  their  Olympian  games  once  every  four 
years  at  Olympia  in  honor  of  Jupiter.  Here  they 
gathered  from  all  quarters  of  the  country.  The  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  festival  month  was  announced  by  heralds 
sent  to  every  state,  and  a  solemn  truce  suppressed  all 
quarrels  until  it  was  over.  The  competitive  exercises 
consisted  of  running,  leaping,  boxing,  wrestling, 
and  chariot  racing,  and  the  prize  was  a  wreath  from  the 
sacred  olive-tree  at  Olympia.  The  Greeks  did  not 
idolize  bodily  strength  and  swiftness  and  agility  as 
we  moderns  are  inclined  to  do.  They  affirmed  that  one 
elephant  was  much  stronger  than  many  men,  and  that 
oni-  ostrich  was  far  swifter  than  their  best  runners; 
end  therefore  their  physical  qualities  were  not  very 
valuable  merely  in  themselves.  They  practiced  ath¬ 
letics  to  develop  health,  beauty  and  grace  of  form, 
and  mental  acumen.  A  recent  writer  has  said  that  w  ith¬ 
out  Gree<  ian  athletics,  there  would  have  been  no  Gree- 
cian  sculpture. 

\thletic  ami  gymnastie  exercises  never  found  much 
favor  among  the  Homans,  but  they  were  fond  of  their 
gladiatorial  shows,  wild-beast  fights,  and  naval  con¬ 
tests.  In  these,  individuals  from  the  lower  classes,  or 
foreign  slaves,  took  the  leading  parts;  the  Romans, 
therefore,  were  not  the  physical  or  mental  equals  of 
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the  Greeks.  They  were  rather  their  imitators. 

Manly  sports  next  appeared  during  the  mediaeval 
and  early  modern  centuries  in  the  form  of  knighthood 
and  the  tournament.  The  knights  were  expert  in  horse¬ 
manship,  jousting,  and  other  athletic  exercise.  The 
tournaments  were  very  valuable  socially,  because  they 
brought  all  the  people  together  in  great  open-air 
gatherings,  and  encouraged  individual  prowess  and 
gallantry,  and  many  kinds  of  athletic  games  and  con¬ 
tests.  All  of  these  early  physical  activities  were  of 
very  great  value,  in  that  they  promoted  health,  per¬ 
sonal  bravery  and  daring,  teamwork,  social  good¬ 
feeling,  and  even  national  spirit. 

We  have  not  the  space  here  to  trace  even  briefly  the 
further  development  of  athletics  through  the  modern 
centuries,  but  let  us  look  for  a  moment  at  our  own 
time  and  country.  We  are  all  familiar  with  children’s 
play-ground,  swimming-pool,  baseball  parks,  grid 
irons,  school  and  college  athletic  activities,  athletic 
meets,  and  marathons.  Whence  and  how  has  all  this 
come?  Michael  Pupin,  in  his  great  book  “From  Im¬ 
migrant  To  Inventor,”  tells  us  that  during  his  eighteen 
months’  stay  at  Cambridge,  England,  he  found  that  the 
professors  and  the  student-body  were  hard  at  work  with 
serious  study  all  mornings,  but  that  the  afternoons 
were  given  over  to  athletics.  Not  only  at  Cambridge, 
but  everywhere  among  enlightened  peoples,  it  is 
understood  that  physical  activities  are  a  necessary  part 
of  mental  and  spiritual  grow  th. 

When  the  United  States  entered  the  World  War,  it 
became  necessary  to  draft  young  men  for  the  army  in 
large  numbers.  Physical  examination  revealed  the 
surprising  fact,  that  about  one-third  of  these  men 
were  unfit  for  service  in  the  fidld.  The  country  was 
astonished.  Did  not  we  as  a  nation  pride  ourselves  on 
our  athletics?  Had  not  we  made  world  records?  Were 
not  our  athletic  coaches  the  highest  paid  coaches  in 
the  world?  The  lesson  was  obvious:  It  was  not  enough 
that  school  or  college  or  national  athletics  be  limited 
to  the  few  on  the  various  teams,  or  to  several  idolized 
heroes;  rather  the  whole  people  must  daily  relax  and 
play  for  a  lime  if  it  is  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  health. 
Uncle  Sam  established  large  athletic  fields  for  the 
soldiers.  The  men  were  put  through  their  athletics  for 
months,  and  the  results  were  satisfactory.  A  physical¬ 
ly  fitter  army  than  that  which  we  sent  to  Europe  could 
hardly  have  been  desired.  Our  army  sang,  it  fought, 
it  cheered,  it  bled,  it  died!  It  made  a  game  of  it,  und 
we  won  the  war  on  our  athletic  fields. 

Since  the  World  War,  school  and  college  and  even 
country-wide  athletics  has  been  stressed  more  than 
ever.  Only  a  few  weeks  ago,  our  own  stale  university 
opened  a  thirty-five  thousand  dollar  swimming-pool 
for  its  student-body.  Fortunate  are  those  young  peo-

pie  who  daily  enjoy  the  swimming  pools  and  gym¬ 
nasiums,  who  are  on  the  baseball,  football,  and  bas¬ 
ketball  teams,  and  who  takes  part  in  other  like  activi¬ 
ties;  for  this  delightful  feature  of  school  life  proves  as 
helpful  to  the  student  as  does  class-room  work  itself. 
No  wonder  the  youth  of  today  is  so  wide-wake,  so  rest¬ 
less,  so  eager,  so  inquisitive,  so  impatient  of  re¬ 
straint!  Modren  athletics  has  helped  to  “set  the  pace, 
and  they  are  “eager  to  go.”  Where  better  than  on  their 
athletic  fields  can  the  boys  and  girls  of  to-day  learn 
to  “play  the  game’’  in  all  walks  of  life?  Here  they 
learn  to  struggle  shoulder  to  shoulder,  to  give  of  their 
best,  to  take  punishment,  to  endure  defeat,  and  to  sus¬ 
tain  victory.  Well  directed  athletics  rseults  in  fine 
physiques,  red  blood,  active  minds,  and  eager  spirits! 
Let  us  imitate  the  Greeks  in  this,  as  well  as  in  phyloso- 
phy  and  art. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  add,  that 
what  is  true  of  athletics  and  physical  education  of 
young  people  in  general  is  true  in  a  much  greater  de¬ 
gree  for  blind  boys  and  girls.  Therefore,  physical 
activivities  make  up  no  small  part  of  our  weekly  rou¬ 
tine.  Blind  pupils  who  taught  from  early  childhood 
to  march,  to  run,  to  tumble,  to  climb,  to  push,  to 
pull,  to  dance  etc.,  are  found  to  develop  self-poise, 
ease  of  action,  confi  fence,  energy  and  ambition. 
Visit  our  various  “gym”  groups  and  see  for  yourself! 
At  present,  we  haven’t  all  the  facilities  for  these 
things,  but  we  hope  before  very  long  to  boast  a  swim¬ 
ming-pool,  a  gymnasium,  and  other  like  equipment. 
Who  shall  then  set  bounds  to  our  attainments?  In  the 
words  of  Tennyson,  “May  these  things  be. — \eli. 
Norton. 


FLORIDA,  “ THE  LAND  SUNSHINE .” 

Over  four  hundred  years  have  passed  since  Ponce 
de  Leon  discovered  Florida.  Florida  once  belonged 
to  Spain.  The  United  States  purchased  the  territory  in 
eighteen  hundred  nineteen  and  it  came  into  the  union 
as  a  state  in  eighteen  hundred  forty-five.  I  he  state 
flower  is  the  orange  blossom.  Florida  has  such  nick 
names  as  “Peninsular,1  "Everglade,  and  Sunshine 
State.  The  State  received  its  name  from  the  Spanish 
words  meaning  Feast  of  flowers  or  Easter  Sunday,  on 
which  day  it  was  discovered  in  fifteen  hundred  thir¬ 
teen.  The  first  settlement  was  made  in  St  Augustine 
in  fifteen  hundred  sixty-five.  From  that  time  I  lorida 
has  been  developing  fast.  Since  the  beginning  of 
Governor  Bloxham’s  first  administration,  beginning 
in  eighteen  hundred  eighty-one,  the  wealth  of  Morula 
has  especially  increased,  and  the  population  lias  been 
doubled.  Railroads  have  been  built,  swamps  have  been 
converted  into  farm  lands,  tropical  and  othei  liuil- 


have  been  cultivated,  and  fine  educational  institutions 
have  been  established. 

More  than  six  hundred  varieties  of  fish  swim  in  the 
Stdl  and  fresh  waters  of  f  lorida.  I  he  only  sponge 
fisheries  in  the  United  States  are  in  Florida.  Not  enu¬ 
merating  the  finned  fish,  there  are  such  shellfish  as  oy¬ 
sters,  crabs,  clams  and  shrimp.  Moreover,  f  lorida 
leads  the  States  in  the  production  of  phosphates  for 
fertilizer.  Oranges,  lemons,  limes,  grapefruit,  pine¬ 
apples,  bananas  and  similiar  fruits  grow  in  Florida. 
One-third  of  all  America’s  oranges  are  grown  in  Flor¬ 
ida.  The  largest  pecan  grove  in  the  United  Slates, 
having  seventy  thousand  trees,  is  near  Tallahassee.  In 
manufactures,  the  State  excels  in  lumber  and  tobacco 
products.  Referring  again  to  agriculture,  the  United 
Stales  has  more  agricultural  experiment  stations  and 
bird  reservations  in  Florida  than  in  any  other  state. 
Florida  has  the  only  railroad  in  the  world  built  out 
over  the  sea, — the  one  going  to  Key  West.  It  is  one  of 
the  most  amazing  pieces  of  construction  known.  Flor¬ 
ida  also  has  aviation  interests.  Pan-American  Air¬ 
ways  carrying  mail  and  passengers  to  Cuba,  Porto 
Rico,  Nassau,  and  to  all  of  South  America.  This  com¬ 
mercial  activity  is  very  new,  but  bids  fair  to  become  a 
thriving  business. 

I  must  not  forget  Florida’s  beauty  spots,  which  are 
our  drawing  cards  to  thousands  of  annual  tourists.  Sil¬ 
ver  Spri  ngs  is  one  of  the  largest  springs  in  the  world. 
The  outflow  forms  a  river,  navigable  for  steamboats, 
leading  to  the  Oklawaha  River.  Winter  excursions  to 
Silver  Springs  via  this  stream  are  very  popular.  The 
Singing  Tower  erected  by  Edward  Bok  is  a  popular 
shrine.  Thousands  of  people  go  to  it  to  listen  to  the  ex¬ 
quisite  music  of  the  bells  and  to  see  the  surrounding 
gardens  of  rare  (lowers,  the  flowers  having  been  trans¬ 
planted  from  all  parts  of  our  country  and  from  many 
foreign  countries.  Every  year  lovely  old  Saint  Augus¬ 
tine  has  the  Ponce  de  Leon  Celebration  which  is  color¬ 
ful  and  highly  interesting,  attracting  widespread  in¬ 
terest. 

The  winter  climate  is  another  drawing  card  to  Flor¬ 
ida.  It  is  generally  warm  and  beautiful  throughout  the 
winter  while  the  northern  states  have  cold  weather. 
Northern  people  come  to  Florida  to  bask  in  its  warm 
sunshine  through  the  winter  months.  Among  the  cities 
most  visited  by  our  season  visitors  are  Saint  Augus¬ 
tine,  not  only  the  most  ancient  city  in  Florida  but  the 
oldest  in  the  United  States;  Tallahassee,  the  Capital; 
Palm  Beach,  the  resort  of  fashion  and  the  site  of  one 
of  the  largest  hotels  in  the  world;  Miami,  a  center  for 
winter  tourists  and  important  for  the  surrounding 
grapefruit  and  truck  garden  territory;  Pensacola,  the

When  the 
forty-sixth  session  of  the  school  opened  on  September 
sixteenth  there  were  very  few  absent. 

In  nearly  every  case  where  pupils  were  late  on  ac¬ 
count  of  illness,  we  had  word  from  the  parents  ex¬ 
plaining  the  delay.  This  was  a  great  help  to  the  Mana¬ 
gement  of  the  school  and  we  want  to  let  the  parents 
know  that  this  splendid  cooperation  is  very  much  ap¬ 
preciated. 

The  enrollment  at  this  time,  October  10,  exceeds 
tin*  number  of  pupils  we  had  in  school  at  the  same 
time  last  year.  The  enrollment  to  date  is  310.

As  is  usually  the  case,  the  pupils  who  have  come  to 
us  for  the  first  time  have  adjusted  themselves  to  their 
new  surroundings  by  this  time  and  are  getting  into  the 


spirit  of  school  life. 

It  is  surprising  indeed  how  quickly  children  will 
adjust  themselves  to  a  new  situation  and  how  quickly 
they  will  “take  up”  with  other  children  and  become 
happy  and  contented  to  live  and  play  together.  This 
however,  should  be  a  great  comfort  to  the  parents 
who  find  it  difficult  to  part  with  the  children  and  have 
them  away  at  school. 

Letters  or  cards  are  sent  to  the  parents  of  our 
pupils  every  two  weeks.  Sometimes  the  mail  is  delayed 
and  if  you  do  not  receive  your  letter  promptly,  be 
patient  for  tw'o  or  three  days  and  rest  assured  that  if 
anything  happens  to  your  child  or  if  your  child  be¬ 
comes  sick,  you  will  be  promptly  notified  from  the 
office  of  the  School.  Of  course  if  the  ohild  just  has  a 
cold  or  some  other  minor  illness  you  probably  w'ill 
not  be  notified  because  it  would  cause  you  unneces¬ 
sary  worry  when  in  all  probability  the  child  would  be 
practically  well  before  you  received  the  letter  telling 
of  his  slight  illness.

r£TlE  day  before  the  Conference  of  Superintendents 

and  Principals  met  in  Colorado  Springs,  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  profession  throughout  the  United  States 
were  greatiy  shocked  to  hear  of  the  death  of  Dr.  J.  W. 
Jones,  Superintendent  of  the  Ohio  School. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Jones  and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  0.  M.  Pitten- 
ger  of  the  Indiana  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Mr.  Warren 
Bigler,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  In¬ 
diana  School,  were  motoring  toward  Colorado  .Springs 
to  attend  the  Conference  when  the  car  in  which  they 
were  riding  overturned  near  Ellis,  Kansas,  killing  Dr. 
Jones.  Mr.  Bigler  was  fatally  injured  and  died  several 
hours  later.  Mrs.  Pittenger  was  badly  injured  but  af¬ 
ter  several  days  was  able  to  be  removed  to  her  home. 

The  State  of  Ohio  has  lost  one  of  its  most  noted 
and  beloved  educators.  Our  profession,  too,  can  ill 
afford  to  lose  his  leadership  and  wise  counsel. 

Dr.  Jones  had  been  superintendent  of  the  Ohio 
School  for  thirty-five  years  and  the  deaf  of  Ohio  and 
those  throughout  the  nation  looked  upon  him  as  a  true 
friend  who  always  had  their  interests  and  welfare  up¬ 
permost  in  his  mind. 

1 1  is  editorials  in  the  Ohio  Chronicle  were  generally 
read  by  the  members  of  the  profession.  They  were 
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replete  with  human  element  and  carried  great  weight 
and  influence  for  good.  We  shall  miss  them  greatly 
from  the  columns  of  the  Chronicle.

order  to  get  our  bathing  suits  and  join  those  rescuing 
the  boy. 

When  we  arrived  at  the  scene,  there  was  a  great 
group  of  people,  from  far  and  near,  watching  the  res¬ 
cuers.  They  had  not  found  the  body  when  we  arrived, 
so  we  plunged  into  the  water  and  started  looking  ,  too. 
Inch  by  inch,  we  combed  the  depths  near  the  spot  where 
the  boy  was  last  seen.  It  seemed  impossible  to  find  him, 
but  just  as  it  got  dark,  one  of  my  friends  found  the 
body.  As  the  search  came  to  an  end,  I  suddenly  dis¬ 
covered  that  I  was  chilled  to  the  bones.  It  had  been  a 
tragic  experience. 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  boy  had  been  dead  so  long 
that  there  was  no  chance  of  reviving  him. — W.  Wilson.

NOTES  FROM  THE  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

When  school  opened  we  all  drew  a  big  long 
breath,  rubbed  our  eyes  to  make  sure  we  were  not 
dreaming,  and  forthwith  began  to  investigate.  For 
at  last,  the  long  expected  had  happened,  and  we  have 
a  brand  new  music  department.  We  have  brand  new 
quarters  for  our  same  music  department,  to  be  exact, 
for  we  have  the  same  teachers,  with  few  exceptions, 
our  same  student  body  as  formerly.  Such  changes  as 
have  been  made  in  one  brief  summer.  The  workmen 
are  not  yet  through,  and  one  may  hear  them  pounding 
away  almost  any  time,  knowing  always  that  every 
stroke  of  the  hammer  is  making  us  more  comfortable 
or  adding  some  new  beauty. 

Heretofore  there  has  been  one  large  studio  to  the 
right  and  immediately  back  of  the  auditorium.  From 
this  ran  a  small  passage  way  along  which  were  four 
practice  rooms  with  a  piano  in  each,  and  one  in  which 
was  installed  the  motor  for  the  pipe  organ  on  the  stage 
of  the  auditorium.  As  time  went  on  and  new  pianos 
were  procured  to  meet  the  needs  for  our  ever  growing 
department  pianos  were  placed  in  the  dressing  rooms 
on  either  side  of  the  auditorium  stage,  and  an  addi¬ 
tional  piano  was  placed  on  the  stage  itself.  One  of 
the  practice  rooms  in  the  rear  had  to  be  called  into 
service  to  do  duty  as  a  second  studio,  and  we  had  all 
told  eight  pianos,  six  for  practice  purposes,  two  for 
teaching,  and  in  addition  the  little  Grand  which  was 
supposed  to  be  used  only  upon  state  occasions. 

Now  we  have  back  of  the  auditorium,  which  has 
been  enlarged  to  almost  double  its  former  size,  a  beau¬ 
tiful  hall,  a  small  auditorium  in  itself,  on  either  side 
of  which  are  five  practice  rooms,  and  at  the  further 
end  of  which  are  two  studios  equipped  with  every  mo¬ 
dern  convience.  Each  studio  contains  a  grand  piano, 
and  the  children  never  tire  of  exclaiming  over  the  love¬ 
ly  new  practice  pianos  added  during  the  summer.  The 
new  building  is  absolutely  fire  proof,  and  art  and 
utility  have  surely  made  a  happy  union  in  its  construc¬ 
tion.  One  of  the  delights  is  a  cunning  balcony  in  the 
music  hall,  reached  by  a  winding  stair.  Here  one  finds 
a  breeze.  The  music  hall  is  artistically  decorated  and 
pannelled.  It,  as  well  as  each  practice  room  and  stu¬ 
dio,  contains  electric  plugs  and  radiators  (that  in  the 
hall  being  usually  large)  insuring  comfort  at  all  times 
and  seasons. 

The  music  department  is  thoroughly  thrilled,  and 
we  want  our  friends  to  visit  us  and  help  share  in  all  of 
our  new  joy. 

We  shall  probably  find  many  and  varied  uses  for 


this  balcony.  From  it  one  reaahes  by  a  door  into  the 
attic,  the  newly  installed  organ  motor.  The  organ 
was  rebuilt  also  during  the  summer  and  we  are  de¬ 
lighted  with  its  new  tonal  quality.

THE  RADIO-EAR

We  try  to  un¬ 
derstand  what  we  hear,  but  it  is  very  difficult,  for  what 
comes  to  us  is  a  confusion  of  sound.

We  enjoy  the 
radio-ear  and  are  glad  that  we  have  it.

PROPER  ACTIVITY  FOR  AN 
ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

We  commend  the  following  editorial  from  the  pen 
of  Tom  L.  Anderson,  Editor  of  the  Iowa  Hawkeye,  to 
the  attention  of  the  Alumni  Associations  of  all  the 
schools  for  the  deaf  as  a  suggestion  for  a  real  construc¬ 
tive  program. 

“The  fashion  among  the  deaf  at  large  seems  to  be 
to  look  to  the  State  School  for  leadership  in  affairs  that 
are  not  always  the  business  of  the  school.  Employ¬ 
ment,  welfare  work,  vocational  advice,  are  some  of  the 
services  expected  of  the  school,  which  can  searcely  be 
extended  beyond  the  school  boundaries. 

We  are  sure  that  school  officials  would  not  resent 
it  if  the  alumni  groups,  properly  advised  and  properly 
led,  would  develop  worthwhile  activities,  which  seem 
to  have  been  fastened  on  the  school  by  growth  of  cus¬ 
tom. 

It  would  be  admirable,  for  instance,  if  the  Iowa  As¬ 
sociation  of  the  Deaf  would  attempt  to  compile  among 
its  members  an  “Occupational  Directory”  containing 
a  list  of  all  graduates  and  ex-pupils  of  the  school, 
present  occupation,  occupations  followed  since  leaving 
the  school,  trade  followed  in  the  school  shops,  how 
first  job  was  obtained,  and  such  other  information  as 
would  prove  helpful  to  one  making  a  study  of  the  deaf 
outside  of  school. 

Practically  all  the  records  available  for  study  con¬ 
cern  the  pupils  in  school.  The  school  finds  it  impossible 
to  follow  its  graduates,  to  keep  up  to-date  records  of 
the  nature  required  in  answering  the  question, “What 
percentage  of  your  graduates  are  printers?”  Every¬ 
body  about  the  school  is  too  busily  engaged  with  the 
pupils  at  hand,  who  need  all  the  available  thought 
and  attention  of  school  teachers  and  officers,  to  con¬ 
cern  themselves  with  the  scattered  alumni. 

A  Directory  of  the  graduates  and  ex-pupils  of  the 
Iowa  School  would  prove  of  interest  and  value  to  all, 
and  might  he  sold  at  a  profit  which  would  increase  the 
Endowment  Fund.  If  the  Directory  were  compiled  with 
care,  and  exact  information  given  in  each  case  it  would 
be  of  value  to  the  school  management,  and  might  pos¬ 
sibly  be  used  to  determine  the  policy  of  the  industrial 
department. 

The  school  printery  might  undertake  to  publish  the 
Directory  at  cost  price,  if  the  Association  officials 
would  bestir  themselves  and  get  the  information.  Ibis 
can  be  obtained  either  through  the  work  of  the  officials 
themselves,  or  through  the  help  of  a  large  committee 
of  energetic  members  closely  covering  the  entire  state, 
and  working  after  the  matter  of  census  agents.  We  sug¬ 
gest  both:  the  committee  to  help  the  officials  get  the 
information,  and  the  latter  to  see  the  compiling  and 
publishing.” — Tlic  Jersey  School  News.

The  regular  industiial  work  will  go  on  Friday  after¬ 
noon  and  Saturday  as  usual  for  those  who  remain  and 
vs  ill  hegain  again  Monday,  December  29th. 

The  school  in  the  past  has  appreciated  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  the  parents  in  the  matter  of  promptness  at  Christ¬ 
mas  time  and  we  hope  we  can  count  on  you  again  to 
help  us  to  do  the  most  possible  for  your  child. 


The  parents  of  our  pupils  and  many  of  the  friends 
of  the  School  will  be  interested  in  the  building  pro¬ 
gram  that  was  carried  on  at  the  school  during  the  past 
summer.  They  will  be  interested  also  in  some  of  the 
other  improvements  that  were  made. 

Just  before  school  opened  a  reporter  from  the 
St.  Augustine  Record  visited  the  school,  and  what  he 
had  to  say  covers  very  well  the  work  for  the  past  sum¬ 
mer.  We  quote  from  the  St.  Augustine  Record  of  Sep¬ 
tember  Seventh : 

“When  the  State  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind 
opens  on  September  16th,  a  host  of  improvements  will 
be  awaiting  the  three  hundred  and  some  students  who 
are  already  enrolled. 

During  the  summer  months  the  Keller  Construction 
Company,  of  Jacksonville,  has  been  working  steadily 
on  a  number  of  major  alterations  and  additions  while 
the  staff  of  the  school  has  busied  itself  in  a  program 
of  renovation  which  has  the  entire  institution  practical¬ 
ly  glittering. 

The  major  operations  were  made  in  the  dining 
room  facilties  and  the  accommodations  for  the  musical 
education  of  the  students.  The  dining  room,  crowded 
last  year  and  for  several  years  past,  has  been  added 
to  by  some  40  feet.  This  addition  was  achieved  by 
tearing  down  the  rear  wall  of  the  old  dining  room  and 
bui filing  a  connection  between  its  terminus  and  the 
kitchen  direct.  In  doing  this  it  has  been  necessary  to 
redecorate  the  entire  room.  Mr.  A.  L.  Brown  points 
out  that  this  extension  will  make  it  possible  to  arrange 
tables  so  as  to  allow'  the  center  or  serving  aisles  to  be 
clear.  The  tables  will  not  be  bunched  together  and 
the  service  will  be  expedited  by  the  new  arrangements. 

Great  though  this  improvement  is,  a  still  greater 
improvement  has  been  made  in  the  auditorium  which 
is  situated  above  the  dining  room.  Here,  too,  the  ac¬ 
comodations  have  been  enlarged  and  seating  capacity 
increased.  Some  160  extra  seats  have  been  added  to 
the  capacity  of  the  auditoruim  and  the  old  stage  has 
been  done  over  and  redecorated  in  a  more  tasteful  and 
practical  style. 

The  enlarging  of  this  department  made  it  neces¬ 
sary  to  remove  the  school’s  pipe  organ  and  a  man  from 
the  factory  has  taken  advantage  of  this  opportunity 
to  go  over  the  instrument  completely.  He  says  that  the 
school’s  organ  is  now  better  than  when  purchased. 

Two  new  fire  exits  have  been  added  to  the  audi¬ 
torium  to  care  for  the  increased  seating  capacity. 

Although  these  improvements  are  extensive  in  them- 
selvos  the  greatest  improvement  is  in  the  music  depart¬ 
ment.  Formerly  there  was  such  a  lack  of  space  in  this 
department  that  only  two  small  practice  rooms,  really 
exits  for  the  stage,  were  available.  The  twelve  pianos 
which  are  necessary  for  the  musical  education  of  the 
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students  were  spread  over  literally  the  entire  property 
with  one  instrument  here  and  another  there. 

Now,  however,  the  department  has  been  centra¬ 
lized.  Twelve  sound  proof  practice  rooms  have  been 
constructed  in  the  rear  of  the  auditorium  centering  up¬ 
on  a  main  or  general  music  assembly  room  which  is 
also  to  be  used  as  an  orchestra  room.  Two  of  the 
twelve  new  practice  rooms  are  considerably  larger 
than  the  others  and  have  been  fitted  up  to  accommo¬ 
date  the  instructors.  All  twelve  of  the  school  pianos 
will  now  be  centralized  in  one  department  where  the 
student’s  entire  musical  education  program  can  be 
cared  for. 

This  department  is  finished  off  in  beautiful  panel¬ 
ing  work  which  is  crowned  with  a  frescoed  ceiling  of 
sound  resisting  material  making  the  whole  a  most 
tasteful  and  appropriate  setting  for  the  musically 
inclined.  Mr.  Brown  is  most  justly  proud  of  this  de¬ 
partment  which  it  is  said,  will  compare  favorably  with 
any  similar  department  in  the  south. 

These  items,  the  expansion  of  the  dining  facilities, 
the  enlarging  of  the  auditorium  and  the  construction 
of  a  practically  new  music  department,  contitute  the 
major  objectives  of  the  extensive  summer  construc¬ 
tion.  However,  the  school's  regular  staff  has  not  been 
idle  and  the  older  portions  of  the  main  and  out  build¬ 
ings  show  the  results  of  their  labor.  Class  rooms 
have  been  done  over,  re-sealed  and  redecorated  where 
walls  and  woodwork  had  begun  to  show  wear.  One 
new  class  room  has  been  constructed  where  some  waste 
space  was  found  and,  in  short,  the  entire  institution 
has  benefited  from  the  industry  and  achievement. 

So,  when  the  students  return  on  September  16th, 
they  will  find  material  improvements  in  the  entire 
institution  will  have  been  considerably  augmented 
and  Florida’s  citizens  may  justly  be  proud  of  one  of 
the  most  complete  and  modern  institution  for  the  edu¬ 
cation  of  the  deaf  and  the  blind  in  the  south."

General  Information 

This  is  a  school  supported  by  the  State  of  Florida  for 
educating  all  children  within  the  state  whose  defective 
sight  or  hearing  makes  it  impossible  or  difficult  for  them  to 
receive  instruction  in  the  public  school.  To  be  eligible,  a 
ohild  must  be  too  deaf  or  too  blind  to  be  educated  in  the 
common  school?,  of  sound  mind  and  between  the  ages  of 
six  to  twenty-one. 

Any  person  desiring  to  enter  a  pupil  at  the  school  should 
write  the  president  of  the  school,  stating: 

(ll  Name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  pupil. 

12.  Name  and  address  of  parents  and  guardians. 

This  is  a  school  not  an  asylum,  or  hospital,  or  refoma- 
tory. 

It  is  strictly  and  solely  a  school.  Its  purpose  is  educa¬ 
tional.  to  give  literary  and  industrial  training  to  deaf  and 
blind  children.  Only  educable  children  of  school  age  will 
be  admitted  and  retained.  Those  attending  school  here 
should  not  be  called  “inmates”  and  “patients,’  or  subjects 
of  charity.  Its  aim  is  to  so  train  and  teach  its  pupils  that 
they  may  be  able  to  take  their  place  among  the  busy  ranks 
of  their  more  fortunate  brothers  and  sisters  and  lead  useful 
and  independent  lives 


Proper  Time  for  Admission 
Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  except  during  vacation. 
The  best  time  to  enter  a  child  is  at  the  opening  of  the 
school,  the  middle  of  September.  The  school  term  is  eight 
months  and  it  is  necessary  to  make  each  days  work  count 
in  order  that  the  school  maintain  its  high  standard  effici¬ 
ency.  Each  pupil  should,  therefore,  be  present  to  begin 
work  promptly  at  the  opening  of  each  session  and  remain 
without  interruption  the  entire  school  term. 


Proper  School  Age 

Parents  should  endeavor  to  enter  their  children  while 
they  are  young.  It  is  advisable  to  enter  a  child  at  six  years 
of  age. 

To  Parents  who  are  unable  to  pay,  tution  and  all  other 
expenses  are  without  charge,  except  clothing  and  the  first 
tra\<  linp  expenw*.  Clothing  must  be  provided  by  parents  or 
friends.  The  first  traveling  expenses,  not  paid  by  the 
parents,  are  provided  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  from  which  the  pupil  comes.  Afterwards  this  ex* 
pense  is  met  by  the  state. 


Object  of  the  School 

The  state  is  providing  this  school  for  its  deaf  and  blind 
children  acts  with  the  same  motive  that  caused  her  to  estab¬ 
lish  her  public  schools,  that  is  a  desire  to  fit  these  children 
to  become  good  and  useful  citizens.  It  is  found  more  expe 
dient  and  more  economical  to  gather  all  her  deaf  and  blind 
children  into  one  place  than  to  establish  separate  schools  for 
them  throughout  the  state. 

It  is  unexcusable  for  any  parent  or  guardian  of  any 


healthy  deaf  or  blind  child  to  keep  the  child  out  of  school 
when  the  state  has  made  such  liberal  provision  for  their 
education. 

No  child  of  weak  intelligence,  no  child  of  vicious  or  bad 
habits  and  1.0  child  suffering  from  incurrable  disease  will  be 
admitted  into  the  school. 


The  Course  of  Study 

The  course  of  study  embraces  the  branches  usually 
taught  in  the  elementary  and  grammar  schools,  with  a  num¬ 
ber  of  high  school  studies  subject  to  charge  as  the  peculiar 
wants  of  the  deaf  or  blind  child  require.  The  school  strives 
to  keep  abreast  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age  and 
nothing  is  left  out  of  the  course  of  study  that  will  be  of 
benefit  to  the  pupil. 

Every  deaf  child  is  given  an  opportunity  as  far  as  possi¬ 
ble  to  learn  speech  and  lip-reading.  Every  possible  effort  is 
made  to  encourage  and  promote  speech. 

Those  in  the  department  for  the  deaf  who  desire  a  high 
er  education  are  prepared  for  admission  to  Gallaudet  Col¬ 
lege,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Industrial  training  is  also  given  in  several  branches, 
such  as  printing,  carpentry,  cabinet-making,  painting, 
drawing,  domestic  science,  sewing,  broom-making,  piano 
tuning,  rug-weaving,  shoe- repairing  etc. 


Location  of  the  School 

The  school  is  located  one  mile  north  of  the  “City  Gates.” 
From  the  rear  of  the  buildings  a  beautiful  view  of  the  ocean 
may  be  obtained. 

With  the  beautiful  location  and  balmy  fresh  air  from  the 
sea  and  the  pure  artesian  water  from  our  own  well  the 
health  and  happiness  of  the  children  are  assured. 


Miscellaneous 

Letter  day  comes  twice  a  month  at  which  time  a  letter 
is  sent  to  each  parent. 

There  is  no  protracted  Christmas  vacation  as  the  term 
is  only  eight  months  and  parents  are  earnestly  requested 
not  to  ask  for  the  children  to  visit  home  during  the  ses¬ 
sion. 

School  always  beings  about  the  middle  of  September 
and  closes  about  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  pupils  will 
go  home  for  the  summer  vacation. 

The  government  of  the  school  is  that  of  a  well-regulated 
family,  and  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  health,  man¬ 
ners,  comforts,  and  habits  of  fchc  pupils. 

All  letters  and  packages  should  be  sent  in  care  of  the 
president  of  the  school. 

Any  person  sending  the  address  of  a  deaf  or  blind  child, 
not  in  school,  will  be  doing  a  real  service  to  a  class  whose 
lives  need  in  a  peculiar  degree  the  blessing  and  light  of  an 
education.

It  was  from  Spain  that  the  United 
State  bought  the  tract,  making  a  state  of  it. 

It  has  more  than  thirty  thousand  lakes  and  swamps. 
Okeechobee,  on  the  northern  border  of  the  Everglades, 
is  the  largest  lake  in  the  southern  states.  The  Saint 
Johns  River  is  the  largest  and  most  important  river  in

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General  Information 

This  is  a  school  supported  by  the  State  of  Florida  for 
educating  all  children  within  the  state  whose  defective 
sight  or  hearing  makes  it  impossible  or  difficult  for  them  to 
receive  instruction  in  the  public  school.  To  be  eligible,  a 
child  must  be  too  deaf  or  too  blind  to  be  educated  in  the 
common  schools,  of  sound  mind  and  between  the  ages  of 
six  to  twenty -one.  * 

Any  person  desiring  to  enter  a  pupil  at  the  school  should 
write  the  president  of  the  school,  stating: 

(1)  Name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  pupil. 

(2,  Name  and  address  of  parents  and  guardians. 

This  is  a  school  not  an  asylum,  or  hospital,  or  refoma- 
tory. 

It  is  strictly  and  solely  a  school.  Its  purpose  is  educa¬ 
tional.  to  give  literary  and  industrial  training  to  deaf  and 
blind  children.  Only  educable  children  of  school  age  will 
be  admitted  and  retained.  Those  attending  school  here 
should  not  be  called  “inmates”  and  “patients,’  or  subjects 
of  charity.  Its  aim  is  to  so  train  and  teach  its  pupils  that 
they  may  be  able  to  take  their  place  among  the  busy  ranks 
of  their  more  fortunate  brothers  and  sisters  and  lead  useful 
and  independent  lives 


Proper  Time  for  Admission 
Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  except  during  vacation. 
The  best  time  to  enter  a  child  is  at  the  opening  of  the 
school,  the  middle  of  September.  The  school  term  is  eight 
months  and  it  is  necessary  to  make  each  days  work  count 
in  order  that  the  sohool  maintain  its  high  standard  effici- 
ency.  Each  pupil  should,  therefore,  be  present  to  begin 
work  promptly  at  the  opening  of  each  session  and  remain 
without  interruption  the  entire  school  term. 


Proper  School  Ace 

Parents  should  endeavor  to  enter  their  children  while 
they  are  young.  It  is  advisable  to  enter  a  child  at  six  years 
of  age. 

To  Parents  who  are  unable  to  pay,  tution  and  all  other 
expenses  are  without  charge,  except  clothing  and  the  first 
trawling  expenses.  Clothing  must  be  provided  by  parents  or 
friends.  The  first  traveling  expenses,  not  paid  by  the 
parents,  are  provided  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  from  which  the  pupil  comes.  Afterwards  this  ex¬ 
pense  is  met  by  the  state. 


Object  of  the  School 

The  state  is  providing  this  school  for  its  deaf  and  blind 
dll  acl*.  with  the  same  motive  that  caused  her  to  estab¬ 
lish  her  public  schools,  that  is  a  desire  to  fit  these  children 
to  become  good  and  useful  citizen*.  It  is  found  more  expe- 
flient  and  more  economical  to  gather  all  her  deaf  and  blind 
children  into  one  plaor  than  to  establish  separate  schools  for 
them  throughout  the  jitatc. 

It  »*  uncxcusable  for  any  parent  or  guardian  of  any 


healthy  deaf  or  blind  child  to  keep  the  child  out  of  school 
when  the  state  has  made  such  liberal  provision  for  their 
education. 

No  child  of  weak  intelligence,  no  child  of  vicious  or  bad' 
habits  and  1.0  child  suffering  from  incurrable  disease  will  be’ 
admitted  into  the  school. 


The  Course  of  Study 

The  course  of  study  embraces  the  branches  usually 
taught  in  the  elementary  and  grammar  schools,  with  a  num¬ 
ber  of  high  school  studies  subject  to  charge  as  the  peculiar 
wants  of  the  deaf  or  blind  child  require.  The  school  strives 
to  keep  abreast  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age  and 
nothing  is  left  out  of  the  course  of  study  that  will  be  of 
benefit  to  the  pupil. 

Every  deaf  child  is  given  an  opportunity  as  far  as  possi¬ 
ble  to  learn  speech  and  lip-reading.  Every  possible  effort  is 
made  to  encourage  and  promote  speech. 

Those  in  the  department  for  the  deaf  who  desire  a  high' 
er  education  are  prepared  for  admission  to  Gallaudet  Col¬ 
lege,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Industrial  training  is  also  given  in  several  branches, 
such  as  printing,  carpentry,  cabinet-making,  painting, 
drawing,  domestic  science,  sewing,  broom-making,  piano 
tuning,  rug-weaving,  shoe-repairing  etc. 


Location  of  the  School 

The  school  is  located  one  mile  north  of  the  “City  Gates.” 
From  the  rear  of  the  buildings  a  beautiful  view  of  the  ocean 
may  be  obtained. 

With  the  beautiful  location  and  balmy  fresh  air  from  the 
sea  and  the  pure  artesian  water  from  our  own  well  the 
health  and  happiness  of  the  children  are  assured. 


Miscellaneous 

Letter  day  comes  twice  a  month  at  which  time  a  letter 
is  sent  to  each  parent. 

There  is  no  protracted  Christmas  vacation  as  the  term 
is  only  eight  months  and  parents  are  earnestly  requested 
not  to  ask  for  the  children  to  visit  home  during  the  ses¬ 
sion. 

School  always  beings  about  the  middle  of  September 
and  closes  about  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  pupils  will 
go  home  for  the  summer  vacation. 

1  he  government  of  the  school  is  that  of  a  well-regulated 
family,  and  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  health,  man¬ 
ners,  comforts,  and  habits  of  the  pupils.  , 

All  letters  and  packages  should  he  sent  in  care  of  the 
president  of  the  school. 

Any  person  sending  the  address  of  a  deaf  or  blind  child, 
not  in  school,  will  be  doing  a  real  service  to  u  class  whose 
lives  need  in  a  peculiar  degree  the  blessing  and  light  of  an 
education.

When  he  had 
finished  his  work  for  her.  he  spent  part  of  his  time 
earning  money,  some  part  studying,  and  part  playing. 
Bok  withdrew  from  school,  Avlien  he  was  twclve«years 
old.  but  he  did  not  give  up  thoughts  of  education. 
He  read  the  lives  of  famous  men  and  met  outstanding 
men  of  the  time.  He  was  full  of  initiative,  always, 
wanting  to  meet  famous  men.  He  was  not  afraid  to 
meet  them,  for  he  learned  much  from  them. 

When  Bok  became  an  editor,  he  did  much  to  es¬ 
tablish  high  ideals  and  good  living  conditions. 

When  he  reached  the  age  of  fifty-six,  he  resigned 
from  his  editorship.  He  helived  that  young  people 
should  have  chances  for  leadership  and  that  it  was 
wrong  for  elderly  persons,  financially  able  to  retire, 
to  continue  until  they  dropped  in  the  harness.  Bok. 
growing  up  and  becoming  Americanized,  seemed  to 
see  this  better  than  Americans,  themselves,  Avere  see¬ 
ing  it. 

I  hope  that  we  are  going  to  follow,  as  much  as 
we  can,  his  great  example  when  we  shall  have  left 
school.

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0NLY  a  few  years  ago  the  project  method  became 
very  popular  in  the  public  schools  and  in  some 
of  the  schools  for  the  deaf.  There  is  at  least  one 
superintendent  in  the  profession  who  not  only  believes 
in  this  method,  but  also  believes  in  the  ‘’Go  and  See’ 
Method.  We  refer  to  Dr.  D.  A.  McNeil,  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Alabama  School. 


Realizing  that  many  of  his  pupils  had  never  seen 
the  ocean  nor  seen  oranges  growing  on  trees  and  re¬ 
cognizing,  himself,  the  rich  historical  interest  which 
St.  Augustine  and  Florida  holds  for  its  visitors,  he 
deliberately  challenged  our  boys’  and  girls’  basket¬ 
ball  teams  to  a  game  to  be  played  in  St.  Augustine 
in  order  that  they  might  have  the  opportunity  of  visit¬ 
ing  our  places  of  historical  value  and  learning  much 
of  the  early  Florida  history  and  other  facts  that  might 
not  be  quite  so  easily  remembered  if  they  had  only 
been  read  from  a  book. 


On  the  evening  of  Friday,  January  23rd,  the  two 
teams  arrived  accompanied  by  their  two  coaches,  Mrs.

'po  have  grafters  and  Confidence  men  in  our  midst  is 
bad  enough  but  when  impostors  go  around  using 
the  name  of  the  handicapped  in  order  to  gain  favor 
or  make  a  sale  to  prospective  customers  it  is  just  a 
little  more  than  we  can  stand. 

It  seems  that  someone  went  through  the  state  dur¬ 
ing  the  summer  months  solicting  orders  for  rugs  using 
the  plea  that  they  were  made  by  the  “Blind  Weavers” 
of  St.  Augustine. 

In  each  case  a  down  payment  was  required  and  the 
balance  was  to  be  paid  when  the  rugs  were  delivered 
at  a  later  date.  We  have  received  a  number  of  letters 
from  persons  who  were  “taken  in”  by  this  party. 

To  date  we  have  been  unable  to  locate  any  organi¬ 
zation  known  as  the  “Blind  Weavers,”  and  the  school 
has  never  made  rugs  to  send  out  into  the  state  for  sale. 

If  anyone  is  going  through  the  State  using  the 
name  of  the  blind  to  gain  money  through  fraudulent 
methods,  they  should  be  prosecuted  to  the  fullest  ex¬ 
tent  of  the  law\  If  any  of  our  readers  are  solicted  by 
any  person  employing  the  above  described  methods  we 
hope  they  will  investigate  before  investing  and  if  they 
are  unable  to  satisfy  the  prospective  buyer,  we  hope 
they  will  turn  them  over  to  the  proper  authorities.  We 
shall  be  very  glad  to  assist  in  any  way  we  can  with  the 
prosecution  of  any  person  who  would  be  so  absolutely 
devoid  of  the  principles  of  honor  as  to  use  the  name  of 
the  blind  to  gain  sympathy  while  putting  over  a  frau¬ 
dulent  scheme. 

Such  a  thing  as  this  not  only  hurts  the  name  of  the 
blind  who  are  usually  upright  and  law  abiding  citizens 
but  il  gives  the  public  a  false  impression  of  the  blind 
which  is  hard  for  them  to  overcome.  It  destroys  con¬ 
fidence  in  the  blind  which  they  should  justly  enjoy. 
We  do  not  claim  that  all  of  any  particular  group  of 
persons  are  perfect  but  we  do  not  feel  that  they  should 
be  called  upon  to  bear  a  stigma  that  is  cast  upon  them 
unjustly. 

And  now  comes  word  from  St.  Cloud  that  mer¬ 
chants  el  that  city  have  been  victimized  by  a  deaf  man 
or  at  least  by  one  who  claims  to  be  deaf.  The  deaf  of 
St.  (.loud  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Frank  E.  Phil- 
pott  are  hot  on  the  trail  of  this  gentleman.  It  is  to  tne 
credit  of  the  deaf  themselves  they  they  do  not  wish  to 
have  the  punishment  of  such  persons  softened  because 
they  are  deaf  but  that  they  prefer  to  protect  their  own 
goo,|  name  by  having  all  such  violators  given  the 
punishment  which  is  rightfully  due  them.

General  Information 

This  is  a  school  supported  by  the  State  of  Florida  for 
educating  all  children  within  the  state  whose  defective 
sight  or  hearing  makes  it  impossible  or  difficult  for  them  io 
receive  instruction  in  the  public  school.  To  be  eligible,  a 
ohild  must  be  too  deaf  or  too  blind  to  be  educated  in  the 
common  school.*,  of  sound  mind  and  between  the  ages  of 
six  to  twenty-one. 

Any  person  desiring  to  enter  a  pupil  at  the  school  should 
write  the  president  of  the  school,  stating: 

(1)  Name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  pupil. 

<2,  Name  and  address  of  parents  and  guardians. 

This  is  a  school  not  an  asylum,  or  hospital,  or  refoma- 
tory. 

It  is  strictly  and  solely  a  school.  Its  purpose  is  educa¬ 
tional.  to  give  literary  and  industrial  training  .to  deaf  and 
blind  children.  Only  educable  children  of  school  age  will 
lie  admitted  and  retained.  Those  attending  school  here 
should  not  be  called  “inmates”  and  “patients,’  or  subjects 
of  charity.  Its  aim  is  to  so  train  and  teach  its  pupils  that 
they  may  be  able  to  lake  their  place  among  the  busy  ranks 
of  their  more  fortunate  brothers  and  sisters  and  lead  useful 
and  independent  lives 


Proper  Time  for  Admission 
Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  except  during  vacation. 
The  bpst  time  to  enter  a  child  is  at  the  opening  of  the 
school,  the  middle  of  September.  The  school  term  is  eight 
months  and  it  is  necessary  to  make  each  days  work  count 
in  order  that  the  sohool  maintain  its  high  standard  effici¬ 
ency.  Each  pupil  should,  therefore,  be  present  to  begin 
work  promptly  at  the  opening  of  each  session  and  remain 
without  interruption  the  entire  school  term. 


Proper  School  Acf. 

Parents  should  endeavor  to  enter  their  children  while 
they  are  young.  It  is  advisable  to  enter  a  child  at  six  years 
of  age. 

To  Parents  who  are  unable  to  pay,  tution  and  all  other 
expenses  are  without  charge,  except  clothing  and  the  first 
traveling  <‘xpenw*8.  Clothing  must  be  provider!  by  parents  or 
friends.  The  first  traveling  expenses,  not  paid  by  the 
parents,  are  provided  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  from  which  the  pupil  comes.  Afterwards  this  ex¬ 
pense  is  met  by  the  state. 


Object  of  thf.  School 

The  stale  is  providing  this  school  for  its  deaf  and  blind 
children  acts  with  the  same  motive  that  caused  her  to  estab¬ 
lish  her  public  schools,  that  is  a  desire  to  fit  these  children 
to  become  good  and  useful  citizens.  It  is  found  more  expe 
dient  and  more  economical  to  gather  all  her  deaf  and  blind 
children  into  one  place  than  to  establish  separate  schools  for 
them  throughout  the  state. 

It  is  unexcusable  for  any  parent  or  guardian  of  anv 


healthy  deaf  or  blind  child  to  keep  the  child  out  of  school 
when  the  state  has  made  such  liberal  provision  for  theii 
education. 

No  child  of  weak  intelligence,  no  child  of  viciou.,  or  had 
habits  and  i.o  child  suffering  from  incurrable  disease  will  hr 
admitted  into  the  school. 


The  Course  of  Study 

The  course  of  study  embraces  the  branches  usually 
taught  in  the  elementary  and  grammar  schools,  with  a  mini 
her  of  high  school  studies  subject  to  charge  as  the  peculiar 
wants  of  the  deaf  or  blind  child  require.  The  school  strives 
to  keep  abreast  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age  and 
nothing  is  left  out  of  the  course  of  study  that  will  be  ol 
benefit  to  the  pupil. 

Every  deaf  child  is  given  an  opportunity  as  far  as  possi- 
ble  to  learn  speech  and  lip-reading.  Every  possible  effort  is 
made  to  encourage  and  promote  speech. 

Those  in  the  department  for  the  dpaf  who  desire  a  high 
er  education  are  prepared  for  admission  to  Gallaudet  Col. 
lege.  Washington,  D.  C. 

Industrial  training  is  also  given  in  several  branches 
such  as  printing,  carpentry,  cahinet-making.  painting, 
drawing,  domestic  science,  sewing,  broom-making,  piano 
tuning,  rug-weaving,  shoe-repairing  etc. 


Location  of  the  School 

The  school  is  located  one  mile  north  of  the  “City  Gates.” 
From  the  rear  of  the  buildings  a  beautiful  view  of  the  ocean 
may  be  obtained. 

With  the  beautiful  location  and  balmy  fresh  air  from  the 
sea  and  the  pure  artesian  water  from  our  own  well  the 
health  and  happiness  of  the  children  are  assured. 


Miscellaneous 

Letter  day  comes  twice  a  month  at  which  time  a  letter 
is  sent  to  each  parent. 

There  is  no  protracted  Christmas  vacation  as  the  term 
is  only  eight  months  and  parents  are  earnestly  requested 
not  to  a«k  for  the  children  to  visit  home  during  the  ses¬ 
sion. 

School  always  beings  about  the  middle  of  September 
and  closes  about  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  pupils  will 
go  home  for  the  summer  vacation. 

I  he  government  of  the  school  is  that  of  a  well-regulated 
family,  and  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  health,  man¬ 
ners,  comforts,  and  habits  of  the  pupils. 

All  letters  and  packages  should  be  sent  in  care  of  the 
president  of  the  school. 

Any  person  sending  the  address  of  a  deaf  or  blind  child, 
not  in  school,  will  be  doing  a  real  service  to  a  class  whose 
lives  need  in  a  peculiar  degree  the  blessing  and  light  of  an 

education.

If 
forced  into  such  careers,  they  will  never  he  wholly 
successful. 

I. duration  is  important  in  preparing  for  a  vocation. 
\n  elementary  education  is  essential.  It  is  fine  to 
have  higher  education,  also.  In  addition,  there  is 
vocational  training.  It  is  a  common  story  to  hear 
people  regret  lack  of  education  after  they  have  become 
employed. 

It  is  easy  now-a-days  for  young  people  to  receive 
vocational  training  while  they  are  in  college.  In  al¬ 
most  every  university  there  are  schools  of  law,  music, 
business,  engineering,  and  such.  However,  we  see 
a  great  mam  college  students  with  degrees,  but  with¬ 
out  positions.  Ibis  often  happens  because  in  college 
students  do  not  have  vision  enough  to  prepare  for  vo- 
I  hey  work  for  degrees,  hut  they  are  not 


prepared  upon  graduation  to  be  expert  in  any  field. 
It  is  truly  a  shame,  because  colleges  offer  splendid 
chances  for  vocational  preparation. 

If  young  persons  are  looking  to  the  future,  they 
study  and  prepare  for  careers  so  they  can  be  independ¬ 
ent  and  happy  when  they  are  out  in  the  world.

WHAT  I  LIKED  BEST  IN  EDWARD  BOK 

I  admire  F.dward  Bok  for  his  determination  to  ob¬ 
tain  what  was  best  in  life.  When  only  a  boy  he  re¬ 
solved  to  read  the  biographies  of  famous  men;  for  he 
wanted  to  find  the  secret  to  their  success. 

He  frequently  sought  to  meet  the  famous  men  of  his 
time.  They  were  very  much  interested  in  him,  often 
giving  him  counsel.  He  was  interested  in  them,  and 
it  was  through  many  of  those  men  that  he  was  led  to 
writing  and  to  editorship.  He  followed  their  advise 
and  went  ahead  for  himself. 

His  first  position  among  literary  people  was  that 
as  stenographer  with  Henry  Holt  and  Company.  He 
received  many  ideas  there.  Later  he  joined  Scribners. 
He  worked  hard,  never  by  the  clock  but  by  the  job. 
He  always  conquered  obstacles  and  soon  became  an 
outstanding  young  person. 

He  was  ofTered  the  editorship  of  “The  Ladies  Home 
Journal  and  accepting  the  offer,  he  created  a  national 
institution  of  serv  ice  to  American  women.  Acting  as 
editor  of  this  magazine  was  one  of  the  finest  and 
highest  services  which  Bok  rendered  during  his  life. 
The  circulation  of  the  magazine  attained  two  million 
copies  per  month  before  he  left  it,  and  this  was  be¬ 
cause  of  the  type  of  material  which  he  put  into  the 
periodical. 

Bok  was  one  of  the  greatest  journalist  of  America, 
aiding  in  many  good  causes. 

He  retired  from  his  work  at  the  age  of  fifty-six, 
for  he  did  not  want  to  overstay.  He  believed  in  giving 
a  chance  to  others  and  in  taking  time,  himself,  for  play. 
People  thought  that  he  was  making  an  error  to  resign 
from  his  editorship  and  to  retire  from  work,  but  Bok, 
himself,  realized  that  it  was  the  right  thing  to  do. 

Fid  ward  Bok  impressed  me  as  a  man  of  high  ideals 
and  great  ambition.  He  struggled  for  the  best  for 
himself  and  attempted  to  help  his  fellow  men.  His 
perseverance  and  his  honest  and  Christian  conduct 
towards  his  country  and  his  God  form  a  high  example 
for  all.

Dr.  Thomas  F.  Fox,  who  is  senior  assistant  and 
librarian  at  the  Fanwood  School  in  New  York,  held 
a  conversation  with  his  son,  Edwin,  more  than  a  mile 
away.  Dr.  For,  who  is  deaf,  was  in  a  television  booth 
in  the  Bell  Telephone  Laboratories  and  his  son  was  in 
a  similar  booth  in  another  part  of  town.  The  conver¬ 
sation  was  carried  on  by  spelling  on  the  fingers  with 
the  manual  alphabet  and  as  far  as  we  know  this  is  the 
first  telephone  conversation  carried  on  by  a  deaf  per¬ 
son. 

If  the  television  should  come  into  general  use  it 
would  doubtless  add  a  great  deal  to  the  future  hap¬ 
piness  anil  convenience  of  the  deaf. 

We  are  living  in  a  great  age.  The  unexpected  is 
being  accomplished  every  day.  General  use  of  televi¬ 
sion  may  be  one  of  the  near  stepping  stones  in  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  our  civilization.

General  Information 

This  is  a  school  supported  by  the  State  of  Florida  for 
educating  all  children  within  the  stale  whose  defective 
sight  or  hearing  makes  it  impossible  or  difficult  for  them  lo 
receive  instruction  in  the  public  school.  To  be  eligible,  a 
ohild  must  be  too  deaf  or  too  blind  to  be  educated  in  the 
common  schools,  of  sound  mind  and  between  the  ages  of 
six  to  twenty-one. 

Any  person  desiring  to  enter  a  pupil  at  the  school  should 
write  the  president  of  the  school,  stating: 

(1)  Name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  pupil. 

<2,  Name  and  address  of  parents  and  guardians. 

This  is  a  school  not  an  asylum,  or  hospital,  or  refoma- 
tory. 

It  is  strictly  and  solely  a  school.  Its  purpose  is  educa¬ 
tional.  to  give  literary  and  industrial  training  to  deaf  and 
blind  children.  Only  educable  children  of  school  age  will 
be  admitted  and  retained.  Those  attending  school  here 
should  not  be  called  “inmates”  and  “patients,’  or  subjects 
of  charity.  Its  aim  is  to  so  train  and  teach  its  pupils  that

Proper  Time  for  Admission 
Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  except  during  vacation. 
I  he  best  time  to  enter  a  child  is  at  the  opening  of  the 
school,  the  middle  of  September.  The  school  term  is  eight 
months  and  it  is  necessary  to  make  each  days  work  count 
in  order  that  the  sohool  maintain  its  high  standard  effici¬ 
ency.  Each  pupil  should,  therefore,  be  present  to  begin 
work  promptly  at  the  opening  of  each  session  and  remain 
without  interruption  the  entire  school  term. 


Proper  School  Ace 

Parents  should  endeavor  to  enter  their  children  while 
they  are  young.  It  is  advisable  to  enter  a  child  at  six  years 
of  age. 

To  Parents  who  are  unable  to  pay,  tution  and  all  other 
expenses  are  without  charge,  except  clothing  and  the  first 
traveling  expenses.  Clothing  must  be  provided  by  parents  or 
friends.  The  first  traveling  expenses,  not  paid  by  the 
parent*,  are  provided  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  from  which  the  pupil  comes.  Afterwards  this  ex¬ 
pense  is  met  by  the  state. 


Object  of  the  School 

The  state  is  providing  this  school  for  its  deaf  and  blind 
children  acts  with  the  same  motive  that  caused  her  to  estab¬ 
lish  her  public  school*,  that  is  a  desire  to  fit  these  children 
to  become  good  and  useful  citizens.  It  is  found  more  expe¬ 
dient  and  more  economical  to  gather  all  her  deaf  and  blind 
rhilflrrn  inlo  one  plaro  lhan  to  establish  separate  schools  for 
thrm  throughout  the  Mate. 

It  is  unexensable  for  any  parent  or  guardian  of  any 
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Location  of  the  School 

I  be  school  is  located  one  mile  north  of  the  “City  Gates.” 
From  the  rear  of  the  buildings  a  beautiful  view  of  the  ocean 
may  he  obtained. 

With  the  beautiful  location  and  balmy  fresh  air  from  the 
sea  and  the  pure  artesian  water  from  our  own  well  the 
health  and  happiness  of  the  children  are  assured. 


Miscellaneous 

Letter  day  comes  twice  a  month  at  which  time  a  letter 
is  sent  to  each  parent. 

There  is  no  protracted  Christmas  vacation  as  the  term 
is  only  eight  months  and  parents  are  earnestly  requested 
not  lo  ask  for  the  children  to  visit  home  during  the  ses¬ 
sion. 

School  always  beings  about  the  middle  of  September 
and  closes  about  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  pupils  will 
go  home  for  the  summer  vacation. 

I  he  government  of  the  school  is  that  of  a  well-regulated 
family,  and  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  health,  man¬ 
ners,  comforts,  and  habits  of  the  pupils. 

All  letters  and  packages  should  he  sent  in  care  of  the 
president  of  the  school. 

Any  person  sending  the  address  of  a  deaf  or  blind  child, 
not  in  school,  will  be  doing  a  real  service  to  a  class  whose 
lives  need  in  a  peculiar  degree  the  blessing  and  light  of  an 
education.

The  school  strives 
to  keep  abreast  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age  and 
nothing  is  left  out  of  the  course  of  study  that  will  be  ol 
benefit  to  the  pupil. 

Every  deaf  child  is  given  an  opportunity  as  far  as  possi¬ 
ble  to  learn  speech  and  lip-reading.  Every  possible  effort  is 
made  lo  encourage  and  promote  speech. 

Those  in  the  department  for  the  deaf  who  desire  a  high 
er  education  are  prepared  for  admission  to  Gallaudet  Col.

Industrial  training  is  also  given  in  several  branches 
such  as  printing,  carpentry,  cahinel-making,  painting, 
drawing,  domestic  science,  sewing,  broom-making,  piano 
tuning,  rug-weaving,  shoe-repairing  etc. 
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WORLD  FAMOUS  AVIATOR  VISITS  US 

One  day  word  was  circulated  among  the  student 
body  that  we  were  to  assemble  in  chapel  at  4  o’clock 
in  the  afternoon,  but  there  was  no  explanation  con¬ 
cerning  the  reason  for  the  gathering.

THE  EARTH 

“Great,  wide,  beautiful,  wonderful  world!” 

Only  a  glance  about  us  will  reveal  to  us  the  beauty 
of  our  earthy  home — the  boundless  blue  sky  with  its 
snowy  clouds,  the  sun  which  gives  us  light  and  warmth, 
and  the  vegetation  which  cloths  the  ground. 

We  may  liken  the  earth  to  a  home  which  our  father 
prepare  for  us.  While  we  are  glad  of  its  comforts  and 
conveniences  for  the  very  joy  of  having  them,  we  ap¬ 
preciate  them  much  more  deeply  when  we  understand 
the  thought  and  planning  and  the  love  that  gave  them 
to  us.  So  it  is  with  this  planet  of  ours;  we  can  ap¬ 
preciate  it  better  when  we  have  learned  from  physical 
geography  the  unseen  laws  and  forces  which  make  it  a 
suitable  habitation  for  us. 

Nine  planets  revolve  around  the  sun,  but  the  earth 
is  the  only  one  of  these  which  is  in  such  a  position 
that  it  can  be  inhabited  by  man.  It  is  neither  too  near 
the  sun,  nor  too  far  away  from  it.  Its  revolution  round 
the  sun,  with  the  inclination  of  its  axis,  give  us  our  year 
with  its  four  seasons;  and  its  rotation  gives  us  day  and 
night. 

Let  us  consider  the  globe  with  its  continents  and 
oceans. 

At  a  glance  we  see  oidy  irregular  masses  of  land 
floating  on  the  vast  expanse  of  the  sea.  In  some  por¬ 
tions  of  the  land,  lofty  mountains  rise;  in  others,  we 
see  valleys  and  plains.  Some  portions  are  green  with 
vegetation;  others,  dark  with  forests;  and  others, 
covered  with  arid  desert  sands.  Yet,  behind  the  scene, 
there  is  a  grand  scheme,  in  which  every  feature  of  the 
landscape  plays  a  part.  The  unevenness  of  the  ground 
makes  it  possible  for  the  rivers  to  flow  and  drain  the 
land.  The  vast  heaps  of  snow  on  high  mountain  tops 
feed  the  streams  that  water  the  valleys.  The  deserts 
draw  from  the  sea  the  warm,  most  winds,  whose  vapor 
is  condenced  by  the  icy  caps  of  the  mountains,  and 
falls  as  rain  on  the  seaward  slopes. 

Turning  to  the  sea,  we  notice  that  it  is  constantly 
disturbed  by  waves  and  currents  These,  too,  have  their 
work  to  do.  The  waves  wear  away  the  seashore  in  some 
places,  carry  the  sand  with  them,  and  pile  it  up  in  other 
draw  from  the  sea  the  warm,  moist  winds,  whose  vapor 
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tropical  to  the  polar  oceans,  and  cold  water  from  the 
polar  to  the  tropical  oceans. 

In  the  air,  also,  we  find  a  system  of  currents,  which 
keep  the  various  portions  of  the  atmosphere  thoroughly 
mixed,  and  carry  heat  and  rain  to  the  places  where 
they  are  needed. 

By  studying  physical  geography,  we  understand 
how  carefully  our  Maker  has  provided  for  us.  It  is  not 
by  chance  that  we  have  day  in  which  to  work  and  night 
in  which  to  rest,  our  daily  food,  materials  of  which  to 
make  clothing  and  shelter,  and  even  fresh  air  to  breathe. 
Every  plant,  every  animal,  every  inch  of  land  and  sea 
has  its  purpose;  and  behind  our  visible  surroundings, 
the  forces  of  nature  work  together,  as  one  grand 
machine,  to  make  the  earth  our  happy  dwelling-place.

There  is  a  great  desert  of  hot  sand  in  southern 
Arabia.  It  stretches  for  miles  and  miles.  It  has  never 
been  known  how  big  it  is.  An  Englishman  named 
Bertran  Thomas  has  just  gone  cross  it. 

It  took  much  courage  for  Mr.  Thomas  to  cross  this 
great  unknown  desert.  There  were  no  roads  for  him  to 
follow.  There  was  no  water  to  drink  or  food  to  eat  in 
the  desert.  It  is  dry  and  hot  and  few  plants  or  animals 
live  there.  Mr.  Thomas  had  to  carry  enough  food  and 


water  for  the  whole  trip.  Robbers  live  there.  They 
hide  among  the  hills  of  sand  in  the  desert  and  it  is  hard 
to  find  them.  I  hey  steal  food,  water,  and  other  things 
from  anyone  they  catch.  Mr.  I  homas  had  to  be  very 
careful.  There  were  many  dangers.  He  rode  more  than 
900  miles  in  the  hot  sand.  It  took  him  58  days  to  make 
the  trip. 

Mr.  Thomas  had  to  take  camels  with  him  to  c  arry 
food  and  water.  He  had  to  take  more  camels  to  carry 
food  and  water  for  the  camels.  He  had  to  take-  men  to 
drive  the  camels. 

1  here  was  a  sand  storm  in  the  desert  and  Mr.  Thomas 
and  his  men  had  to  slop.  The  wind  blew  very  hard  and 
carried  sand  with  it.  Often  they  were  blinded  by  the 
hot  sand.  I  hey  had  to  wait  13  days  because  there  were 
great  sand  storms. 

Mr.  Thomas  found  a  big  lake  of  salt  water  in  the 
desert.  The  lake  is  seven  miles  long.  Some  men  think 
that  this  great  desert  was  once  the  bottom  of  a  sea. 
These  men  found  some  strange  people-  living  in  the 
desert.  These  people  had  never  seen  white  people.  "We 
saw  some  animals  near  the  lake."  Mr.  Thomas  said. 
“We  saw  foxes,  wolves,  lizards,  antelopes,  wild  cats, 
and  rats.”  Most  of  the  animals  were  the  same  color  as 
the  sand.  They  saw  herds  of  wild  camels  and  flocks  of 
ravens  besides  many  other  interesting  things.

Dr.  Walker  comes  from  a  distinguished  family  of 
educators  of  the  deaf.

1  he  Dixie  Association  of  the  Deaf  is  planning  to 
locate  it?  Home  for  the  Aged  Deaf  in  the  vicinity  of  St. 
Augustine,  and  the  O  Brien  property  on  the  Matan/as 
River  at  Moultrie  has  been  purchased  for  this  purpose, 
through  the  Eugene  E.  Barnes  &  Son  Agency.  The 
sale  of  this  estate  is  of  considerable  importance  to  this 
community.  The  house  is  a  splendidly  built.  1 6-room 
residence,  with  some  30  acres  of  land.  It  has  a  beauti¬ 
ful  river  frontage.  I  he  house  can  be  easily  enlarged 
when  additional  room  is  required,  and  it  is  stated  that 
if  more  land  is  required  for  a  farm  adjacent  to  the 
home  property,  this  can  be  purchased  up  to  100  acres. 
The  purchase  is  made  from  Captain  John  Young,  owner 
of  Young's  Million  Dollar  Pier,  at  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.. 
who  has  owned  the  property  for  some  ten  years.

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General  Information 

This  is  a  school  supported  by  the  State  of  Florida  for 
educating  all  children  within  the  state  whose  defective 
sight  or  hearing  makes  it  impossible  or  difficult  for  them  to 
receive  instruction  in  the  public  school.  To  be  eligible,  a 
child  must  be  too  deaf  or  too  blind  to  be  educated  in  the 
common  school?,  of  sound  mind  and  between  the  ages  of 
six  to  twenty-one. 

Any  person  desiring  to  enter  a  pupil  at  the  school  should 
write  the  president  of  the  school,  stating: 

(1)  Name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  pupil. 

12,  Name  and  address  of  parents  and  guardians. 

This  is  a  school  not  an  asylum,  or  hospital,  or  refoma- 
tory. 

It  is  strictly  and  solely  a  school.  Its  purpose  is  educa¬ 
tional,  to  give  literary  and  industrial  training  to  deaf  and 
blind  children.  Only  educable  children  of  school  age  will 
be  admitted  and  retained.  Those  attending  school  here 
should  not  be  called  “inmates”  and  “patients,’  or  subjects 
of  charity.  Its  aim  is  to  so  train  and  teach  its  pupils  that 
they  may  be  able  to  take  their  place  among  the  busy  ranks 
of  their  more  fortunate  brothers  and  sisters  and  lead  useful 
and  independent  lives 


Proper  Time  for  Admission 
Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  except  during  vacation. 
The  best  time  to  enter  a  child  is  at  the  opening  of  the 
school,  the  middle  of  September.  The  school  term  is  eight 
months  and  it  is  necessary  to  make  each  days  work  count 
in  order  that  the  sohool  maintain  its  high  standard  effici¬ 
ency.  Each  pupil  should,  therefore,  be  present  to  begin 
work  promptly  at  the  opening  of  each  session  and  remain 
without  interruption  the  entire  school  term. 


Proper  School  Ace 

Parents  should  endeavor  to  enter  their  children  while 
they  are  young.  It  is  advisable  to  enter  a  child  at  six  years 
of  age. 

To  Parents  who  are  unable  to  pay,  tution  and  all  other 
expenses  are  without  charge,  except  clothing  and  the  first 
traveling  expenses.  Clothing  must  be  provided  by  parents  or 
friends.  The  first  traveling  expenses,  not  paid  by  the 
parents,  are  provided  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  from  which  the  pupil  comes.  Afterwards  this  ex¬ 
pense  is  met  by  the  state. 


Object  of  the  School 

The  state  is  providing  this  school  for  its  deaf  and  blind 
children  acts  with  the  same  motive  that  caused  her  to  estab¬ 
lish  her  public  schools,  that  is  a  desire  to  fit  these  children 
to  become  good  and  useful  citizens.  It  is  found  more  expe- 
dient  and  more  economical  to  gather  all  her  deaf  and  blind 
children  into  one  place  than  to  establish  separate  schools  for 
them  throughout  the  state. 

It  is  unexcusable  for  any  parent  or  guardian  of  any 


healthy  deaf  or  blind  child  to  keep  the  child  out  of  school 
when  the  state  has  made  such  liberal  provision  for  theii 
education. 

No  child  of  weak  intelligence,  no  child  of  viciou..  or  bad 
habits  and  i.o  child  suffering  from  incurrable  disease  will  be 
admitted  into  the  school. 


The  Course  of  Study 

The  course  of  study  embraces  the  branches  usuall) 
taught  in  the  elementary  and  grammar  schools,  with  a  mini 
ber  of  high  school  studies  subject  to  charge  as  the  peculiar 
wants  of  the  deaf  or  blind  child  require.  The  school  strives 
to  keep  abreast  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age  and 
nothing  is  left  out  of  the  course  of  study  that  will  be  ol 
benefit  to  the  pupil. 

Every  deaf  child  is  given  an  opportunity  as  far  as  possi¬ 
ble  to  learn  speech  and  lip-reading.  Every  possible  effort  is 
made  to  encourage  and  promote  speech. 

Those  in  the  department  for  the  deaf  who  desire  a  high 
er  education  arc  prepared  for  admission  to  Gallaudet  Col. 
lege,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Industrial  training  is  also  given  in  several  branches 
such  as  printing,  carpentry,  cabinet-making,  painting, 
drawing,  domestic  science,  sewing,  broom-making,  piano 
tuning,  rug-weaving  shoe-repairing  etc. 


Location  of  the  School 

The  school  is  located  one  mile  north  of  the  “City  Gates.” 
From  the  rear  of  the  buildings  a  beautiful  view  of  the  ocean 
may  be  obtained. 

With  the  beautiful  location  and  balmy  fresh  air  from  the 
sea  and  the  pure  artesian  water  from  our  own  well  the 
health  and  happiness  of  the  children  are  assured. 


Miscellaneous 

Letter  day  comes  twice  a  month  at  which  time  a  letter 
is  sent  to  each  parent. 

There  is  no  protracted  Christmas  vacation  as  the  term 
is  only  eight  months  and  parents  are  earnestly  requested 
not  to  ask  for  the  children  to  visit  home  during  the  ses¬ 
sion. 

School  always  beings  about  the  middle  of  September 
and  closes  about  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  pupils  will 
go  home  for  the  summer  vacation. 

The  government  of  the  school  is  that  of  a  well-regulated 
family,  and  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  health,  man¬ 
ners,  comforts,  and  habits  of  the  pupils. 

All  letters  and  packages  should  be  sent  in  care  of  the 
president  of  the  school. 

Any  person  sending  the  address  of  a  deaf  or  blind  child, 
not  in  school,  will  be  doing  a  real  service  to  a  class  whose 
lives  need  in  a  peculiar  degree  the  blessing  and  light  of  an 
education.

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MAY  DAY  FESTIVITIES  ARE  HIGHLY 
ENTERTAING  TO  CROWD 

On  May  first  gymnastic  classes  gave  an  exhibition 
on  the  lawn  of  our  school.  This  in  a  way,  was 
our  contribution  towards  emphasizing  the  better 
health  program  that  was  put  on  throughout  the  county 
on  that  day. 

The  St.  Augustine  Record  had  the  following  to  sav 
about  our  program: 

“Friday  afternoon’s  May  Day  events  at  the  State 
School  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind  proved  a  novel  and 
highly  appreciated  innovation  and  the  300  spectators 
who  watched  from  the  spacious  school  lawns  had 
nothing  but  praise  for  the  program  of  physical  educa¬ 
tion  numbers  put  on  by  the  blind  and  deaf  students. 

President  A.  L.  Brown,  of  the  school,  stated  that  it 
was  his  desire  to  make  these  May  Day  festivities  an 
annual  event  at  the  school. 

The  program  opened  w  ith  a  Maypole  dance  by  the 
junior  deaf  girls,  and  was  immediately  followed  by 
a  novelty  snake  dance  done  by  the  acrobatic  blind 
juniors. 

Miss  Mary  MacDonnell  then  put  her  junior  deaf 
girls  through  an  intricate  Danish  gymnastic  drill.  I  he 
tiny  tots  from  the  cottages  featured  a  series  of  relay 
events  next  with  running  races,  hopping  and  walking 
events. 

The  intermediate  blind  boys  were  next  on  the  pro¬ 
gram  and  did  a  high  commendable  and  interesting 
series  of  tumbling  stunts  with  a  finesse  that  would  lead 
most  people  to  doubt  that  the  children  were  without  the 
use  of  their  eyes. 

The  next  event  was  a  series  of  precision  exercises 
by  the  deaf  hoys  under  the  direction  of  Ralph  Parks. 

The  folk  dancing  by  Miss  MacDonnell’s  blind  girls 
w'as  the  next  event  and  constituted  one  of  the  most 
interesting  and  exceptional  numbers  on  the  program. 
This  was  followed  by  a  mimetic  drill  by  the  deaf  girl 
seniors,  who  went  through  their  difficult  routines  with 
military  precision.  T  he  deaf  boys  naval  reserve  com¬ 
pany  was  the  next  number  and  was  another  of  the  ex¬ 
cellent  drill  events. 

The  final  number  was  a  series  of  difficult  and  in¬ 
tricate  pyramids  by  the  junior  and  senior  blind  hoys. 
This  event  alone  was  worth  walking  to  the  school  to 
witness.  The  hoys  executed  pyramid  after  pyramid  in 


all  sorts  of  intricate  design  in  a  manner  which  only 
long  weeks  of  practice  could  achieve. 

Applause  was  general  throughout  the  entire  pro¬ 
gram  and  the  entire  performance  met  with  unstinted 
praise  by  those  in  attendance” 


THE  HIKE  TO  THE  I).  A.  I).  HOME 

Soon  after  we  had  reached  camp,  we  discovered 
that  one  of  the  first  things  on  the  program  was  a  hike 
to  the  D.  A.  D.  home.  Before  going  to  camp,  we  had 
heard  that  the  Dixie  Association  of  the  Deaf  had 
bought  a  home  which  would  be  for  aged  deaf  people.

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General  Information 

This  is  a  school  supported  by  the  State  of  Florida  for 
educating  all  children  within  the  state  whose  defective 
sight  or  hearing  makes  it  impossible  or  difficult  for  them  to 
receive  instruction  in  the  public  school.  To  be  eligible,  a 
ohild  must  be  too  deaf  or  too  blind  to  be  educated  in  the 
common  school;,  of  sound  mind  and  between  the  ages  of 
six  to  twenty-one. 

Any  person  desiring  to  enter  a  pupil  at  the  school  should 
write  the  president  of  the  school,  stating: 

(1)  Name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  pupil. 

(2,  Name  and  address  of  parents  and  guardians. 

This  is  a  school  not  an  asylum,  or  hospital,  or  refoma- 
tory. 

It  is  strictly  and  solely  a  school.  Its  purpose  is  educa¬ 
tional,  to  give  literary  and  industrial  training  to  deaf  and 
blind  children.  Only  educable  children  of  school  age  will 
be  admitted  and  retained.  Those  attending  school  here 
should  not  be  called  “inmates”  and  “patients,’  or  subjects 
of  charity.  Its  aim  is  to  so  train  and  teach  its  pupils  that 
they  may  be  able  to  take  their  place  among  the  busy  ranks 
of  their  more  fortunate  brothers  and  sisters  and  lead  useful 
and  independent  lives 


Proper  Time  for  Admission 
Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  except  during  vacation. 
The  best  time  to  enter  a  child  is  at  the  opening  of  the 
school,  the  middle  of  September.  The  school  term  is  eight 
months  and  it  is  necessary  to  make  each  days  work  count 
in  order  that  the  school  maintain  its  high  standard  effici¬ 
ency.  Each  pupil  should,  therefore,  be  present  to  begin 
work  promptly  at  the  opening  of  each  session  and  remain 
without  interruption  the  entire  school  term. 


Object  of  the  School 

The  state  is  providing  this  school  for  its  deaf  and  blind 
children  act*  with  the  same  motive  that  cuused  her  to  estab¬ 
lish  her  public  schools,  that  is  a  desire  to  fit  these  children 
to  become  good  and  useful  citizens.  It  is  found  more  expe¬ 
dient  and  more  economical  to  gather  all  her  deaf  and  blind 
children  into  one  place  than  to  establish  soparale  schools  for 
them  throughout  the  state. 

It  is  unexcusable  for  any  parent  or  guardian  of  any 


healthy  deaf  or  blind  child  to  keep  the  child  out  of  school 
when  the  state  has  made  such  liberal  provision  for  then 
education. 

No  child  of  weak  intelligence,  no  child  of  viciou  or  bad 
habits  and  i.o  child  suffering  from  incurrable  disease  will  hr 
admitted  into  the  school. 


Proper  School  Ace 

Parents  should  endeavor  to  enter  their  children  while 
they  are  young.  It  is  advisable  to  enter  a  child  at  six  years 
of  age. 

To  Parents  who  are  unable  to  pay,  tution  and  all  other 
expenses  arc  without  charge,  except  clothing  and  the  first 
traveling  expenses.  Clothing  must  be  provided  by  parents  or 
friends.  The  first  traveling  expenses,  not  paid  by  the 
parents,  are  provided  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  from  which  the  pupil  comes.  Afierwards  this  ex¬ 
pense  is  met  by  the  state. 


The  Course  of  Study 

The  course  of  study  embraces  the  branches  usually 
taught  in  the  elementary  and  grammar  schools,  with  a  num¬ 
ber  of  high  school  studies  subject  to  charge  as  the  peculiar 
wants  of  the  deaf  or  blind  child  require.  The  school  strives 
to  keep  abreast  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age  and 
nothing  is  left  out  of  the  course  of  study  that  will  be  of 
benefit  to  the  pupil. 

Every  deaf  child  is  given  an  opportunity  as  far  as  possi¬ 
ble  to  learn  speech  and  lip-reading.  Every  possible  effort  is 
made  to  encourage  and  promote  speech. 

Those  in  the  department  for  the  deaf  who  desire  a  high 
er  education  are  prepared  for  admission  to  Gallaudet  Col. 
lege.  Washington,  D.  C. 

Industrial  training  is  also  given  in  several  branches 
such  as  printing,  carpentry,  cabinet-making,  painting, 
drawing,  domestic  science,  sewing,  broom-making,  piano 
tuning,  rug-weaving,  shoe-repairing  etc. 


Location  of  the  School 

The  school  is  located  one  mile  north  of  the  “City  Gates.” 
From  the  rear  of  the  buildings  a  beautiful  view  of  the  ocean 
may  be  obtained. 

With  the  beautiful  location  and  balmy  fresh  air  from  the 
sea  and  the  pure  artesian  water  from  our  own  well  the 
health  and  happiness  of  the  children  are  assured. 


Miscellaneous 

Letter  day  comes  twice  a  month  at  which  time  a  letter 
is  sent  to  each  parent. 

There  is  no  protracted  Christmas  vacation  as  the  term 
is  only  eight  months  and  parents  are  earnestly  requested 
not  to  ask  for  the  children  to  visit  home  during  the  ses 
sion. 

School  always  beings  about  the  middle  of  September 
and  closes  about  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  pupils  will 
go  home  for  the  summer  vacation. 

The  government  of  the  school  is  that  of  a  well-regulated 
family,  and  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  health,  man¬ 
ners,  comforts,  and  habits  of  the  pupils. 

All  letters  and  packages  should  be  sent  in  care  of  the 
president  of  the  school. 

Any  person  sending  the  address  of  u  deaf  or  blind  child, 
not  in  school,  will  be  doing  a  real  service  to  u  class  whose 
lives  need  in  a  peculiar  degree  the  blessing  and  light  of  an 
education.
